@ This book is more than a detailed history of music-boxes, and of their invention, manufacture, decadence, and establishment as collectible antiques. 
Its text dates from the very beginning of time as gauged on the sun. In the first chapters it shows briefly the groping of human minds for truth, 
and the struggle to establish and maintain truth in the sciences. 

@ Music-work and music-boxes were a by-product of clocks and watches. Clocks and watches were made primarily to indicate sun-time, with gongs and 
bells added to them to announce the hours. The idea of musical sounds in clocks and watches was gradually enlarged to include enough notes in their 
design to enable them to play musical tunes. These tunes were most elaborate as buijt into watches and snuff-boxes and other objects of small size, 
about 1830. 

@ Through the years the snuff-box type of music-box was expanded in size and range and flexibility so that finally whole compositions of music could 
be played mechanically by vibrating teeth in a steel comb — and even accompanied by tiny drums, castanets, bells, (in some cases a pneumatic organ). 
The music-box reached its peak of popularity between 1878 and 1905 as a musical instrument. Up to that time it was the first of its kind which 
brought automatic music into the homes of people not skilled in playing their own music. 

@ Finally Edison’s phonograph (invented in 1878), with its human-voice recording and reproducing ability, snuffed out the life of music-boxes. In this 
respect the book is a case history of the outmoding of any device by the relentless advance of progressive and inventive generations in their ‘‘parade 
through time.”

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Christmas Memortes

OR SEVERAL years I have 

yearned for as lovely an old- 
fashioned Christmas tree as those re- 
membered from childhood days. How- 
ever, as each season rolled around 
with its glamorous offerings of white 
trees with blue or red balls, and sil- 
vered ones with golden balls, I suc- 
cumbed to their breath of sophisti- 
cated allure. And my dream tree was 
postponed for yet another year. 

But this season of 1948 at last finds 
my dream coming true, for I have 
already fortified myself with a mod- 
est collection of beautiful old Christ- 
mas tree ornaments. Also as many of 
the old accessories as I could find, 
and although I must be content with 
this small start, 1 hope that next 
year’s finds will materially add to 
my cache. Some of these days when 
I have just the right material, I plan 
for a room like one well remembered 
from trips to my god-father’s home, 
where as a little girl, I approached 
the familiar parlor door on Christ- 
mas morning, stepped inside, and felt 
very much as Aladdin must have 
when he rubbed his magic lamp, for 
lo!, the familiar objects had disap- 
peared, and in their places stood a 
long platform, “eye height” where a 
veritable fairyland had come into be- 
ing. 

A tiny village nestled in the val- 
ley between snow clad mountains, and 
in the center, the little village church 
was alight, its small windows of red, 
blue and amber glass, glowing like 
jewels on the snow outside. Little 


roads of white marble chips ran amid 
the houses, and miniature street 
lamps of the Dickens vintage lent 
more atmosphere. Fresh green moss 
peeping through the snow-drifts made 
the little lawns and fields quite na- 
tural looking. 


An outlying mill »oasted a revolv- 
ing mill-wheel, over which water cas- 
‘caded and fell into a pond where 
small boats bobbed about. Then the 
eye was caught and held by a little 
engine and train of cars moving along 
in the eery darkness, and disappear- 
ing into the long tunnel for a breath- 
taking spell, only to emerge victori- 
ously again. This performance never 
failed to start shivers of delight run- 
ning up and down my spine. The cen- 
ter scene was of the Holy Family, 
the Babe in the manger, the stable 
at Bethlehem, and the Christmas star 
shining brightly over all. Oh, the 
magic of those childhood days! That 
era can never be recaptured, but it 
can be glimpsed again from memory’s 
lane. 


The Christmas tree was a never 
ending source of delight. Tall as the 
high-ceilinged rooms of that day, it 
was loaded with delectable strings of 
pop-corn, scarlet cranberries, and 
cornucopias filled with small gifts, 
ribbons of colored paper loops, intri- 
cately joined one inside the other... 
and the never-to-be-forgotten paper 
and tinsel angels, which hung from 
a convenient branch, and swayed with 
each passing breath of air. How I

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loved and longed for those angels. To 
my childish fancy, they were the 
loveliest of paper dolls. In my recent 
hunt, I have not come upon even one 
of these dear treasures, but Time, 
that magic element, may bring them 
to my eager hands. 

There were little candles in saucer- 
like holders that seemed to grow upon 
the tree, but in reality they were 
clamped to the branches, lighted only 
in the presence of our elders. Sud- 
denly the tree would be set in mo- 
tion, revolving slowly, revealing all 
the glimmer and shimmer of its beau- 
teous burden. The lights from myriad 
candles glowed like fireflies, while 
soft Christmas music tinkled from a 
mysterious source, for no instrument 
was visible. 

Not until years later did I learn 
the source of this music, for it had 
come from the depths of a round 
music box, with a revolving cover 
containing a holder for the t:¢e. This 
had been covered with cotton to 
simulate snow drifts. Of course, a 
huge key wound this box, and upon 
the release of a lever round and 
round it would go, to the never end- 
ing delight of the wide-eyed young- 
sters. Only the elders knew its secret 
and they guarded it well. 

These music boxes have again 
come into vogue and can be found in 
some of the larger stores. Just re- 
cently, however, I came on an old 
one, about 12 inches in diameter, 
which has joined my collection. An- 
other surprising find is a collection 
of cut and impressed cardboard items 
in gold finish. These include, a small 
trolley car, windmill, guard house, 
boat dove drawing chariot, and small 
shield-shaped candy boxes, carry- 
ing gold anchor. These unique tree 
ornaments were manufactured in 
France. Another acquisition is a 
group of soft metal reflectors, shaped 
as snow flakes, faceted and tinted in 
colors similar to the early tree balls. 


Old tree ornaments, I find, are par- 
ticularly intriguing. Their colors, al- 
though softened by age, stoutly re- 
tain the appeal they exerted to chil- 
dren of past generations. The largest 
in my collection, in the shape of a 
bunch of grapes, measures 3% x 5 
inches. It is of old silvered glass, 
three-mold, its stem and ring of deli- 
cately embossed brass, much like the 
tie-back designs of a contemporary 
period. It came from my husband’s 
family, where it occupied the crown- 
ing position on the top-most stem of 
the Christmas tree for more than 50 
years. 

In recent years its position on the 
tree was discontinued, on account of 
its size, but it has been used in some 
other effective manner, such as hang- 
ing from the chandelier, together with 
a sprig of holly or mfstletoe, or as a 
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highlight in a tall glass celery vase, 
filled with crisp feathery topped cel- 
ery. Indeed, this Lion glass celery 
vase is as much a part of my early 
Christmas remembrances, as are the 
nut-brown turkey and_ trimmings. 
Celery, in fact, seemed far more of 
a luxury, for it came to our bitterly 
cold climate only at Christmas time, 
as did the tangerines, which were 
called by the fascinating name “glove 
oranges.” We always found glove 
oranges in the toes of our Christmas 
stockings. 

Another lovely old ornament liter- 
ally fell into my lap from an im- 
mense Christmas tree in a hospital 
reception room. I had wandered there 
disconsolately waiting news of the 
well-being of a beloved niece. Sud- 
denly from its tinsel draped branches 
I spied a tiny cherub’s head smiling 
at me. It was like a happy omen, for 
almost at once the nurse brought 
word that another and very lively lit- 
tle cherub had arrived, and mother 
and babe were doing nicely. When I 
asked the age of this ornament I 
was told it had been donated with 
others about 50 years before. Seeing 
my interest, our nurse offered it to 
me, saying that sooner or later it 
would join the limbo of forgotten 
things, for each year took its toll of 
these old ornaments. I was delighted 
to have it, you may be sure. 

A desire for a collection of these 
old tree ornaments grew stronger and 
the quest began. Soon they were roll- 
ing in by ones and twos, until I had 
about a dozen beauties. Then one eve- 
ning another dear niece arrived bear- 
ing a large box literally filled with 
lovely old specimens. She had gath- 
ered these just in the nick of time 
from her grandmother and husband’s 
mother, who were discarding them for 
new ones. “Collector’s Luck,” I call 
it, for among these are some of the 
loveliest I have seen. 

The spherical ones are found in all 
the lovely colors of another day—let- 
tuce green, powdery blue, gold and 
silver mercury, and a rare purple or 
amethyst. Most of them are of colored 
glass, although a few of the later 
ones (25 years) are painted in 
stripes of silver, rose and gold. Beau- 
ties all. I have these from five inches 
in diameter down to the tiniest size. 
The earliest ones always carry a stem 
and ring of embossed design, like the 
tieback, while the later ones have 
a protruding piece of glass capped 
with a metal holder. 

Some in the shape of pineapples 
are in colors seldom found on land 
or sea. One in rose is exactly like a 
piece of Thousand-Eye glass. 

A very unusual one is shaped as 
an ear of corn, its kernels of gold, 
and husks of lettuce green. Another 
offers a dainty long handled parasol, 





in shades from baby blue to pink. 
Still another one, enmeshed in silver 
threads, for all the world resembles 
a modern Zeppelin. Then there are 
five little bells of graduated size, that 
seem to ring out the joyous tidings. 
“Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men.” 
One is in silver, then a blue, a gold, 
a vivid pink and an adorable small 
one in clear glass, with a geometric 
pattern at its edge, and a tiny clap- 
per of black glass—as exquisite a 
jewel as one could find. These little 
bells actually ring with a clear tinkle. 

Here are several little birds poised 
for flight. They are of silvered glass 
with black bills, their breasts tinged 
in pink, and one proudly sports the 
remains of what must have been a 
gorgeous tail-feather of green. And 
last comes a real rarity, an apple 
of cotton batting tinted to a delect- 
able rosy red. Its mate, a pear, was 
too badly damaged to rescue, much 
to my sorrow. 

Wanting to know more about the 
manufacture of these lovely old glass 
tree ornaments, I haunted libraries, 
reading everything available pertain- 
ing to their manufacture. Next I 
visited our large department stores 
and talked with older buyers of toys. 
Following is about the substance of 
this information. 

Like so many of our old Christmas 
customs which originated in Europe, 
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in earlier days, a great many of these 
old ornaments came from abroad, 
where often entire villages worked 
on the Christmas orders. This work 
was distributed among the various 
families and was done right in the 
homes. These tree ornaments were 
“blown on the rod” and when we re- 
member that many of the workers 
were skilled glass-blowers, then we 
doubly appreciate the gem-like color 
and symmetry of these lovely old 
pieces, and should treasure them ac- 
cordingly. Many of these are blown 
in the mold, allowing for more pat- 
tern and form. These old examples 
readily show the mold marks. Due to 
the care and better quality glass, 
these ornaments possess a resistance 
to breakage not found in most of 
those of present day manufacture. 

A few years ago, Japan undertook 
the making of Christmas ornaments 
and many of the old forms were 
copied, but the colors are harsh and 
they shatter easily. 

Ornaments of American manufac- 
ture, which have appeared for only 
a few short years, are of high qual- 
ity and brilliant coloring, and they 
give promise of being interesting an- 
tiques of the future. It is hoped that 
our great-grandchildren may use and 
treasure the Christmas tree orna- 
ments of 1943, as much as we do 
those of our antecedents.

“THE VISIT OF THE WISE MEN” 


By MRS, M. R. YERKES 


HE CUSTOM of having a creche 

or crib in the home began with the 
Christmas Festival in the year 354 
A.D. 

The creche increased in favor until 
it became a sport in Italy about 1480, 
to which high and low paid homage 
—even Charles III made his own fig- 
ures and his queen dressed them. 
Families visited each other’s cribs 
and large sums were spent for some. 
One cost 30,000 ducats, so history 
says. 

At the beginning of the 16th cen- 
tury, the crib fashion began to go 
North into the Alps and by the next 
century, it was well established in 
Germany, especially Bavaria, where 
it was beloved by rich and poor: no 
one was too poor not to have a few 
figures, even though they were 
crudely carved by the owners. The 
finer figures were made by noted 
sculptors and painters. 

The heads of those in my collec- 
tion are made of terracotta with glass 
eyes; the painted faces are compar- 
able to any of thé great paintings, 
with their rich variety of flesh tints. 
The hands and feet, neautrfuilly 


carved of wood are fastened to strong 
wires so they can be put in any posi- 
tion. Their expressive hands almost 
talk, and the spiritual appearance of 
some of the faces makes one gasp 
with awe. 

The figures were usually dressed in 
the richest of brocades, silks and 
laces, gold thread embroideries and 
even enhanced with jewelry of gold 
and silver and precious stones. Noth- 
ing was too good for the creche; each 
creche owner tried to out-do the 
other. 

In my collection of almost one hun- 
dred figures from Italy, there are no 
two alike or even similar and all I 
have seen are very different. 

Long ago if a person wanted to 
do something for the church or pos- 
sibly atone for some sin, it was cus- 
tomary to haye a figure made in his 
own likeness, or that of a saint or 
Angel and place it in the church. This 
perhaps explains why they are all 
different. 

The demand for the creche seemed 
to die out about 1900, but many of 
the old ones are still to be seen in 
the churches of Italy.

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Goodwill Dol! Shows 


Many among the 89 Goodwill In- 
dustries in the country have con- 
ducted doll shows this year. In keep- 
ing with the times, the 1943 Doll 
Shows have featured the United Na- 
tions, and dolls were dressed in the 
costumes of the United Nations or 
dolls made and used in those coun- 
tries. 

The event, which was introduced as 
part of the San Diego Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition in 1936 by the 
San Diego Goodwill Industries, was 
more widespread this year than in 
the past. 

The Goodwill organization has be- 
come interested in Doll Shows for 
two reasons. First, through the col- 
lections of discarded household mate- 
rials, a large number of dolls are 
brought into Goodwill plants. They 
are repaired and reconditioned for re- 
sale, especially at Christmas time. 
The second reason is that the repair 
of dolls and making of new doll 
clothes is an ideal project for some 
of the handicapped people who are 
employed in the Goodwill Industries. 

In Milwaukee, Wis., for instance, 
the Goodwill Doll dresser is Anna 
Johnson, widely known in the city as 
Milwaukee’s Helen Keller. She is a 
blind deaf mute, yet is extremely 
adept at making the doll clothes on 
an electric sewing machine. In other 
cities, similar types of handicapped 
people have acquired considerable 
skill at reconditioning dolls brought 
into the plants. 

Usually the bulk of a doll exhibit 
is made up of the collected and re- 
finished dolls. Some Goodwill Indus- 
tries, especially the San Diego unit, 
have made up elaborate displays of 
dolls representing different nations 
or a variety of characters. The exhib- 
its often have been historical show- 
ings, both of types of doiis and for 
historical periods. 

Individual doll collectors also con- 
tribute to the doll exhibits. This year, 
as in the past, they were invited to 
show their collections in the Goodwill 
Doll Shows, Prominent persons have 
been among those who have exhibited 
in previous years. The wife of Pade- 
rewski, the Polish statesman and 
pianist, was an exhibitor in one city 
several years ago. 

The doll shows naturally also at- 
tract unusual dolls. The dolls dis- 
played at any show range from the 
modern miss of 19438 to dolls over 
100 years old, dressed and coiffured 
for their periods. There are small 
dolls, big dolls, miniature dolls, war 
dolls, foreign dolls, Uncle Sam dolls, 
vanity dolls, historical dolls, religious 
dolls, and many others. 

Women’s auxiliaries of Goodwill 
Industries usually act as patrons for 
the Doll Shows. Others have served 
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in such capacity, however, including 
Jane Withers, the young movie ac- 
tress, who several years ago was a 
patron for the Los Angeles Doll 
Show. At the other extreme, the prin- 
cipal enthusiast for Doll Shows in 
Minneapolis is Mrs. Nettie Dunn, a 
close associate of the Goodwill Indus- 
tries, who describes herself as “83 
years young.” 

Often the Doll Shows have been 
major social events of the season and 
have attracted prominent persons. 
They normally are held in Goodwill 
Industries plants.

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“WHERE THERE'S A WILL ---”

OTHING COULD diminish the 

resolution made up in the mind 
of frail, Mrs. Elda Hahner, a Cali- 
fornia widow, aged 35, to do some- 
thing in the war effort, in spite of 
the fact that she has been bedridden 
for 5 years; due to paralysis and 
thrombosis which necessitates a con- 
stant sitting position. But what could 
she do.. .that was the question. She 
sat through the long nights, much of 
the time in pain and unable to sleep, 
her brain seeming to toss about as 
though lost in a storm, when suddenly 
the skies cleared and there was the 
right idea. She would make character 
dolls, have them exhibited at meetings 
of clubs, organizations and churches, 
a free-will offering would be taken; 
and the group would turn the entire 
proceeds over to any War Relief 
Agency of their choice. 

Mrs. Hahner confided her idea to 
friends and immediately they started 
bringing to her room in a San Fran- 
cisco boarding house, pipe cleaners 
for the foundation of the dolls, yarn 
and silk thread for the bodies and 
costumes of the dolls, as well as for 
the hair. 


With the materials on a breakfast 
tray in front of her she began to 
work on her War Relief Project five 
days after war was declared. First 
she made the bodies of the dolls, then 
her long, artistic fingers fairly flew 
as she crocheted costumes for them, 
all being true to color and form. Tin- 
sel from Christmas packages was 
utilized. Some of the hats she adorned 
with feathers pulled from her pitl- 
lows. A Russian dancer’s sword was 
made from the black rubber handle 
of a paste brush. Bagpipes were made 
of toothpicks, and the sporran adorn- 
ing the Scotch lad in kilts was made 
from a paste brush. A paper clip was 
made into a horn held by Little Boy 
Blue lying fast asleep by a haystack 
made of yellow yarn. The drums on 
the miniature Spirit of ’76 dolls in the 
picture were made from empty spools 
of Scotch tape. Also in the picture 
with Mrs. Hahner is Betsy Ross and 
George Washington with the flag, to- 
gether with a Southern group. 

One group consists of historical 
dolls, such as the Pioneer Mother and 
her two children with outstretened 
arms, Napoleon in his customary pose

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and Josephine with a high coiffure, 
wearing a pastel pink hoop skirt, with 
a bodice revealing the shoulders; and 
carrying a pink crocheted parasol at- 
tached to a white pipe cleaner, the 
Three Musketeers, Queen Elizabeth, 
etc. Another group consists of oper- 
atic dolls ... Carmen and Escamelio, 
Romeo and Juliet, Brunnehilde and 
Wotan, etc. The fictional dolls com- 
prise Tiny Tim on pipe cleaner 
crutches, Topsy with her many pig- 
tails, Little Eva dressed in a finely 
crocheted dress of white, Uncle Tom 
bent with infirmities of old age, ete. 
And still another group comprise the 
fairy tale dolls which delight the lit- 
tle children . . . Red Riding Hood and 
wolf by her side, Snow White and 
Prince Charming, Bo Peep with staff 
in hand and sheep, etc. The last is the 
group of international dolls ...a 
Dutch boy and girl with yellow hair, 
a bonnie Scotch lassie, and, of course, 
a smiling Irish lassie dressed in the 
proverbial green, etc. There is a total 
of 75 dolls. These dolls are not for 
sale. 


Only an artist could have conceived 
and made these unusual and beauti- 
ful dolls, so fine and intricate is the 
work. Mrs. Hahner learned wig mak- 
ing from her father when quite young 
and the wigs are put on with dexter- 
ity. 

The past year the Elda Hahner 
Character Dolls were exhibited by 
Miss Alice Moore, in Berkeley, Calif., 
where funds were raised for War Re- 
lief Agencies. 


Mrs. Hahner’s war effort does not 
stop with the exhibition of her dolls. 
She has made dozens of scrap books 
for the boys in service, and corres- 
ponds with many of them bringing 
them cheer. No matter how ill she 
may feel when one enters her room,

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other memos, pencils, ration books, 
hatpins, spectacle case, chewing gum, 
handkerchiefs, dime - store photos, 
fingernail file, etcetera. To parallel 
this impedimenta, the wearer of 
flowing draperies, when pockets on 
clothing were practically unknown, 
found it necessary to carry on her 
person small household utensils, sew- 
ing equipment, and whatever devices 
for personal adornment that existed 
at that time. 

For convenience, we will group the 
more common articles dangling from 
a cumbersome chatelaine around 
those three headings. Sewing equip- 
ment consisted of silver bodkins 
(handy instruments in times before 
hooks and eyes or zippers were 
dreamed up), pin cushions, thimble, 
needle cases, scissors, and patch box. 

The key has long been a symbol 
of high position and assured author- 
ity and the housewife carried numer- 
ous keys to fit the many locks of the 
rooms and cupboards in her spacious 
house. Also attached to her metal- 
lic belt were domestic knives and a 
shining dagger, for harassed self- 
defense or determined attack, tiny 
silver nutmeg graters, corkscrews, 
toothpick case, and a _ vinaigrette 
which was a small box or bottle with 
an inner perforated cover for aroma- 
tic vinegar or smelling salts. 

Instead of carrying an equivalen’ 
of the modern make-up kit,the mediae- 
val matron wore mirrors, ear-picks, 
tweezers, tongue - scrapers, scent 
cases, etui or etwee, which was a 
metal case for small toilet articles, 
and the constant pomander, a per- 
forated bag filled with a mixture of 
perfumes and primrtive cosmetics and

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AMERICAN PRIMITIVES 


A Reminiscence 


By HARRY STONE 


anor 30 years ago, when I be- 

gan to collect early American 
books as examples of this country’s 
literary output during the 18th and 
19th centuries, I was often called to 
inspect piles of dusty volumes which 
had long been relegated to the attics 
of houses both in the city and sur- 
rounding countryside. I was so inter- 
ested in obtaining not only books of 
historical interest, but also those 
volumes written solely for the enter- 
tainment of the people themselves, 
that I at first would only glance at 
the rather odd paintings, which, too, 
had-been cast aside and could barely 
be seen tucked away in their dark 
corners. 

However, I began to think that per- 
haps these curious paintings also rep- 
resented an integral part of this 
country’s heritage. After all, were 
they not honest records of the peo- 
ple and their activities? 

As time went on, I began to ask 
questions about these pictures. My 
neighbor, who was an antique dealer, 
and who possessed more than average 
knowledge of things American, was 
the first one to whom I turned for 
information. What did he think of 
these paintings and what was their 
place in the field of so-called 
Americana? His opinion was not very 
encouraging. 

In spite of this lack of enthusiasm, 
one day I asked a disinterested owner 
if he would be willing to part with 
one of the paintings. I discovered that 
he was just as happy to clear them 
out of his attic as he was to sell his

old books. In fact, as time went on, 
and if my memory serves me cor- 
rectly, I was urged to take them 
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away to save him the trouble of de- 
stroying them. With such an induce- 
ment, it was not difficult to make a 
beginning! 


During one of my quests, I saw ane 
that seemed particularly unusual and 
bought it. It was the portrait of a 
young girl, perhaps 16 or 17 years 
of age, painted in such a severe man- 
ner that I really felt sorry for my 
young friend who sat so very stiffly 
in her invisible chair! What would 
she think of finding herself in my 
possession and in the company of 
early lithographs, along with books 
in my book shop? 


The shelves in my shop were built 
low and were very wide to enable me 
to place the framed prints, in which 
I specialized. Prints of towns and 
cities and portraits of famous Amer- 
icans; scenes depicting the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
or perhaps Lincoln at the White 
House, a Currier and Ives hunting

scene. And so our little friend just 
naturally found herself placed along- 
side of her more illustrious friends. 

Without realizing it, soon the prints 
had literally to fight to be seen. More 
and more freely did I acquire these 
paintings. Gradually, they became al- 
most living, breathing things. They 
reminded me at times of the manu- 
scripts I had found; those heart-felt 
and personal memoirs, written by 
people who were more honest than 
literary, and while never able to get 
their work published, were more a 
part of the true growth of this coun- 
try than many of those who had stud- 
ied technique and composition. 

People coming into the shop began 
to notice them as more and more 
were acquired. And as time went on 
every nook and corner was filled. 
Those who came in search of treas- 
ures to their own liking, began to 
think me queer—mpst of them wanted 
to know why I housed this junk. 

At first, it was only the portraits 
that interested me; but later on I 
began to buy the so-called genre or 
“story-telling” pictures, or perhaps a 
farmhouse painted by the owner, a 
painting by a sailor who painted the 
ship he sailed on, or a delicate flower 
painting done by a young woman in 
a seminary, and so on, in never-ending 
variations. 

After a time, dealers and scouts 
began to bring these paintings to me. 
Among them, a friend, who shared 
my enthusiasm, one day, brought me 
a group of paintings by a Pennsyl- 
vania lumberjack named Linton Park, 
who had so accurately recorded the 
work of the sawyers and loggers in 
his part of the state that no photo- 
graph could ever equal them. Later 
on, I found a very interesting story 
in connection with this man and his 


work as a painter, which proves be- . 


yond any doubt, that his realism in 
recording any event was unsurpassed. 
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Linton Park was commissioned to 
paint a dog rescuing a child who had 
fallen into the swollen, spring flood 
of the Susquehanna. Upon being led 
to the scene of the misadventure, he 
balked at making the preliminary 
sketch, because the more practical 
parents refused to throw the child 
into the water and again struggle for 
his life, so that the artist would be 
truly inspired! 

It was the spirit of these paint- 
ings that had captured me—and I was 
thoroughly captured! At times, I 
bought paintings by artists who were 
not really primitive painters, but who 
had had “a little learning,” though 
not enough to put them in the cate- 
gory of professional artists, and I 
say now, though I did not fully real- 
ize it at the time, that I did not get 
the full satisfaction that I obtained 
from the cruder paintings. 

I became well aware of the paint- 
er’s desire to truly express nimseif 
in many cases; but one of the finest 
points of illustration came to me 
when I discovered two portraits of 
mother and daughter by the same ar- 
tist. Their history is as follows: 

One day, while attending an an- 
tique fair in a New England town, I 
came upon one of my former asso- 
ciates. The moment the young lady 
laid eyes upon me, I knew there was 
something unusual in the wind. In 
one breath, she tried to convey to 
me that something big was reatly 
afoot. “Harry,” she said, “I have the 
swellest pair of portraits ever 
painted. You must drop everything 
and come to see them at once!” She 
was beside herself with excitement. 

Without waiting to see what treas- 
ures the fair held, I was dragged off 
to be shown a package which she said 
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—Harry Stone collection. 
The Schoolmaster and His Pupils, a 
primitive painting, artist unknown 


contained two portraits—mother and 
daughter. My excitement was so 
great that I could hardly untie the 
cord of the paper that held the two 
paintings. At last the package was 
opened, and there, side by side, we 
placed the two portraits. I instantly 
fell in love with the young girl; but 
was totally indifferent to the mother. 
I wanted to buy the first portrait 
then and there, but mother, no. 

My young friend insisted that they 
stay together and so 1 acquired, in 
the space of a few minutes, not only 
a sweetheart but a mother-in-law! 
To this day, I hold no great affection 
for mother, but it grows for the 
daughter every time I see her. 

I want to use this incident to il- 
lustrate why some of the paintings 
have an insight and excellence of 
composition—something which could 
be called a flash of genius in their

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execution. For I am sure that in 
painting the portrait of the young 
girl, W. Sutton, the artist, must have 
fallen in love with his sitter just as 
I had fallen in love with the paint- 
ing. His inspiration was one that was 
never again achieved. The daughter 
is, to my mind, a masterpiece. The 
mother is the mother. 

Often, as I look upon these paint- 
ings, I try to build up the story of 
their creation. What was the force 
that brought them into being? The 
answer seems quite obvious when one 
considers the lack of available deco- 
ration these early settlers had for 
their houses. Their furniture, though 
of course, beautiful, was dark and 
most of the material that could be 
bought was quite colorless, so that 
the entire house, with the exception 
of their own efforts, was a mixture of 
dark furnishings and painted wood- 
work, which, though sometimes white 
was surprisingly enough, often 
painted or stained a dull brown. It 
was then that a necessity became a 
hobby with most of these people, and 
to furnish touches of gay color, they 
made bright quilts for their beds, 
hooked rugs for their floors, and 
paintings for their walls. 

The paintings, especially, may have 
seemed crude to art lovers of the late 
19th and early 20th centuries, who 
were attempting to obtain paintings 
which were as close to photography 
as possible. It was later, when true 
simplicity began to return to living, 
when ramshackle furniture began to 
be replaced by antiques, and the 
heavy velvet hangings came down to 
show that the wood beneath them 
was, after all, quite beautiful, it was 
only then, that the paintings began 
to be appreciated and that a few dis- 
criminating people began to see that 
these primitive paintings possessed 
the greatest simplicity of all. I began 
to meet and know about people who 
wanted to see and talk about the pic- 
tures—people I had always hoped 
might exist but who, until then, I 
had not encountered. Those who felt 
as I did were few, but the inner satis- 
faction and thrill I obtained in be- 
ing able to show my hitherto “mis- 
understood” works of art was un- 
paralleled. 

All this time, I. was collecting 
paintings for my own gratification. 
I knew nothing of the different tech- 
niques. I just knew that I liked them 
for what they were—examples of art 
which were very important at the 
time to the individual who painted 
them. It was for that reason, per- 
haps, that they were not known to 
the majority of city dwellers who 
stopped in to see me and my 
“strange” collection. 

I came to realize that these paint- 
ings, however, represented the indi- 
vidual urge to express the actual 


thought that had created the urge. 
Many of the best examples of the so- 
called American primitive paintings 
were the products of these people who 
perhaps never had a lesson in their 
lives and just instinctively painted. 
Their first models were probably the 
engiavings they found in books and 
peiiodicals. The “real” art they saw 
was done by itinerant or “travel- 
ing painters,” who would visit these 
towns in order to paint the portraits 
of anyone who could afford to pay the 
two, three, or perhaps even as much 
as the five dollars they asked! From 
them, the amateurs would Iearn now 
to mix colors and apply paint. There 
were also, of course, a great many 
art instruction books published, cost- 
ing as little as 25 cents each. They 
taught one how to paint anything and 
everything from faces and figures to 
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fruits and farmhouses. They told 
them how to use water-colors, how to 
paint on velvet and how to use oils. 
With the meagre knowledge they 
gained from these two sources, these 
“embryo artists” often greatly ex- 
ceeded their unwitting tutors. Of 
course, there were those, too, who 
were fortunate enough to attend 
schools where painting was a part 
of the curriculum. I often wonaer if 
at the end of the term some of the 
students’ “better efforts” were ex- 
hibited in the schoolhouse. 

I am still as enthusiastically adding 
to my collection as ever, for I feel 
the day will come when these paint- 
ings will be accepted on their own 
merit for what they really are—in- 
stinctive creations of a people whose 
need for expression could not be 
stifled. 





THE LURE OF THE MADONNA

CCASIONALLY, one meets or 

hears of collectors of madonna 
pictures, but this is, comparatively, 
an unusual hobby. 

The field is broad and there seems 
to be no limit to the number of differ- 
ent madonna pictures to be found. 
The writer has about 1500 different 
kinds. 

The Bolton coilection of madonnas 
in the Library of Congress, Wash- 
ington, D. C., has, to be exact 1989. 
But there are a great many besides, 
and the numerous Mary shrines with 
their madonnas throughout the world, 
all possess a most interesting histori- 
cal background interspersed with 
legends. 

Broadly speaking, any picture of 


a mother and her child is a madonna, 
although the term “Madonna” is usu- 
ally associated with the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary having the Infant Christ 
in her arms or on her lap. 


Madonna is an old Italian term— 
ma donna—(my lady). It is equi- 
valent to the English term “Our 
Lady,” the French “Notre Dame” or 
the German “Unsere Liebe Frau.” 
The Italians gave preference to the 
more personal term, My Lady, while 
the others adopted the more general 
term, Our Lady. 


The earliest picture known, in 
which the Blessed Virgin is repre-

The exhibition of John T. Mc- 
Cutcheon original cartoons and 


drawings, now displayed at the Chi- 
cago Historical Society, will be recog- 
nized as an excellent tribute to the 
genius of this outstanding cartoon- 


ist. Officials of the Society have long 
felt that the McCutcheon cartoons 
were an integral part of American 
history and so have secured Mr. Mc- 
Cutcheon’s cooperation in placing 
them on view in the museum. 


A rare gift of adaptability in art

Hunter’s Moon, famous and beloved cartoon, by John T. McCutcheon. 
It was first presented November 1, 1931 
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on an English line, or points the 
hunter to his moon, is certainly bred 
of rich experience, but more cer- 
tainly of a mind keyed to a liberal 
understanding of little and big things, 
and little and big people. Coupled 
with a gracious feeling for beauty 
and an unerring talent for line, cari- 
cature and design, it is an unbeatable 
combination. 

Born on substantial Indiana soil, 
Mr. McCutcheon was editing the El- 
ston News at the age of 12 and his 
first cartoon, published at this time, 
is among those exhibited. It was in 
1889 that he officially began his 
career, after his graduation from 
Purdue University. He joined the 
staff of the Chicago Morning News 
at that time and 1903 saw him with 
the Chicago Tribune in his present 
capacity. At Manila in 1898, he be- 
came a war correspondent and sent 
sketches back to the States during 
the Spanish American War, the 
Filipino Insurrection and the Boer 
War. His sketches along these lines 
are both interesting and historically 
valuable—soldiers camped for action 
—the fleet in the gray smoke of its 
guns —a_ stretcher carrying the 
wounded. 

Examples from the “Bird Center” 
series are dated 1904. These pictures 
chronicle the social circle activities 
of an imaginary community—a neigh- 
borhood found in both the small town 
and large city. The Joneses and 
Smiths are shown at their best and 
worst, and in the “Boy’s Calendar” 
series, one is reminded of the na- 
tionalized figure of Tom Sawyer. The 
inquiring reporter, the Hindu magi- 
cian who grants wishes, and the 
Christmas card group are other 
favorites shown. 

More than 200 cartoons are dis- 
played—dealing with politics, humor, 
war, history and philosophy. A blood 
swept battle field is a far cry from 
the hospitable warmth of a Christmas 
fire, but the pen of John T. Mc- 
Cutcheon easily traces the lines of 
both. His well-known love for dogs 
is most evident since in every con- 
ceivable picturization, he follows his 
own suggestion that they be an anti- 
dote for war, depression, pessimism 
and worry. 

Those who have loved “Jack Frost,” 
the “Hunter’s Moon,” the ‘‘Colors,” 
and “Injun Summer,” will welcome 
the opportunity to see them in this 
exhibition which is displayed in the 
Gallery of the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety.

sine APPEAL to collectors of 

American lithographs lies mainly 
in their American origin. They are 
part of a vanished America, and, a- 
side from their nostalgic charm, are 
worth preserving as records of this. 
Most collectors find in them some re- 
membrance of their childhood days 
and, since the average American boy 
—and possibly girl—hoped, at one 
time or another, to become a fireman 
in later life, it is natural that fire 
and fire-fighting prints should have 
their especial “fans.” 


In this class of prints, the first 
place should go to three series, the 
“Life of a Fireman,” subtitled “The 
Night Alarm,” “The Fire,” “The 
Race” and “The Ruins,” drawn and 
lithographed by Louis Maurer, is- 
sued by N. Currier in 1854 and re- 
issued, without date, by Currier & 
Ives after 1858. These are large folios, 
lively and full of action and hand- 
somely colored. Charles Parsons also 
did two folios of the same title, with 
the sub-titles “The Metropolitan Sys- 
tem” and “The New Era,” published 
by Currier & Ives in 1861, rather 
finer and, like all Parson’s work, ac- 
curate and true to life. “The Metro- 
politan System” is Number 40 on the 
list of the “Best Fifty” large folio 
Currier prints. In 1858, Currier & 
Ives put out another series by 
Maurer, medium folio size, “The 
American Fireman,” “Facing the 
Enemy,” “Prompt to the Rescue” and 
“Always Ready.”

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George Bancroftand Longevity 
The following letter reveals a sad 
picture of the last year of life of 
the historian and statesman, George 
Bancroft. The letter is written to Dr. 
Weir Mitchell of Philadelphia by 
John C. Bancroft, son of the great 
historian. It follows, and is reprinted 
here through the courtesy of the 
American Autograph Shop: 

“1623 H. Street, Feb. 9th, 1891. 
“My dear Mitchell: 

“T hardly know why unless because 
of your knowledge of sickness and 
decay as much as because of your 
friendship for my father and through 
him for us, I feel a need of being 
more frank and nearer the truth with 
you than with others. For a long 
time we had looked upon his tenure 
of life as a thing of days, which 
might accumulate into weeks and 
from weeks into months. When the 
time came there was no warning and 
his apparent prospect was better than 
it had been for more than a year. The 
sum total of our three years of guar- 
dianship, is but a slow death bed 
record, and its real beginning dates 
back full three years more. The moral 
and spiritual qualities died first, the 
intellect which was_ relatively 
stronger in my father, outlasted those 
and the bodily frame with all its 
needs lasted on until now. But is that 
really, as people suppose a happy 
old age? The sum of my impressions 
is quite against it. Had he died at 
eighty, I think it could have been 
truly said of him, that he had lived 
a happy life full of work and honors 
and fortunate in his friends and their 
memories of him. That is what most 
of his friends know of him and what 
alone they will all remember in the 
future. With us, it will go harder 
who have lived with him these three 
years. 

“Ten years ago I am sure he would 
have wished to leave to half a dozen 
of his friends, among them yourself 
and Mrs. Mitchell some personal 
memento in token of old friendships. 

“I send you two things that I 
think I may dispose of without leave: 
a Japanese brush or pencil holder and 
a set of whist counters, which were 
his personal things and which came 
to him from us—in virtue of which 
they may serve perhaps as a slight 
expression of our own regard. 

“Sincerely yours, 
“JOHN C. BANCROFT.”

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A HORSELESS CARRIAGE CHRISTMAS

HE WAR has made it necessary 

for those enthusiasts of the early 
automobile—horseless carriage, they 
call it—to abandon much of their ac- 
tivity. However, despite the war, en- 
thusiasm of interested hobbyists finds 
its outlet in many ways—and one no 
less is discovering, and also making 
interesting Christmas cards which 
reflect the hobby trend of the sender. 

The illustration shows some of the 
interesting Christmas cards, with the 
horseless carriage idea, which the 
writer received last year.

Comprehensive 
Catalogs 


N THE THIRTIES, when the cult 

of collecting historical records was 
rapidly spreading on both sides of 
the Atlantic, the need for a compre- 
hensive catalog became acute. List- 
ings of the celebrity recordings issued 
and, in so many cases, withdrawn 
during the first decade of the century 
were most in demand, owing to the 
extreme scarcity of early commercial 
catalogs and trade literature. This 
lack of readily accessible information

has immeasurably complicated the 
task of the compiler, confirming at 
the same time, however, the necessity 
and worth of his painstaking labors. 
The authors of the three volumes here 
reviewed deserve much credit and 
gratitude from us all. 


The first step in the right direction 
was taken by P. G. Hurst in England, 
in 1934, with the publication, in an edi- 
tion limited to one hundred copies, 
of Recorded Memories, A Collector’s 
Treasury, a handsome booklet meas- 
uring 7% by 11 inches. Its 41 beau- 
tifully printed pages covered the 
period from 1901 to 1906, listing with 
few exceptions “. .. records... by 
artists of British and International 
reputation (intended) for publication 
in England .. .” Hurst, whose arti- 
cles in that excellent British record 
magazine, “The Gramophone,” have 
done so much to arouse interest in 
historical records, stated in his in- 
troduction that “Recorded Memories” 
was only “an opening chapter” and 
that he hoped it would encourage 
further research. It did. 

Records by 89 vocalists and six in- 
strumentalists were listed in Mr. 
Hurst’s “Treasury.” In most cases, 
dates of issue were given. Some of 
the Columbia Grand Opera discs as 
well as English editions of certain 
Victor records were included, but 
what made the book most valuable to 
the few American collectors who ac- 
quired it were the listings of innum- 
erable G&T’s of the early interna- 
tional celebrity series, of which a 
number were issued here by Victor in 
the 5000 series. Fonotipia records re- 
ceived a generous amount of space, 
but their catalog numbers were miss- 
ing. Aside from six cylinders of Jean 
Lassalle, included for their special 
historical importance, no attempt 
was made to incorporate hill-and- 
dale recordings. Hurst introduced 
many of his artists with a few lines 
of appropriate comment, reading 
which aroused in me a burning desire 
to hear these recorded voices that I 
have been trying to satisfy ever 
since. 

The Record Collector’s Guide ap- 
peared in 1936 and is the only one 





of these three catalogs that is still 
available. Like ‘Recorded Memories,” 
the records are listed by artist, each 
of whom is given a few words of in- 
troduction by the author-compiler, 
Julian Morton Moses. Its sub-title, 
“American Celebrity Discs” is some- 
what disarming, but nevertheless 
many of us have always felt that 
Moses made a mistake in excluding 
all Victor records of European or- 
igin. To limit such a reference book 
to records issued in the U. S. A. 
would have been understandable, but 
to leave out so many important discs 
of domestic issue simply because they 
were recorded in Europe was an omis- 
sion that made “The Record Collec- 
tor’s Guide” less valuable than it 
need have been. 

Only Victor and Columbia vocal 
records from 1903 to 1912 are listed, 
the dates of issue are accurately 
given, and, in the case of Victors, 
withdrawal dates are provided, a 
unique feature. Columbia records are 
listed by both their single and double- 
faced numbers and all Victors that 
became double-faced are so indicated. 

Because “The Record Collector’s 
Guide” is still obtainable, it seems 
advisable to point out some of the 
errors and omissions that are un- 
avoidable in a work of this type. 
Calve’s 1907 (88085) Habanera is not 
with piano but with orchestra accom- 
paniment; her 1916 version of this, 
issued under the same number and 
later doubled, is the one with piano. 
Her Pearl of Brazil in its 1907 issue 
is also with orchestra and I don’t 
think the piano version came out till

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a few years later. Homer’s Prophete 
aria on 85004 is not Ah, mon fils but 
O tot qui m’ abandonne (a marverous 
record it is, too), and, according to 
O. H. Parker of San Francisco, her 
Gioconda aria on 81055 is not Voce di 
donna but Stella del Marinar. Plan- 
con is credited with a 1906 Faust 
Serenade with orchestra on 81040 
that never existed. On the other hand, 
his 1906 version of Le veau d’or with 
orchestral accompaniment (81038— 
this number was -also used for the 
earlier edition with piano) is missing. 
Other omissions that have come to 
my attention are: Castellano singing 
E lucevan le stelle (Tosca) on Colum- 
bia 30064 and Mimi e una civetta 
(Boheme) on 30085; Gilibert’s Les 
Rameaux on Columbia 30089; Mme. 
Grayville’s Diamante de la Couronne 
on Columbia 30066—all reported by 
E. O. Brown of San Antonio, Texas. 
It should be explained that the Moses 
Guide lists Gilibert’s Les Rameaux on 
80109, but whether this is the same 
version as that which appeared on 
30089, I do not know. Another Gili- 
bert Columbia missing from this list 
is 30088, La vierge a la creche. Moses 
also failed to note the rare Eames 
disc that was reissued by IRCC not 
long ago, Henschel’s Spring and 
Beach’s Year’s at the Spring (both 
on one record surface). Since the 
Crossley and De Lussan Victors were 
not known in their 2000 series edi- 
tions in 1936, these records are na- 
turally listed by their 81,000 and 64,- 
000 series numbers only. 

What entitles this 44 page booklet 
to be classified as a guide, aside from 








the dates and introductions already 
mentioned, are the pages of concise 
information about the various types 
of Victor labels, Columbia numerical 
series, etc. The Record Collector’s 
Guide is of particular value to new 
collectors. All record enthusiasts 
should own a copy. 


To date, the only publication for 
collectors that can truly be called a 
comprehensive catalog is Historical 
Records, compiled by Robert Bauer in 
collaboration with 14 other collectors, 
of whom 5 were English, 4 Scandana- 
vian, 2 German, 1 Italian, 1 Dutch 
and 1 American. It was printed in 
Italy in 1937 and the several hun- 
dred copies that were imported into 
the United States have long since 
been sold. Some idea of the immense 
scope of this work may be gained 
from the fact that of its 294 closely 
printed pages, 86 were devoted to so- 
pranos, 20 to contraltos, 78 to tenors, 
60 to baritones, 24 to basses and the 
rest to instrumental and talking. No 
commentary of any sort was provided, 
just the singers’ names and listings 
of their records and that was all. 
Since it had to stop somewhere, only 
lateral cut discs up to about 1909 
were included. A companion volume 
devoted to cylinders and hill-and-dale 
discs was promised by the author, but 
if it was ever completed the war must 
surely have prevented its publication. 
We can only hope that Robert Bauer 
and all the other great European col- 
lectors are not dead, their priceless 
collections melted for scrap and their 
notes for future catalogs scattered to 
the four winds.

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Harry Macdonough, Il 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


—— THE early 1900’s and, to 

a less extent during the decade 
from 1910 to 1920, Harry Mac- 
donough’s name remained one of the 
most familiar on Victor records, in 
spite of his being actively in charge 
of the company’s New York recording 
laboratory. 

He continued to make tenor solos 
of the popular ballads of the day; 
standard songs, such as “My Old 
Kentucky Home,” “Home, Sweet 
Home” and “Then You’ll Remember 
Me”; hymns, and favorite operatic 
arias, sung in English. His rank as 
the most popular tenor on records 
outside the Red Seal classification 
was not challenged until another 
Canadian known as Henry Burr came 
along and, around 1912, stepped 
firmly into the lead as the best loved 
singer of sentimental songs in all the 
phonograph’s history. 

Mr. Macdonough continued as the 
star of the Haydn Quartet until the 
pressure of executive duties reduced 
the amount of time he had for sing- 
ing, and the Quartet disbanded in 
1914. Nevertheless, he kept on as 
second tenor of the Orpheus Quartet, 
whose other members were Lambert 
Murphy, tenor, who called himself 
Raymond Dixon on many of his 
records; Reinald Werrenrath, also 
known as Edward Hamilton, baritone, 
and the omnipresent William F. 
Hooley, bass. It is worthy of note 
that Murphy and Werrenrath eventu- 
ally became Red ‘Seal singers, al- 
though they were no better than Mac- 
donough and Hooley, who “stayed on 
the Blacks.” 

Then there was the Lyric Quartet 
which, when first founded in 1909, 
consisted of Macdonough as tenor, 
Frank C. Stanley as bass, Elise 
Stevenson, soprano, and Corinne Mor- 
gan, contralto. Stanley died in 1910, 
and the ladies, who were proteges of 
his, soon ceased to record. The Quar- 
tet then became Macdonough; Hooley, 
bass; Olive Kline, soprano, and Elsie 
Baker, contralto. It made records for 
a great many years. 

The artists with whom Macdonough 
sang duets constitute almost the en- 
tire Victor “popular” list. He teamed 
up with Bieling, Dudley, Hooley, 
Stanley, a mysterious Miss Walton, 
who was probably Elise Stevenson, 
Miss Stevenson, Miss Morgan, Eliz- 
abeth Wheeler, Olive Kline (their 
12-inch duet of the Miserere from 
“Trovatore”’ was long one of the 


most popular records in the Victor 
catalog), Miss Baker, and others en- 
tirely too numerous to mention. He 
and George P. Watson, the German 
yodler, even joined forces to record 
“The Bavarian Yodel.” The Schubert 
Trio, which made one or two records 
of religious compositions around 
1906, appears to have been composed 
of him, Stanley and Mrs. Wheeler. 
He was also the tenor of the Lyric 
Trio (the other members probably 
were Hooley and Elizabeth Spencer, 
with whom Macdonough made a few 
duets), which sang a few records, 
such as “When I Was a Lad,” from 
“Pinafore,” in 1901 and 1902. Few 
singers can have had a busier career. 
When one considers the vast amount 
of supervisory work the tenor was 
doing at the same time, amazement 
grows as to how he ever did it. 

Yet Macdonough retained his keen 
sense of humor and always found 
time to “kid” other recording artists 
along and to relate the newest anec- 
dote. He and Olive Kline used to en- 
gage in some tall story-telling 
matches, with each trying to top the 
other’s yarn. 

Macdonough’s solo records became 
fewer in number after 1916. The last, 
No. 18516, “It’s Never Too Late to 
be Sorry,” came out in February, 
1919, and had “Don’t Cry, Little 
Girl, Don’t Cry,” by his arch rival, 
and good friend, Henry Burr, on the 
other side. His final appearance on 
records, however, appears to have 
come in February, 1920, when he 
sang the vocal refrain of a dance 
record, “Peggy,” by Joseph C. Smith’s 
orchestra. 

Mr. Macdonough summed up his 
later phonograph years by saying: 
“My personal connection with the 
Victor Company continued until 1925. 
For many years I sang solos, duets, 
trios, quartet and ensemble records 
with the Victor Male Chorus, the 
Trinity Choir, the Victor Mixed 
Chorus and the Victor Light Opera 
Company. In fact, I was mixed up 
with almost every combination in the 
catalog, besides picking artists and 
selections for them to do. 

“Eventually I was made Sales 
Manager of the Company and con- 
tinued in this work until 1922 when 
I returned to the Artist Department 
with my dear friend, Calvin G. Child, 
who had been at the head of the De- 


-partment since the formation of the 


Victor Company. On his retirement 
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in October, 1923, I was made Man- 
ager of the Artist and Repertoire 
Department and continued there until 
October, 1925, when I left to become 
Director of Recording Studios of the 
Columbia Company.” 

The latter position was the one 
John S. Macdonald—the erstwhile 
“Harry Macdonough’—held when he 
succumbed to a heart attack on Sep- 
tember 26, 1931, at the age of 63. 
His death was the cause of much 
comment in newspapers and trade 
publications generally, but it was 
ironic that the latter made some out- 
standing errors in writing of his 
achievements. The Radio and Talk- 
ing Machine Weekly declared him to 
have been the tenor of “the original 
Peerless Quartet,” while the Talking 
Machine World identified him as the 
leader of the American Quartet. Both 
were thinking of the Haydn, but got 
the name mixed up with the organi- 
zations led by Henry Burr and Billy 
Murray, respectively. 

For several years before his death, 
Victor extensively remade Mac- 
donough’s records, having them re- 
corded by newer singers, either be- 
cause the original matrices had been 
damaged or to get the benefit of im- 
proved orchestration. The _ tenor’s 
renditions, however, were regarded as 
models for other artists to pattern 
by, and the catalog continued to list 
many records in which he partici- 
pated. It spoke truthfully when it 
said that Macdonough’s “correct 
method of singing and the clearness 
of his diction have supplied, excellent 
model records in various classes,” and 
added, “he has many friends, being 
known to the music-loving public in 
every quarter of the globe.” 

Mr. Macdonough was survived by 
his wife and a son, “Jack,” with whom 
I kept up a friendly correspondence 
for some time, but of whom I eventu- 
ally lost track, although I heard he 
became engaged in business in South 
America. 

As one looks back upon the remark- 
able 33-year career of Harry Mac- 
donough in the phonograph world, it 
seems impossible to doubt that he was 
one of the most significant musical 
figures of his time. From a _ begin- 
ning as a singer for slot machine 
records to the most popular solo and 
quartet tenor of his day, through the 
enormous mass of his miscellaneous 
recording work, to becoming record- 
ing director, Victor sales manager, 
and, finally, Columbia’s recording di- 
rector—his record is one of great ac- 
complishments. Why a man _ of 
such predominantly musical instincts 
should ever have been made a sales 
manager is more than I can under- 
stand, but the fact that he was only 
lends point to the great variety of 
his achievements.

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SOMETHING ABOUT CAROLS 


By DAVID EARL McDANIEL 


- IS DIFFICULT to give an iron- 

élad rule as to just what is a carol, 
for the derivation comes from a 
source different in intent than the use 
to which the word is placed today. 
The carol is buried so deep in the 
legend of folk-song that it takes a 
musicologist to dig out the truth. We 
now associate the word solely with 
our Christmas music, and limit the 
selections to a few only. But in re- 
cent years, the public is becoming 
aware of the varied types of songs 
which may be called carols and 
which they had not enjoyed previ- 
ously for their Christmas celebration. 
Appreciation of what a carol really 
is becomes broader with the advent 
of more familiarity with this ancient 
type of song. 

The earliest meaning of carol was 
a song of joy accompanying a dance, 
derived from the Italian, “carola,” a 
ring-dance, from “carolare” — to 
sing. The Italian, in turn, so ’tis said, 
came from the French “querole,” or 
“carole.” Some authorities believe the 
Greek word, “charos,” applicable to 
singing and dancing in the theatre, 
was the original conception of carol. 
One of the earliest English uses is 
to be found in the writings of Robert 
of Gloucester (13th century): “After 
mete, as rygt was, the menstrales 
geade aboute, And knytes and 
sweynes in caroles gret route.” 

Carols can cover great range, and 
much of the religious music we clas- 
sify today as hymns is in reality 
carols, for the hymn, as St. Augus- 
tine defines it, is “singing with the 
praise of God.” Any hymn which does 
not praise God wholly and solely is 
strictly not a hymn, then, but a carol. 
Modern usage, however, classifies all 
of the lighter sacred choral composi- 
tions as hymns. For instance, “Bring- 
ing in the Sheaves” might be termed 
a seasonal or harvest carol; while the 
Old Hundred, “Praise God From 
Whom All Blessings Flow,” would be 
in keeping with St. Augustine’s 
definition for a true hymn. There 
were once carols for Easter, Spring, 
Harvest, and seasons appropriate to 
the ecclesiastical year. One of the bet- 
ter known of this type of carol is 
“Summer Is Icumen In,” a beautiful 
example of counterpoint in the manu- 
script of the 13th century, which 
shows clearly the difference between 
the original carol and that of today. 
So, as stated, carols nowadays mean 
those hymns with special reference to 
the Christmas season. And this holy 


day is marked in two ways, the joy- 
ousness of the season itself, and the 
direct praise for the birth of the 
Christ child, Jesus. 

The first carol would be un- 
doubtedly the “Gloria In Excelsis.” 
Remember how simply but beauti- 
fully reads the passage from Luke 
2:8-14? And how gloriously, es- 
pecially, do verses 13 and 14 read: 
“And suddenly there was with the 
Angel a multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God, and saying, ‘Glory 
to God in the highest, And on earth 
peace among men in whom He is 
well pleased’ (American Revised Ver- 
sion.)” No other carol has a story 
with background so rich. The very 
lack of our knowmg the music is 
wonderful; for, while one can prac- 
tically hear music to the reading of 
those words, it is music peculiarly 
one’s very own, and no other can 
sense the other’s melody because his 
own will drown it out. 

In the English phase, the earliest 
carols are still mostly unused and re- 
pose in manuscript in the stores of 
the great British Museum. One of the 
earliest is of the 6th Century and 
from St. Gregory the Great. It re- 
cords happily (in Latin): “Lo! the 
British tongue, e’erwhile harshly 
grating barbarously, now, in praise of 
the Trinal Unity, sounds forth Allelu- 
lia, joyously inspired by the arrival 
of the glad Evangelic vine.” 

From Julian we learn that the first 
known printed (English) carols were 
in 1521 by a Wynken de Worde, who 
published a set of Christmas carols 
“festival chansons for enlivening the 
Christmas) celebrity.” Also in Julian 
will be found a most interesting list 
of early English publications of 
carols. The reader is especially di- 
rected to the splendid article in 
Julian. 

“Noel” is identified to the French 
Christmas songs as is carol with the 
English. Noel derives from the word 
“natalis,” and Signified a cry of joy 
at Christmas for the birth of the 
Lord. The French noels spring from 
the common people who began to lose 
knowledge of Latin and sang their 
Christmas songs in the “vulgar” 
language. Noel is one of the most ap- 
propriate words to be placed on 
Christmas greeting cards for it sig- 
nifies more truly than the English 
carol the meaning of the season. 

For those who wish to trace the 
story of the carol more extensively, 
there is appended a bibliography. 
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This article is only intended to whet 
the appetite of the reader in hopes 
he will peruse further the fascinating 
subject. It is a pity that there are 
not more illustrations in color of the 
old medieval manuscripts; they are 
so beautiful. The striking difference 
between the music and spirit of the 
old carol and the new is exampled 
by a modern song, “A Star Was His 
Candle,” by Teresa del Riego. This 
song happily shows the theme of the 
old carol brought up to date, and will 
illustrate more vividly than words the 
basic difference between the carol and 
the hymn. A more common example 
of carol still in use today would be 
“God Rest You Merry, Gentlemen.” 
But there is danger in being too dog- 
matic as to just what is a carol; and 
the reader is referred to item four 
in the bibliography which segregates 
the types of carols most aptly. 

It might be of interest to tell in 
this article the story or inspiration 
for three of our more familiar mod- 
ern carols, such as: 

(1) “Silent Night” (Stille Nacht) 
originated in Bavaria, 1818. Because 
mice had damaged the leather bel- 
lows of the church organ, Franz 
Gruber, organist of St. Nicholas 
Church, Oberndorf, suggested that a 
new song might simplify matters in- 
stead of trying to continue use of the 
more elaborate church music without 
benefit of organ. Joseph Mohr, vicar 
of the church, agreed and wrote the 
quietly beautiful and peaceful verses 
of “Silent Night,” to which Gruber 
composed an equally suitable melody. 
It was first used at the midnight 
Mass at Christmas with guitar ac- 
companiment. To the mice, I suppose, 
belongs credit for bringing about one 
of the best-beloved Christmas selec- 
tions. In its original form, the melody 
differed slightly from the present ar- 
rangement. The song was thought to 
have been a folk-song for many years 
until research as to who was the 
composer brought to light the inter- 
esting background. 


(2) “Adeste Fidelis” is one of the 
songs whose origins are obscure and 
possibly will never be known in clar- 
ity. It is a Latin hymn which may 
have originated in 1700 from France, 
where it was used as a processional. 
It has been known as the “Portugese 
Hymn” for various reasons, some of 


- which have been disproved. Many 


know the tune as the setting for 
“How Firm a Foundation.” Whatever 
the exact origin, “Adeste Fidelis” is 
one of the great hymns of all ages; it 
has a sonority and strength embrac- 
ing in its melodic inspiration for faith 
in God. 

(3) “O Little Town of Bethlehem” 
is a true American carol which rates 
with the best of the older Christmas

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LARGE - SCALE COLLECTING

N THE circusiana field, as in most 
" hobbies, there are general collec- 
tors and there are specialists. Nat- 
urally enough, the general collector 
has more to show for his efforts, but 
there are few who go in for circus- 
jana on as large a scale as does Wal- 
ter W. Tyson, a Canadian accountant, 
who is president of the Circus His- 
torical Society. 

Mr. Tyson’s collection occupies an 
entire room in his home, consists of 
some 7,500 or more items, and has 
been 20 years in assembly. And 
whereas a scrapbook is listed as one 
item, it may contain thousands of in- 
dividual pieces which have been gath- 
ered from the far corners of the 
earth, some at considerable expense. 

For example, several of Mr. Ty- 
son’s scrapbooks contain his news- 
paper advertisement collection, said

to be the largest in the entire coun- 
try. One album contains nothing but 
advertisements of circuses which have 
exhibited in his home town of Guelph, 
Ontario, during more than 100 years. 
Others contain advertisements of sev- 
eral hundred different circuses which 
have exhibited on the North American 
continent from 1797 to 1943. His old- 
est ad is that of Lailson’s Circus 
which exhibited in Philadelphia in 
1797. It was the first equestrian and 
acrobatic troupe to designate itself as 
a “circus.” 

He likes circus photographs and 
snapshots, and here again he has one 
of the largest collections anywhere. 
There are more than 6,000 prints of 
various sizes in this collection, which 
are mounted in numerous neatly 
cataloged albums, all of uniform size, 
10x12-inch pages. There are 40 of 
these albums. Mr. Tyson numbers 
each page and letters each book for 
quick reference. The pictures are 
mounted with black art corners and 
the pictures are described with white 
ink, the pages being headed-up to 
show title, season and place where 
the show was exhibiting wnen the 
picture was made. The very large 
and particularly interesting pictures, 
50 in number, are framed and they 
hang on the walls of the circus room. 

Mr. Tyson also goes in for litho- 
graphs or posters, which many col- 
lectors shun because of their un- 
wieldy size. He has 600, a half sheet 
of the John Murray Circus, dated 
1872. Sixty-five circuses are repre- 
sented and all of the posters are num- 
bered and indexed in a loose-leaf book. 

There are more than 500 programs, 
heralds, couriers and handbills in Mr. 
Tyson’s collection. In this group are 
many scarce items. The earliest hand- 
bill advertises a circus which exhib- 
ited in Hull, England, in 1811. An- 
other is the first program of the Buf- 
falo Bill and Dr. Carver’s Wild West 
Show of 1883. These collection pieces 
are numbered and kept in a pigeon- 
hole cabinet, corresponding to 3x5- 
inch index cards, one for each item, 
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which are filed in a small cabinet. 
Thus, any item may be located in a 
moment. 

Mr. Tyson’s circus reference mate- 
rial includes 50 circus books, most 
of them factual, bound volumes of 
theatrical magazines, dating back to 
1853, and many route books, route 
sheets and folders. 

There are more than three dozen 
scrapbooks containing newspaper 
clippings and pictures, letterheads, 
tickets, printed office forms, circus 
Christmas cards and post cards. 
Among them are a number of cards 
depicting the famous circus elephant, 
Jumbo, used many years ago to ad- 
vertise thread, medicine, scales, clean- 
ing fluid and other household items. 

To make his collection cover every 
phase of the circus, Mr. Tyson has 
many miscellaneous items, including 
Currier & Ives prints, circus sheet 
music, including one entitled “W. W. 
Cole’s Zoological March,” published 
in the 80’s to advertise the Cole show; 
clown song books, circus coins struck 
to advertise various shows, identifi- 
cation badges, and numerous other 
pieces, most of them old and excep- 
tionally difficult to obtain. 

Mr. Tyson has been interested in 
the circus since childhood, when his 
father took him down to the runs 
early in the morning to see the shows 
unload. During the first World War, 
he presented kid circuses and gave 
the proceeds to the Red Cross. 

As he grew older, he began collect- 
ing posters and taking snapshots on 
circus day, unaware there were scores 
of fans throughout the country doing 
the same thing. Some five years ago, 
he began the serious business of as- 
sembling a real collection of circus 
material, and the progress he has 
made indicates that he will eventu- 
ally have one of the largest and most 
complete collections of its kind any- 
where.

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ACORNS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


VERYONE is familiar with the 
old saying about great oaks and 
little acorns. It has a parallel, of a 
sort, in the rise of Button collecting 
which, quietly started and fostered 
by a few courageous pioneers, has 
grown into a nation-wide, perhaps 
world-wide, hobby, bringing pleasure 
and relaxation to hundreds of people. 
But to get back te acorns: they are 
not over plentiful on buttons, yet 
there are enough of them to enable 
any collector who so desires to ac- 
quire a representative group. Though 
sometimes found by themselves, they 


are often combined with oak leaves; 
for oak leaves, in addition to their 
decorative qualities, have symbolic as- 
sociations. The oak was held sacred 
by the Greeks and Romans as well as 
by the ancient Gauls and Britons. 
This remote significance may ac- 
count for the use of oak leaves in 
heraldry, and on Heraldic, Uniform 
and Sporting buttons. The following 
buttons, however, all feature acorns 
as their principal decoration. 

No. 1 is Jet (black glass) with the 
graceful design incised on the flat 
surface. Self-shank. c. 1870. 
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No. 2. Often, buttons are made in 
imitation of real acorns. This example 
is beautifully made of bronze-finished 
brass, a perfect little acorn in ap- 
pearance and easily recognizable as 
the fruit of the Scarlet Oak. Even the 
cup is carefully copied from the real 
thing. Simplified forms of this type 
button are found in metal, vegetable 
ivory, composition, wood, etc. Some- 
times novelty buttons are made of 
real acorns, both with and without 
cups. 

No. 3 is a brass button with self- 
shank; the design shown in relief 
against a tinted background. c. 1895. 

No. 4 is similar to No. 3. Though 
the button is less than half an inch 
across, the acorns and leaf are un- 
mistakable. c. 1890. 

No. 5. Buttons like this are a re- 
proach and a rebuttal to those collec- 
tors who “don’t bother with Covered 
buttons”! This Covered button was 
made about 65 years ago by a Glou- 
cester woman who, with exquisite 
care and skill, fashioned the silken 
acorn over the wooden mold. Like No. 
2, it is perfect “all the way around.” 
c. 1875. 

No. 6. These acorns are somewhat 
subordinated to their accompanying

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VICTOR HUGO and BLACK GLASS

Mest people think of synthetic 

materials as something which 
has been developed in very recent 
years. Accordingly, it is most enlight- 
ening to find a record of synthetic 
manufacture in that greatest novel 
of all times, “Les Miserables”, by 
Victor Hugo, the French novelist 
and poet, whose life span was be- 
tween the years 1802-1885. Les Mis- 
erables records the life and work of 
an unfortunate victim of circumstan- 
tial evidence. 

In the course of this story, Jean 
Valjean, the person who was 
unjustly convicted, escaped from 
prison and started life under an as- 
sumed name, is said to have come 
to the. district of Pas-de-Calais 
a stranger, who was known as 
M. Madeleine, and to have restored 
the manufacture of jet and black 
glass ware which had formerly been 
a branch of industry there. In fact, 
the special occupation of the inhab- 
itants of the locality according to 
the story, had been the imitation of 
English jets and German black glass 
trinkets, It was toward the end of the 
year, 1815, when this stranger 
evolved u process of substituting 
gum-lae for resin in the manufacture 
and in the case of bracelets elimi- 
nated the use of solder by bending 
the ends of the materials instead. 
A factory and workshop sprang up 
and in a very few years the inventor 
not only became rich but had also 
bettered the condition of those 
around him, In 1820, only five years 
after he came to the locality, Jean

Valjean had to his credit 630,000 
francs despite the fact that he had 
spent 1,000,000 francs for the ben- 
efit of the city and for charity. 

In this nove] one finds the follow- 
ing statement from Jean Valjean: 


“The white jet comes from Nor- 
way, black jet comes from England, 
the black glass imitation comes from 
Germany. The jet is lighter, more 
prec:ous, more costly. 

“We can make imitations in France 
as well as in Germany. It requires 
a little anvil two inches square, 
a spirit lamp to soften the wax. The 
wax was formerly made with resin 
and lamp-black, and cost four francs 
a pound, I hit upon making it with 
gum-laec and turpentine. This costs 
only thirty sous, and it is much 
better. The buckles are made of a 
violet glass, which is fastened by 
means of this wax to a narrow rim 
of black iron. The glass should be 
violet for iron trinkets, and black 
for gold trinkets. Spain purchases 
mauy of them. That is the country of 
jet- ” 

“We rivaled what is called Berlin 
jewelry. Indeed, the German black 
glass cannot be compared with it. A 
gross, which contains one thousand 
two hundred grains very well cut, 
costs only three francs.” 


The foregoing may be of interest 
to button collectors, also to those who 
collect old jewelry. There is usually 
a very wide differentiation between 
black glass and jet. For many years, 
even collectors were accustomed to 
speak of many types of black glass 
buttons as jet, only to be disap- 
pointed later when they found that 
the buttons they prized as jets were 
plack glass. 

In view of the story as told by 
Jean Valjean of the early manu- 
facture of black glass, button col- 
lectors may well feel that the black 
glass button is deserving of more 
study than is usually accorded it,

More on the 
“Cold Water Army” Button 


For years we have had a blue 
paper-covered booklet, ‘The Cold Wa- 
ter Melodies and Washingtonian 
Songster,” printed in Boston in 1843. 
This booklet, a third edition of 5000 
copies each, contains the words of 
many songs of those two organiza- 
tions. 

It has always been an interesting 
publication to me because of its age, 
but I did not go deeper into its his- 
tory until about a year or so ago, 
when I discovered that there is a 
Cold Water Army button. 

In our public library I found two 
books that tell of the temperance 
movement, “The Temperance Reform 
and its Great Reformers,” by Rev. W. 
H. Daniels, and “Temperance Prog- 
ress in the Century,” by John W. 
Wooley and Wm. C. Johnson. 

For the background of “The Cold 
Water Army,” we need to know a 
bit about the ““Washingtonians.” 


It seems that on the night of April 
2, 1840, 20 chronic drinkers sat in 
the bar of Chase’s Tavern on Liberty 
Street in Baltimore, engaged in their 
usual convivialities. 

In another part of the city, the 
Reverend Mathew Hale Smith was 
delivering a lecture on the subject 
of temperance. In a spirit of jest a 
committee of two of the tavern drink- 
ers was chosen to attend the lecture 
and report. 

Their favorable report caused a 
lively and heated discussion which 
was continued nightly until April 5 
when six of the men decided to form 
a temperance society. They called 
themselves “The Washingtonian To- 
tal Abstinence Society, adopted a 
total abstinence pledge and voted to 
meet the next night, each hoping to 
bring a new member. 

The meetings were held nightly, 
each reformed man telling his ex- 
periences. As might be expected they 
soon began to attract attention and 
were invited to visit other cities. 

The movement spread until there 
was scarcely a place of any size in 
the United States that did not have 
its “Washingtonians,” the name hav- 
ing been shortened from the original. 
There were societies that sprang from 
the “Washingtonians,” too, such as 
“The Martha Washington’s” for 
women and “The Cold Water Army” 
for juniors, the latter being “produc- 
tive of untold good in preventing the 
beginning of evil.” 

These organizations continued a 
rapid growth for at least four years 
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when “another prophet of the same 
school came into public notice in the 
person of John B. Gough” who had 
a great following, and his and other 
temperance societies were merged. 

The two books give the names of 
the original six, the pledge and many 
other details. Special mention is 
made of John Hawkins, an early 
member who apparently had consider- 
able ability. 

The booklet gives the “Song of 
John Hawkins and Comrades,” which 
begins, “Hurrah! hurrah! we’ve burst 
the chain.” 

The following are the first two 
stanzas of the song called “The Cold 
Water Army.” 

“With banner and with badge we 
come, 

“An Army—true and strong 
“To fight against the hosts of rum 

“And this shall be our song: 

“We love the clear cold water 
springs, 

“Supplied by gentle showers: 

“We feel the strength cold water 
brings— 

“The victory is ours.’

Dickens, with his marvelous percep- 
tion, was most button conscious. His 
descriptions of what people wore are 
of great historical value, and give 
vivid word pictures of how people 
dressed about 1830 to 1850. Thackeray 
also noticed buttons, and there are 
references to them in “Vanity Fair” 
and others of his works. 

That many other authors, past and 
present, were and are button consci- 
ous is shown by the passages refer- 
ring to buttons which I have copied 
in my scrap-book. 

From “Delano’s Travels,” a book 
published in Boston in 1817, there 
is this interesting information about 
the Caffres: “The dress of the Caffres 
is similar to that of the Hottentots, 
consisting only of a skin hung over 
their shoulders, and some trifling or- 
naments with a belt, generally of 
the jackal skin. The women only 
wearing besides a calfskin over their 
shoulders, an apron of about nine 
inches long and four or five broad, 
which is always adorned in the grand- 
est manner, with brass buttons and 
trinkets, and upon their heads they 
wear close leather caps which they 
take great pains to decorate with 
buckles, shells and buttons. In June, 
1797, an American ship ran ashore 
on the coast of Caffra. When the 
crew, about 60 in number, got on 
shore they were surrounded by the 
Caffres and expected every minute 
to be shanghaied by these savages; 
when to their great astonishment 
they gave orders for an ox to be 
roasted and distributed among the 
sufferers. But, the Caffres could not 
withstand the temptation of cutting 
off their metal buttons, which they 
did without ceremony.” 

“Born in Paradise,” by Armme 
Von Tempski, has this amusing para- 
graph: “The sideboard placed in a 
prominent position in the living-room 
compelled attention. Two kerosene 
lamps with brightly painted shades 
stood upon it, and between them in 
the place of honor was placed a pair 
of No. 12 boots with white tops fin- 
ished with pearl buttons.” 

“A Unicorn in the Bahamas,” by 
Rosita Forbes, gives this paragraph: 
“It gave me great pleasure adding 
cupboards with the abandon of a 
Victorian dressmaker doing her worst 
with buttons.” 

“Java Head,” by Joseph Herges- 
heimer, tells about Laurel, aged 
eleven, walking in the garden with 
her grandfather, “Conscious of her 
own superiority of apparel, Laurel 
surveyed her companion in a frown- 
ing attitude, exactly caught from her 
mother. He had on that mussy suit 
of yellow Chinese silk, and there was 
a spot on the waistcoat straining at 


_ its pearl buttons. It was very im- 


proper in an Ammidon, particularly 
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one who had been Captain of so many 
big ships, and in court dress with a 
cocked hat to meet the Emperor of 
Russia.” 

“Head Hunting in the Solomons,” 
by Caroline Mytinger, speaks inter- 
estingly of tortoiseshell buttons: 
“We made combs of all _ sizes,— 
bracelets and buttons and even a 
watch crystal. By this time we had 
grown wantonly particular about the 
shell we used and hacked straight in- 
to an inch-thick, hundred year old 
(turtle) back for something no 
larger than a button of the right 
color.” 

These and many other extracts 
from books make this particular 
scrapbook a delightful ‘‘Button 
Reader.”

Sure enough, I found one that looked 
for all the world like a salad ring. 
I found a suitable button for the 
plate and placed dabs of green frost- 
ing around the edge to represent let- 
tuce and I had a most realistic look- 
ing salad. 

It wasn’t long before I found my- 
self so button conscious that when I 
went into town I bought as many but- 
tons at the Five and Ten as I could 
find that might have possibilities, and 
my friends brought out their button 
boxes for me to go through. I sud- 
denly realized that I was in the midst 
of a hobby and I decided to “ride it 
hard.” 

Here is a photo we took of my first 
cupboard, the dishes of which are en- 
tirely made of buttons. The high 
fruit bowl is a white button perched 
up-side-down on an old collar but- 
ton. 

I have several small tables set with 
complete dinners, even a “Smorges- 
board” which everyone says is most 
realistic. I have been exhibiting them 
at hobby shows since the word went 
around that a new type of hobby has 
been “thunk up” and it is no end of 
fun listening to the comments of peo- 
ple who come to look see. 

I have been asked to sell my minia- 
ture table settings but my hobby is 
still too new for me to want to part 
with any of them at present. 

All this by way of expressing my 
gratitude for your timely editorial 
and for helping me with a hobby that 
I am sure is quite different from the 
usual type of button collecting.

and somewhere on one of the strings 

was one worn by sames Oakley of 

Springville, Utah, during the trek 

of the Mormon battalion, a most 

elegant winged dragon of early 
pioneer origin recently excavated, and 

among the button collection was a 

card of novelty buttons made from 

butternuts,—a gift from unspoiled 

Vermont, and lots more with very 

interesting stories. 

And all the buttons belong to Alice, 
—Alice in Wonderland, because they 
were collected in her honor in “A 
Charm String For Alice.” 

The children at the Pingree school, 
Ogden, Utah, started it. But in the 
summertime when the children come 
calling. they bring along a button, 
and more buttons, precious ones, too, 
and add to the string for Alice. And 
so it grows, and keeps growing.— 
The Charm String For Alice. Some 
day, maybe, it will be 3,000 yards 
long, as long as the old witch’s nose, 
who poked it into everybody’s busi- 
ness.

leaves, but they appear more true to 
nature in that proportion, perhaps. 
The button is all-brass, slightly con- 
vex, with raised design against a 
finely criss-crossed ground. Reverse: 
“Leavenworth & Co. Extra Rich.” 
1835-40. 

No. 7 is Modern Plastic, in the 
half-round. Its shape is that of a 
typical Red Oak or Basket Oak acorn, 
and it comes in several brilliant col- 
ors as well as in black, white and 
transparent plastic. Self-shank. 1940. 

No. 8 is a tin button, silvered, with 
the design in relief against a tinted 
paper background. Self-shank. c. 
1910? 

No. 9 is rendered in black and sil- 
ver-lustre Jet, with raised design. 
Note the “tree-trunk” or “grained” 
effect in the background. Metal shank. 
c. 1875. 

No. 10. This concave button of 
bronze-finished brass proves that the 
simplest form of the acorn may be 
effective. Probably most acorns found 
on buttons are “just acorns,” but 
this one resembles those of the White 
Oak. Tin back. 

No. 11 is made of black plastic 
horn, with raised design. The de- 
signer seems to have paia more at- 
tention to the leaves than to the 
acorn, but he produced a good design, 
which is the main thing. Reverse: “T. 
Wells Ingram’s Patent.” c. 1860. 

As in so many topical button 
groups, it is interesting to compare 
the differences and variations in an 
essentially simple subject. None of 
these acorns or leaves are exactly the 
same species, apparently! My father 
(who is much interested in trees, and 
collects different woods as a hobby), 
tells me that all these oak leaves, 
with the exception of No. 8, are leaves 
of the White (or the British) oak. 
Only No. 8 shows the sharp-pointed 
leaves of the Black or Red oaks. 
(There are some three hundred dif- 
ferent species of oak, by the way!) 
The rounded leaves may have been 
considered more decorative than the 
sharp ones; or it may be that they 
predominated in Europe, where so 
many button designs were born. 

Other characteristic acorn designs 
appear in “Button Parade” (pp. 12, 
56, 62 and 86), and many more will 
be found by those who search for 
them. 

So if your acorn group is small— 
to begin with—remember the proverb, 
and look forward to the forests of 
pleasure, interest and friendship that 
it may grow to, in time!

Mrs. Richardson contributed an _in- 
formative paper on “What Is Sheffield 
Plate’, in which she explained that 
Sheffield plate is a union of copper and 
silver. About 1840 a new method of 
this sort of plating was perfected. When 
first made the silver coating resembles 
a covering of frost which is afterwards 
highly polished. Mrs. Richardson told 
how tests can he made to detect the 
real old Sheffield buttons which were 
loaned by Mrs. A. O. Elwell and Mrs. 
Sumner W. Parker. 

Mrs. Ellis’ subject was ‘‘The British 
Coronation Ceremony,”’ in which she de- 
scribed the beautiful and impressive ser- 
vice of coronation as solemnly conducted 
in England down through the ages. For 
over 800 years Westminster Abbey has 


been the scene of the crowning of 
British kings and queens and this mag- 
nificent church in its antiquity, and its 


beauty, is worthy of the great function 
performed there. Parts of the abbey are 
900 years old, the pavement over which 
the king walks to the coronation chair 
was brought from Rome as long ago as 
1268. Yet the ceremony of coronation is 
of greater antiquity than this and has 
come down through the years unchanged. 
Some of the most eloquent passages in 
the service are to be found in an 1100- 
year-old document. The ceremony is di- 
vided into four parts—the Recognition, 
the Oath, the Unction and Placing the 
Crown on the king’s head, followed by 
the Holy Communion of the Church of 
England. The splendid regalia and the 
colorful robes worn during the ceremony 
were briefly described and their meaning 
related. Colored pictures added to the 
interest of Mrs. Ellis’ paper. 

A button auction followed the’ formal 
program with Mrs. Ellis acting as auc- 
tioneer.

BUTTON NOTES 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


N reference to the New York 
World’s Fair button, shown in 
HOBBIES a few months ago, H. W. 
Baer, assistant treasurer of the 
Waterbury Button Company, writes: 
. Under number three you refer 
to the “all-brass button” worn by at- 
tendants at the Fair. The general 
impression created would be that the 
buttons had no plating on them what- 
soever; that they were simply brass; 
whereas actually they were quite 
heavily gold plated, and some were 
also chromium plated. 
“There is a very common belief 








among collectors that all uniform but- . 


tons worn, say by policemen, firemen, 
building attendants, etc., are brass 
buttons, whereas nothing could be 
farther from the truth; they are, in 
95% of the cases, gold, silver or 
nickel plated and rarely are they just 
plain brass. 

“For example, the U.S. Navy has 
about the heaviest gold plated button 
worn in the country. The officers 
use a button on their overcoats that 
has over $12 worth of gold plated 
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on, per gross. The New York Police 
Department is another organization 
that has a very heavily gold plated 
button. Some buttons are even made 
of rolled gold. Of course, they run 
up very high in price; some $50 or 
more per gross. The plastic buttons 
also used by ushers at the World’s 
Fair were made by this company.’ 

I am very much obliged to Mr. 
Baer for his helpful information, and 
am passing it along to other collec- 
tors. I think that this tendency to 
call such buttons “brass” is due to 
the fact that oftentimes (especially 
in the case of old buttons, or buttons 
which have received hard usage) the 
original plating is worn mostly or 
completely away; and as the brass 
is left, the button gets incorrectly 
referred to as a “brass button.” In 
his “Military Buttons,” Captain Emi- 
lio wisely describes such a button as 
“was gilt.”

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Know Your 
Construction 


ed BUYING antiques you have to 

rely more or less upon your own 
judgment, since the antiques dealer 
cannot give you the same kind of 
guarantee you get from a furniture 
store with a manufacturer to fall 
back on when something goes wrong. 
Any responsible antiques dealer will 
tell you the truth about a piece of 
furniture and should conceal no fact 
of importance, but you need to know 
what the facts about the piece in- 
dicate. 

For example, a properly repaired 
chair back may be as strong. as the 
original and you need to know what 
that repair means as well as how it 
looks. Remember that our great- 
grandfathers repaired furniture in 
their homes and did it well enough 
so that the repair has endured to the 
present day. You would rather have 
a perfect piece, but don’t pass up a 
beautiful stand on table because of 
a@ repair when you can buy it for a 
price that takes the imperfection into 
consideration and enables you to get 
such a piece as you could not afford 
to buy if never mended. 

If you are one to whom “solid ma- 
hogany” sounds twice as well as 
“mahogany veneered,” you are justi- 
fied in looking for the solid wood, 
but you need to know that the beau- 
tiful designs in the burl, crotch and 
butt veneers are not to be had in the 
solid wood. Who that admires the 
“feathered” mahogany effects on 
drawer fronts would want to sacrifice 
that wonderful finish merely to have 
the satisfaction of saying to friends,

FURNITURE TOPICS 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


“That is solid mahogany,” when those 
friends probably know that “solid 
mahogany” means, almost always, 
plain grains. Too, veneered paneling 
is less likely to shrink and warp than 
is the solid wood. 

In buying expensive chairs, such 
as carved mahogany Chippendales, 
one does not expect veneering, since 
carved designs have to be made in 
the solid wood. The plain, smooth 
surfaces are for the veneering with 
its finely matched figures. 

And referring to fine old chairs, 
you will know they are stronger, with 
frames less likely to rock loose if 
there are corner blocks screwed and 
glued into place in the four inside 
corners under the seat. This is easily 
discernible when the chair has a box 
seat. Sometimes the old upholstered 
pieces make it impossible to see just 
what all the frame construction is 
like but there is no reason to suspect 
a chair on which the upholstery is 
original and the frame still rigid. 

Few people give close enough in- 
spection to the antique furniture they 
buy. It may be admitted that many 
dealers are not thorough enough in 
this respect and find themselves 
loaded up with repaired and imper- 
fect pieces, when they get them 
home, too late to do anything about 
it; 

It is particularly true that it is 
hazardous buying at auctions, outside 
of regular, reliable auction rooms 
where each piece is warranted as rep- 
resented. In the latter case the buyer 
needs to listen carefully to the “rep- 
resentation,” noting what the auc- 
tioneer says of the piece and perhaps 
more particularly what he fails to 
say. 

Time and again I have seen com- 
bination pieces of furniture sold, as, 
for example, a high-boy or a secre- 
tary desk, and bought as all original 
because the auctioneer said it was all 
old, when the two pieces were no more 


_nearly related than Hitler and Mus- 


solini. 
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One thing the buyer of antique fur- 
niture does not have to consider is 
whether the wood has been thoroughly 
seasoned. Some new furniture of the 
present day, when the pieces are be- 
ing rushed through the factory with 
too much hurry and too little inspec- 
tion, comes to a day later in a super- 
heated home when the joints begin 
to rattle like the dried bones they 
are. 

It is worth knowing that wood 
grown in the North is better adapted 
to furniture than the soft, brittle 
wood of the South and that points 
toward the durability of the old fur- 
niture made in New England and the 
other states of the northeastern part 
of the United States. It is only in 
more recent years that the makers 
of furniture, in their efforts to pro- 
duce low priced products, have 
worked ir the South where labor is 
cheaper and workmanship less effi- 
cient. The furniture of old northern 
walnut and cherry, together with the 
best grades of genuine mahogany has 
a lifetime durability.

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Furniture Hints 


r YOU HAVE a nice piece of fur- 

niture in which there is a disfigur- 
ing dent or bruise, try this: lay a 
damp sheet of blotting paper or a 
damp woolen cloth over the spot and 
press it with a hot iron. 

Fill smuii holes in wood with 
matching color shellac, using it in 
stick form, melting like sealing wax 
and applying hot. Use a hot steel 
knife to spread evenly. Shave off 
even with the wood with a razor blade 
and sand to smoothness. 


Don’t count on filling holes satis- 
factorily or permanently with plastic 
wood which may not look like the rest 
of the wood and may shrink and come 
out of the place. 

Dark spots in wood may often be 
removed by bleaching with a solution 
of oxalic acid, made by adding as 
much of the acid crystals as the wa- 
ter will dissolve, about two ounces to 
a pint of water. Apply with a brush, 
leave it for 15 minutes. Neutralize 
with weak ammonia water and wash 
clean. 

To “sand” or rub furniture to a 
suitable smoothness for refinishing, 
use the finest grade of sandpaper or 
steel wool and rub only with the 
grain. Wear gloves.

When a milky film has developed on 
a varnished surface, as it will do in 
a damp climate, the quality of varnish 
used is probably at fault. The best 
treatment is refinishing. Try first, if 
you like, rubbing with boiled linseed

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girls, living together while their hus- 
bands are at war, would enjoy using. 
There are compartments and draw- 
ers in a twin arrangement, too, for 
the stationery and letters of two 
sharing one apartment. 

The Shakers liked built-in furni- 
ture, a refinement that most of us 
consider a modern development. Their 
built-in chests of drawers and 
cabinets, each designed specifically 
for the use it was to serve, form at- 
tractive and well balanced arrange- 
ments to appeal to a modern honie- 
maker bent on improving her stor- 
age space. Shakers, like modern 
housewives, wanted to have plenty 
of storage space so that as much as 
possible of their belongings could be 
put away, simplifying housekeeping. 
Neatness and order were among their 
tenets. 

Mother Ann, the leader of the sect 
that attained its peak between 1840 
and 1860, admonished her followers 
to “Do all your work as though you 
had a thousand years to live and as 
you would if you knew you must die 
tomorrow.” Benjamin Knotts, Super- 
visor of the Index of American De- 
sign, has pointed out: 

“They designed and built their 
houses and furniture, workshops and 
equipment, barns and outbuildings, 
with the teachings of Mother Ann in 
mind. Perfection was sought in all 
things, down to the slightest detail. 
Every barn, workroom, meetinghouse 
and dormitory was planned for effi- 
ciency and easy, co-operative use. 
Every object was made with extra- 
ordinary and loving care. The Shaker 
furniture, with its well-balanced pro- 
portions, light-colored stain and func- 
tionalism, appears to have been made 
for the ‘thousand years of holiness.’ ” 

The Shakers were at times a per- 
secuted sect, largely because of the 
celibacy and the communism that 
were part of their religion. 

“Two fundamental principles of 
our democracy—freedom of religion 
and freedom of speech—made it pos- 
sible for the Shakers to live their 
way of life in America,” it has been 
said. “Their furniture, craftwork and 
architecture remain as living testi- 
mony to their sincerity and their 
strangely prophetic belief in our 
American freedoms.”

WE PRESENT this month the top 

part of a most interesting and 
beautiful Grandfather’s clock made 
by one Jacob Hostetter, Lancaster, 
Pa., about 1760 to 1765. This clock 
is in the private collection of L. S. 
Spangler of Maryland. 

I have no record of this clock 
maker, nor have I ever heard of him. 

So, the best I can do is to give you 
the picture, and the description of 
the clock. Perhaps some of you clock 
fans can give us some information 
on Mr. Hostetter. Please write me if 
you know anything about him, or his 
clocks. 

This clock has a beautiful case, 
inlaid with contrasting wood. The 
dial is metal with pleasing decora- 
tions. Note the number of hands, and 
the “changing of the moon.” 

This clock has four hour hands, 
indicating the time at four different 
places in the world. There are three 
small hands, one giving the date, an- 
other the moon, and the third hand, 
Mr. Spangler confesses, he doesn’t 
know what it is for. The minute hand, 
is in two parts, one directly oppo- 
site the other, and there is a sweep 
second hand. I would say that this is 
nands enough for one clock. 

Below the pendulum there are two 
small gongs, with a tapper attached 
to the pendulum wire; as the pendu- 
lum swings, it taps first one gong and 
then the other, not loud, however. 
There is a large bell above the zong, 
and every other time the sweep hand 
comes around to the two, it gives one 
tap on the large bell. 

This is indeed an interesting, and 
beautiful, old clock. 


Snuff ax History 


Edan Wright, in a recent issue of 
The Chicago Daily News, made some 
interesting comments regarding the 
history of the snuff box which may 
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appeal to those who are collecting 
along that line. Said she: 

“Tobacco, which Joshua Sylvester, 
court laureate to James I, poetically 
called hell dust, in a fawning echo 
of his ruler’s bigoted opiniens, was 
looked upon as equally offensive in 
France by Louis XIII and XIV. Yet, 
Louis XIII, who couldn’t abide pipe 
smoking, was wise enough not to 
ban tobacco by edict and to suffer 
it in the form of snuff, while Louis 
XIV, as royally peeved over snuf- 
fing, was interested in the boxes to 
the extent of erecting studios in the 
Tuileries gardens for the most skill- 
ful goldsmiths in this art. 

“As the custom of puffing. grad- 
ually changed to the daintier habit 
of snuffing, the church, like the 
state was forced to admit that ex- 
communications were as futile as 
decrees in enforcing its prohibition 
and the hell dust was on its merry 
way to playing its own peculiar so- 
cial role. Indeed, its taking became 
prescribed by etiquette and the form 
and decoration of its receptacles more 
significant of their owner’s charac- 
ter than their clothes, in the opinion 
of the elite who sported different 
boxes for every day of the week with 
extras for special occasions. 

“There were schools of instruction 
in snuffing as there were in the ele- 
gant manipulations of the fan, and 
the rites followed a measured rhy- 
thm of drawing the box from the 
pocket with the left hand, giving the 
cover the universal three taps with 
the fingers of the right and placing 
a pinch on the back of the left hand 
or on the thumbnail, grasped by the 
forefinger. Snuff boxes, too, were con- 
sidered as personal as a toothbrush 
or a pipe today though ladies were 
more democratic in this observance 
than the Beau Brummels of the day. 

“The varieties of snuff were as 
numerous as the boxes in the blend 
of tobaccos and the scents, called 
sauces and consisting, as in the case 
of the gros grain Parisian snuff, of 
salt, soda, red wine, syrup, cognac, 
cream of tartar and tamarinds. 

“Preceding the snuffboxes were 
mills and graters for private and 
family use which pulverized the to-

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“MADE IN AMERICA” DOGS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


_— THERE IS a strong affinity 

between the human and canine 
races, dog lovers are many and not a 
few have made a hobby of collecting 
figures of dogs. However, men and 
women everywhere have always loved 
dogs, and wanted these ornaments, 
with the result that the field open to 
the collector is not only wide, but 
entirely too wide. Given time and 
money, anyone could accumulate 10,- 
000, all different, only to find that a 
competitor owned more. And, even 
if cheap modern pieces were included 
to swell the total, the amount of 
money tied up would be considerable, 
and the space needed to hold so many 
pieces would be something to worry 
about. 

So one small collection is deliber- 
ately confined to old dogs made in 
this country. This limitation rules out 
many rare and beautiful animals in 
Chinese carved stone, fine European 
porcelains, bronze, silver and ivory, 
and includes a number which are cer- 
tainly not elegant. Also, it is a nar- 
rower field than might seem appar- 
ent, because our early American 
craftsmen were confined almost en- 
tirely to utilitarian products, with 
little sale for ornaments as such. 
Consequently, while most of the most 
common American dogs, especially the 
pottery ones, were intended to serve 
as door-stops, useful as well as orna- 
mental, others were turned out by the 
makers largely for their own use, or 
as gifts, and so have the distinction 
which belongs to special work craft- 
manship for its own sake, in any 
medium. 

These American dogs may turn 
up in almost any material, but the 
most common are pottery, followed 
by those in Plaster of Paris, the 
Pennsylvania Dutch “chalk-ware,” 
cast iron and carved wood. A more 
interesting, if decidedly more confus- 
ing classification is that of breeds. 


Here the aristocratic greyhound or 
whippet easily deserves first mention, 
and the one shown on the center shelf, 
of redware with a soft pinkish tan 
satin glaze, is certainly important. 
The suave, sophisticated modeling 
might be the work of a sculptor 
trained in the modern school, but the 
signature scratched on the base, “Sol. 
B. Winchester,” proves that it is the 
work of Solomon Bell, who made it 
before he left Winchester about 1833 
at the age of 17, to join his brother 


Samuel farther down the Shenandoah 
Valley at Strasburg. The Whippet was 
always a favorite Bell piece, several 
being shown in Rice’s “Pottery of 
the Shenandoah,” and there is one 
of the later ones in the collection, 
unusual because it is not glazed, 
showing the soft light terra-cotta pink 
body. 

These Whippets, of course, were 
copied from European originals, found 
in the products of many potteries, 
from the fine porcelain of Meissen to 
the cruder earthenware of Stafford- 
shire. The Staffordshire potters also 
made many “Comforter Spaniels,” 
much unconventionalized seated King 
Charles Spaniels, to decorate cottage 
mantels, and these were copied by

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American potters, who found the 
bulging forehead, long ears and collar 
with lock and chain, very easy to 
model, Theirs are not whiteware, of 
course, but stoneware, brownware or 
Rockingham, and there are several 
of them in the collection. The one 
shown was made in a small Ohio pot- 
tery, and is fairly well modeled, but 
there are some cruder “brickyard 
dogs” with a dull reddish brown salt 
glaze. These were made in the brick 
and sewer-pipe plants of Eastern 
Ohio, not, of course, as commercial 
products. Unlike the English ones, 
our native Spaniels were rarely made 
in pairs, and are also heavier than 
their prototypes, so that they could 
be used as door-stops. Another in the 
collection, shown in the bottom row, 
covered with a dull white slip 
touched with brown high glaze, was 
made in one of the potteries at Mo- 
gadore, Ohio, the name “Dandy” on 
the base commemorating a deceased 
pet. The other seated dog in this row 
is interesting as one of the few pieces 
of East Liverpool Rockingham which 
can be attributed to a definite one 
of the many potteries which flourished 
in this town. It was made in the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles plant, and 
is also interesting because the model- 
er, who had probably never seen a 
King Charles in the flesh, turned out 
a canine which is distinctly not a 
thoroughbred. 

Other breeds are found in these 
figures, notably the French poodle 
clipped to show a tightly curled 
mane, which was, for some reason, a 
favorite model for the brightly col- 
ored Pennsylvania Dutch “chalk” or 
plaster figures. Two of these are 
shown, one half of a pair. Other, 
and probably later dogs in this ware 
are long-haired, either Shepherd or 
Pomeranian, and even the Pug which 
was fashionable in the “Gay Nine- 
ties” appears in plaster. But, after 
all, pedigreed dogs were rare in 
nineteenth century pioneer and small- 
town America, with the result that 
the modelers often modeled “just 
dogs.” The Pennsylvania Dutch red- 
ware potters turned out figures at 
times, the usual Spaniels, and more 
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nondescript dogs. Two of these are 
shown, one on the top shelf, a mini- 


ature, with an unusual black-brown_ 


glaze. The other, on the lower shelf, 
with “combed” hair and curled tail. 
Both are attributed to the Bell Pot- 
tery at Waynesburg, on the evidence 
of the bases, with incised flower or- 
naments and borders of impressed 
rosettes. 


Many of these “just dogs” are 
plainly hounds or hunting dogs, and 
most were not reproduced in moulds, 
but modeled by hand, each one a 
unique “original.” The pair in the 
top row, of buff clay painted in nat- 
ural colors, are certainly hunting 
dogs, since they guard dead birds and 
a gun, They came from Eastern Ohio, 
as did the reclining animal in the 
center of the second row, whose curly 
hair suggests a Newfoundland, al- 
though he is a golden tan instead of 
black. The other reclining dog below 
him, of painted plaster, is also an 
Ohio piece, solid and not hollow like 
those of Pennsylvania German in- 
spiration, and suggests nothing so 
much as a stuffed hound of doubtful 
lineage, while the other reclining dog 
on the second row, an unglazed Ohio 
canine, is even more crudely modeled. 


The collection is far from complete. 
No stoneware dogs are included, al- 
though they exist, and a Bennington 
poodle holding a basket of flowers in 
its mouth, or one of the brightly 
painted wooden ones carved by the 
Pennsylvania peddler Peter Schim- 
mel in the 1860’s would be important 
additions. Several others are not 
shown, including an amusing cast iron 
long-tailed one which is designed as 
a nut-cracker, bringing the total to 
20, very low compared to many dog 
collections. But it is at least an ex- 
ample of the possibilities of collect- 
ing in 1948, since half of them have 
been bought in the past six months, 
when there has been little time or 
gasoline available for hunting trips. 
That, of course is “collector’s luck.” 
But any such relics of our vanished 
America are worth preserving, and 
the kennel may yet turn into a really 
comprehensive dog show.

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COLLECTOR’S LUCK 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


IHOUGHTS IN KEEPING. This is 

the season when we pause in 
thought of the year near gone, and of 
the new one about to unfold before 
us. It is the season for taking stock. 
Our psychological resources are ex- 
amined with some care, as well as our 
worldly goods. We face a Christmas- 
time in which there can be little real 
rejoicing. For many of those whom 
we wish to remember most fully, we 
have been limited to the small-sized 
overseas gift package and that was 
sent over a month ago. Victory is yet 
a long way off. 

Most collectors and dealers have re- 
ported good business in the fall 
months; but there is little exhilara- 
tion because of the difficulty of re- 
plenishing one’s stock. 

The frightful destruction of prop- 
erty abroad plus the restricted and 
shoddy new merchandise made in 
America encourages people to buy the 
best of what has survived from past 
days of peace and plenty. Antiques 
are a good hedge against inflation. 
Old furniture is still cheaper and 
better made than is new. One large 
department store, desperate for mer- 
chandise, has recently opened a 
counter where it resells old jewelry 
brought in by its customers. What- 
ever is left of old Victorian silver 
plate after the salvage drives, has 
been picked up, replated and sold to 
people whose interest is not antiques 
—as such—but necessary household 
equipment. 

When all is said and done, how- 
ever, the fact remains that caution 
is the better part of wisdom. This 
is especially true for those dealers 
who buy for resale and who cannot 
afford to hold their stock very long. 

There will always be a market for 
good things, fairly priced, and deal- 
ers who are interested in a legitimate 
profit. -What we do have to watch 
out for is not to let our need for 
stock and more stock destroy our rea- 
son. For example, a late Victorian 
piece of colored blown glass is seldom 
worth $50, particulariy if bought for 
resale. Large and a rarity, it is now 
a good buy for $25. Af’the same time, 
the fact that a few years ago we 
could buy such a piece for $10, is 
no reason why we should close up 
shop in disgust.

terest angle. Far off the traveled 
path, in a crumbling mansion so uni- 
que and beautiful that Henry Ford 
and many others have tried to buy 
the place for a museum, are rem- 
nants of the life Audubon was forced 
to live in order to carry on his great 
work—The Birds of America. 


This ante-bellum mansion, where 
Audubon taught and painted por- 
traits in order to make a living, is a 
thing quite out of this world. So re- 
mote that the Federal troops never 
found and despoiled it, the place has 
been preserved by relatives in an 
intact but musty condition just as in 
the day when the slaves were freed 
and the master died. In rooms with 
shades tightly drawn, I was permitted 
to peer, by aid of a flashlight, at Au- 
dubon portraits of the family, circa 
1825. But it was the library that in- 
terested me most. In the one book I 
was able to open before being for- 
bidden to touch anything, I saw what 
appeared to be some original sketches 
of birds and of Indians! Now, you 
Audubon fans, don’t write me asking 
the whereabout of this place. Even 
if I were free to say, it wouldn’t do 
you any good. Better men than you 
or I, including an honest-to-goodness 
southern gentleman and a professor 
in a southern university have been 
turned down cold on an offer to re- 
search and catalog the contents of 
that library. All I can tell you is 
what I’ve learned about Audubon 
from other sources. 

Audubon’s art work may be divided 
into five periods. The first, covering 
the years 1785-1806 is known as the 
Early French Period and is typical 
of the subjects that then interested 
the artists of France. The second 
period is very brief, covering the 
years 1805-1808. Returning to Amer- 
ica with his partner, Ferdinand 
Rozier, Audubon made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to operate a lead mine 
in Pennsylvania. Failing this, he 
served as a clerk in New York and 
during his free hours first began to 
sketch the native shore birds. The 
third period was spent in Kentucky 
and Louisiana and covers the years 
1808 to 1825. Another business ven- 
ture with Rozier having failed, Au- 
dubon supported himself by teaching 
music and dancing, and by painting 
portraits. In 1822 he did his first seri- 
ous work in oils, a medium which 
took him considerable time to master. 
Among his sitters were Lafayette and 
the plantation gentry. It was during 
this period that he determined to 
paint the Birds of America and 
scoured the Mississippi River Valley 
to find new specimens for his sketch 
portfolio. The fourth period (1826- 
1838) covers the actual painting of 
the great work. Audubon went to 
Liverpool to obtain a publisher, and

bird painting. Here he experimented 
until he was a master at giving birds 
life-like poses instead of the tradi- 
tional profile, and his added foliage 
took on elements of good design. He 
also wrote ornithological works, in- 
cluding “Observations on the Natural 
History of the Alligator, published 
in Great Britain. His fifth and last 
period (1838-1851) is chiefly dis- 
tinguished by his work on animals 
that went to make up his “Quad- 
rupeds of America,” after he had es- 
tablished himself as a painter of 
birds. 

One of the best sources of Audu- 
bon’s works that can now be con- 
sulted is the Harvard College Library 
and the Museum of Comparative 
zoology at Cambridge, Mass. The 
Academy of Natural Sciences in 
Philadelphia, which Audubon first 
visited in 1824, also has a fine col- 
lection. 

Cameo Glass. To most collectors 
this term covers a type of late Vic- 
torian glassware in which a floral 
decoration in glass is laid over a base 
piece of glass in another color and 
which is signed by Webb and one or 
two other makers prominent in his 
day. But your columnist feels that 
the term has, and can be used, with 
better historical sense for a slightly 
different ware. Most people admire 
the pieces which are actually deco- 
rated with finely modelled cameo 
medallions, similar to jewelry which 
was fashionable around 1860. This 
method of decorating glass “cameo- 
wise” was introduced by Apsley Pel- 
latt, whose father owned a glass 
house in London. Young Apsley trav- 
eled extensively in Europe studying 
ancient glass and brought back the 
cameo idea with him. Most of his sub- 
jects were in flat relief. In addition 
to classical and allegorical subjects, 
he made cameos of famous personages 
and used them as ornaments on pairs 
of lustres, decanters and snuff boxes. 
Naturally, such rarities are now in 
museums. Contemporary collectors 
usually have to content themselves 
with the later ware.

EVERAL YEARS AGO.I acquired 

a tumbler much like an ordin- 

ary drinking glass except for the fact 
that it has a bust of McKinley and 
the slogan, “Prosperity-Protection,” 
impressed on the base.

bacco leaves that were sold pressed 
into a plug or ‘carrot.’ Many of the 
early snuffboxes were converted from 
the bonbon, comfit and powder re- 
ceptacles, already in use, but before 
long there were bottles and boxes of 
every description. 

“The Orient had its bottles and 
the pouches which were suspended 
from a girdle and in Europe the 
Scotch had their mull with a spoon 
for applying the snuff to the nose 
and a chained hare’s foot for brush- 
ing the lip. The spoons found in Chi- 
nese snuffboxes were popularly used 
by European women who carried tiny 
boxes in a bag or by hand or wore 
them on a chatelaine. 

“Boxes were made of wood, bone, 
horn, amber, ivory, gold, silver and 
other metals, crystal, tortoise shell, 
leather and papier-mache. Especially 
prized among the Chinese bottles 
were those with interior paintings. 
Porcelain boxes were fashionable 
among the ladies in Madame Pompa- 
dour’s tenure and the lacquered 
vernis martin boxes of the Martin 
brothers, eagerly sought after, sold 
for handsome sums. 

“There were jewelers in the 18th 
century who specialized in snuff- 
boxes and painters—Watteau, Cos- 
way, Fragonard and Isabey among 
them—who contributed their art 
along with such famous enamelers 
as Prevost, Clavel and Petitot. To the 
variety of forms and decoration in 
snuff receptacles were also added the 
puzzle types, spring and screw novel- 
ties and others with cleverly con- 
cealed sections for secret portraits 
or erotic paintings.”

ot at PP PSrPrrn: 
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POTTERY JUGS, MUGS, AND SHOES 


By THELMA SHULL 


HE WHATNOTS of earlier days 

required numerous small objects 
to fill their many shelves, and evi- 
dence that manufacturers catered to 
this demand is proven by the large 
number of knicknacks made during 
the past hundred years which are 
still in existence. 

Boots and shoes, jugs and mugs 
were among the crude pottery pieces 
made for ornaments. The smaller ones 
are particularly appealing, some jugs 
measuring only half an inch high and 
tiny boots toeing the mark at one or 
two inches. The slightly larger jugs, 
those three or more inches in height, 
were often useful as well as orna- 
mental. They were filled with molas- 
ses or sorghum or vinegar and sold 
by the grocer. 

Large size jugs are usually chosen 
to serve as vases, lamp bases, or as 
ornaments for the porch and yard. 
Many of these old jugs may be picked 


up in the eastern states for they were 
made in New York, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and other states. 


Characteristic decorations on the 
larger, older jugs included leaves, 
trees, birds, flowers, feathers, and 
scrolls and occasionally conventional 
designs or simple pictures. Most of 
the pieces available today were made 
during the nineteenth century. 


John Spargo, in his book The Pot- 
ters and Potteries of Bennington, 
mentions a small brown earthenware 
jug made at Bennington, Vt., not 
later than 1798. It was the earliest 
authenticated piece made at this pot- 
tery. 


Since children of past generations 
cherished miniatures just as the chil- 
dren of today do, these smaller pieces 
were placed on the shelves of the 
whatnot or were tucked away in the

curio cabinet and then forgotten. 
Thus they were kept for a number of 
years. 


A firm in Akron, Ohio, was mak- 
ing little brown jugs, miniature can- 
teens, and tiny golden slippers dur- 
ing the closing years of the last cen- 
tury. Many small jugs were made at 
the Bell Potteries in Winchester and 
Strasburg, Va., and in Waynesboro, 
Pa. A number are pictured and de- 
scribed in the book, The Shenandoah 
Pottery, by A. H. Rice and John Baer 
Stoudt. No. 95 in their catalogue is 
just one and one-half inches high; 
others are two and _ three-fourths, 
three, and three and one-half inches. 
And there are many larger ones. 
These jugs usually have a mottled 
glaze of brown, green, and yellow. 


The Motto Jug, illustrated, meas- 
ures four and one-half inches high. 
The words printed in blue are these: 
“As I go up the hill of prosperity, 
may I never meet a friend.” The large 
brown. and tan jug next to the Motto 
Jug has the words Macomb Pottery 
Co. impressed on the base. The very 
small, white jug, fourth from the end 
on the left hand side in the upper 
row, has printed on the side Macomb, 
G. S. D. 410. The number may have 
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referred to a glaze formula record. 
This jug is seven-eighths of an inch 
high. The Macomb Pottery Company 
was established at Macomb, IIl., be- 
tween 1880 and 1883 and was taken 
over by the Western Stoneware Com- 
pany in 1906, which means that these 
jugs were made sometime during 
those years. All marked pieces, which 
may be identified as to either local- 
ity or date, are desirable in collec- 
tions. 

The Little Brown Jug at Kildare 
was made to advertise the book by 
this title which was written by Mere- 
dith Nicholson and published in 1908. 
The book is found in many public 
and private libraries and the jug no 
doubt helped to push the sales along! 

Practically all these little jugs and 
boots vary slightly in either size or 
color. For a very practical minded 
person, the half-pint jugs may be 
filled with sand or some other heavy 
substance and used as book ends or 
doorstops in a summer cottage or for 
a child’s room. But they seem equally 
attractive used as decorative orna- 
ments on open shelves in the kitchen 
or recreation room. 

The majority of little jugs are col- 
ored brown, coffee color, mustard yel- 
low, half brown and half tan, or a 
light cream tint. They have been made 
in redware, yellow-ware, brown- 
ware, and stoneware. 

The two tiny tall boots are bottles 
and originally had cork stoppers. 
They may have been filled with per- 
fume at one time. One of them has a 
handle. The high-topped brown shoes 
were made at the C. C. Thompson 
Pottery about 1900. This firm was 
established in 1868 at East Liver- 
pool, Ohio, for making yellow-ware. 
In 1882 cream-colored ware was 
.added to the output. The large stone- 
ware jug, with the mask on the han- 
dle, in the center of the lower row, 
has part of the original label on the 
base which verifies its German origin. 
The first jug on the left side in the 
second row has “Little Brown Jug” 
scratched in the ware. The dark 
brown mugs have birds or raised fig- 
ures of people on the side. 

Any of these smaller pieces may 
be added to a collection of miniatures. 
There are many different types and 
sizes available. Place three or four 
of the smallest slippers and jugs on 
your coffee table. They will invite 
conversation.

Antiquer’s Forum 


The Charm of Antiques 


Editor’s note: The following notes 
cover one dealer’s description of her 
booth at an antique show—a lesson 
in arrangement, demonstrating again 
the charm of well chosen antiques. 

“T had a beautiful booth, a back- 
drop of a rare Lancaster Co., Penna., 
bedspread, name of maker, date, lo- 
cale, and all woven into the border; 
the top part was turned over to form 
a valance; the colors, orange, yellow 
and a sage green with deep fringes 
all around. 

On either side I had pleated sage 
green satin to complete the back 
drapery. This spread has a wondrous 
center motif on which I hung a mag- 
nificent gold framed mirror over a 
Hepplewhite chest. On the chest I 
had a magnificent, Capo di Monte 
Swan bowl; the swan poised on one 
side its neck forming a high handle, 
the head turned’ to one side as though 
just lighting on the beautiful piece 
of porcelain. At each end of the chest 
I had a pair of unusual Bristol 
lamps, opaque ivory with deep ver- 
million rings which picked up the 
colors predominant in the spread. To 
the right, and the sensation of the 
show, I had a pair of matching Hep- 
plewhite tables; on each stood a three- 
foot tall heavy swirled Baccarat lamp, 
perfect down to the burner and globe. 


On the left I had huge vases filled 
with trailing bittersweet—also pick- 
ing up the orange—and standing on 
beautiful furniture.

Ship’s Bell Doesn’t 
Take Place of Watch 
From Ships. ° 

Ship’s bells are very contradictory. 
They are not primarily intended to 
replace clocks for telling time. But 
they do tell clock time by measuring 
the periods when certain members of 
the crew are standing watch. 

It all started with an hourglass— 
which really wasn’t an hourglass but 
a half hour glass. The man on watch 
turned the glass over at the end of 
his first half hour and rang one 
stroke of the bell; and he repeated 
this performance each half hour, 
ringing an additional stroke each 
time, until at the end of four hours 
he rang eight strokes, signaling the 
completion of his watch and the be- 
ginning of the next 4-hour watch. 

So it went during the six watches 
of twenty-four hours—ending at 12 
midnight, 4 a. m., 8 a. m., 12 noon, 4 
p. m, and 8 p. m. The hourglass has 
long since been out of date, but the 
bells are still used. So it’s “eight 
bells” at each of those six different 
times; and in each case it’s “one 
bell” half an hour later, “two bells” 
at the end of an hour, and ¥ ~

Printing orders for vroduction of 
stamps of the Overrun Countries Ser- 
ies have been reduced from 20,000,- 
000 copies of each stamp to 15,000,-

Greece. 

The reason given for this is that 
postmasters were becoming over- 


stocked with the 5-cent denomination. 
Under normal conditions the issuance 
of 20,000,000 copies of each stamp 
would have been absorbed by mailers 
in a comparatively short period, but 
with the banning of the major por- 
tion of the foreign mailing requiring 
5 cents postage, that denomination is 
considerably less popular than form- 
erly.

Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker on October 26 sold the first 
sheet of the 5-cent postage stamp 
honoring Yugoslavia to Mr. Constan- 
tin Fotitch, ambassador of that coun- 
try to the United States. The cere- 
mony took place in Mr. Walker’s of- 
fice in the Post Office Department. 
The Yugoslavia stamp was the ninth 
in a series of twelve postage stamps 
to be issued by this government as a 
tribute to the overrun countries of 
Europe. This stamp is in blue, white 
and red, the colors of the flag of 
Yugoslavia. 

Others present at the ceremony 
were Dr. B. Sarich, Secretary of the 
Yugoslavia Embassy, Vincent C. 
Burke, Postmaster of Washington, D. 
C., and Roy M. North, Deputy Third 
Assistant Postmaster General. 

Three other postage stamps—those 
for Albania, Austria and Denmark— 
will complete the series of twelve.

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PRECANCELS 


By ALBERT L. JONES 


This first section of the precancel 
department this month may be of in- 
terest not only to collectors of pre- 
canceled stamps but to collectors of 
other stamps as well and even to col- 
lectors of other material. 

Frequently the question is heard, 
should I really buy stamps for my 
collection when our government is 
asking us to buy war stamps and 
bonds? 

Of course buy your share—and 
more too—of war stamps and bonds. 
The money is needed to fight our ene- 
mies. However there is also a fight 
against inflation. Every cent put into 
war bonds and stamps removes that 
money from the chance of it being 
spent in a manner to hurt the war 
effort and to cause inflation. However, 
there is coming a time when all such 
money must be repaid by the gov- 
ernment to the purchasers of war 
bonds and stamps. 

If you do not spend your money 
for‘things needed in the war effort 
or for things that tend to cause in- 
flation, the spending is approved by 
officials. One of the best ways of 
siphoning off money that might be- 
come inflationary is spending it for 
stamps for your collection or for 
items for any kind of a collection 
that does not take man power or 
materials needed to win the war. 

Another angle that might be con- 
sidered is this; in times of stress 
people need forms of relaxation that 
will take their minds off the war or 
any other problems confronting them 
and collectors turn to their stamps or 
whatever collections they have. Col-

lecting is a “natura!” in these days 
of fuel rationing, black-outs, curtail- 
ment of travel and other restrictions. 

The 1942-43 season in stamp col- 
lecting has opened auspiciously.

SHORTAGES IN STAMPS 

EARCH FOR the Iast two issues 

of a British colony in the East 
Indies exposed the fact that envel- 
opes prior to 1899 were empty. Be- 
tween 1899 and 1934, a total of 50 
or more numbers, only seven single 
used items were present and more 
than half the envelopes were empty 
or with no more than two mint 
singles, while from 1934 to date (the 
last issue being pretty new) there 
~vas nothing. 

Total purchases from this “very 
complete stock” were a used town 
cancel and a mint single (for four 
cents). This may not wholly reflect 
the condition of stocks, but it does 
point to one thing—scarcity of used 
items in an area where a stock would 
be at least “very handy.” Prices 
seem to be rising. 

Even the “German inflation” stuff 
is higher, and sheets that sold for 
$3 a hundred easily get 10 cents a 
sheet in some items. Especially inter- 
ested are the collectors who want 
sheets from the seven plants that is- 
sued the inflationary supply. Got 
any? 


THE “OVER-RUN” SERIES 

As near as one can add up the vari- 
ous criticisms of the columnists—the 
Post Office Department had no 
“right” to buy the new “Over- 
run Nations” series from any out- 
side source. More they should have 
been printed by the Bureau, etc. 

Nonsense. The presidential dis- 
cretionary powers would allow him 


to order the series printed in any © 


competent shop in the country, even 
if the Post Office Department and 
others did not agree. Beside—and 
now we can say it—the Bureau likely 
had about all it could do without this 
multicolor series. Occupation paper 
money, occupation stamps, bonds 
(which are plate press work) and 
a few more odd chores and jobs be- 
side keeping us in our own “ordi- 
naries,” because most of us are writ- 
ing more often—and heavier let- 
ters. Kate says “if you don’t write 
you are wrong.” And that is saying 
it very nicely. 

But, even though the multicolor 
series is being done well, and is per- 
forated better than any issue since 
1892 the perforators have all their 
pins. And they hit most of the gut- 
ters, both ways. 

And so far no one has started a 


~ 


howl about registry ot the color 
plates, although one or two decry 
the ink quality. 


STICKLERS FOR THE PICAYUNISH 


Very often we find some fussy 
person who wants the words written 
by others, corrected to meet his idea 
of what is factual. Recent -contro- 
versy over the issues of China that 
have been overprinted. with a mark, 
or series of ideographs, to prevent 
theft, or use by enemy areas to 
damage the mails of the issuing 
government. This is, and was, the 
same in intent as our “Kansas and 
Nebraska” issues. To prevent theft 
and misuse. 

Such a device is maybe a pre- 
cancellation, or to control proper 
use, or to identify in case of theft, 
or even to merely show source of 
postal sale. But why carp and 
criticize? The catalog builds on 
facts, not theories of definition or 
personal ideas of proper usages of 
pedantic English. 


YOUNG COLLECTORS 
NEED YOUR GUIDANCE 

That this is the time, if ever, for 
us to make a very concerted effort 
toward new collectors. Youthful 
ones. Many such appear to have 
been left with the collections of rel- 
atives who have enlisted or been 
taken by the draft. Many such need, 
more than we realize, the aid and 
guidance or suggestive direction of 
older and more experienced col- 
lectors. 

Also, they need a lot more than 
the abbreviated facts and proposed 
methods that are the preface to the 
catalog. They will need patience, 
too. Patience and even considerable 
self-control by older collecting fans. 
They will need explanations, and 


even some kindergarten demonstra- 


tions. 

Also some of them, we hope, will 
not fall into the hands of the Club 
nuisance_the know-it-all, the self- 
improving, depreciating and _ con- 
scienceless, chiseler. And we should 
be on guard as well as systemati- 
cally informative. Tell the youthful 
“carriers-on,” why, who and what 
for. Explain prices and warn 
against those who abuse the ap- 
proval business, and the just-as-bad 
Club “expert” (for himself). 

You won’t always be thanked; 
you may even be sneered at or at 
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first disliked. But you will help. 
And if the collector or owner comes 
back, which we hope he will, he will 
find that his kid brother or relative 
has not been too badly put over the 
jumps ... (a nicer way to say de- 
frauded) by grabbers, and “you 
have got it catalogued wrong” self 
aggrandizers. 

Of course, if the youth doesn’t 
know, he should be told, also he 
should be warned. Even if he ob- 
jects, he should be warned. 

During the last of the first World 
War many old collectors did little 
else and refused to buy or swap till 
big brother came back to approve. 
It was wise and helped. But it made 
some bitter enemies of some chisel- 
ing “experts.” Do it your own way, 
but help the younger collectors all 
you can. 


El Salvador to Aid 


Collectors 

Washington, D. C.—On the broad 
polished desk of the director general 
of the Pan American Union a novel 
agreement was executed on October 
16, by his excellency, Ambassador 
Hector David Castro on behalf of the 
Republic of El Salvador, and Dr. L. 
S. Rowe, on behalf of the composite 
union of the other western hemi- 
sphere republics. Pursuant to its terms 
El Salvador will provide the Pan 
American Union with allotments of 
all new postage stamps at face value 
for the convenience of stamp collec- 
tors in this country. Several philatelic 
enthusiasts in the United States who 
have long sought a convenient source 
through which they might obtain 
Latin American postal issues and in- 
formation in regard to the meanings 
of their pictorial designs. 

On signing the agreement his ex- 
cellency, Dr. Hector David Castro, 
Ambassador of the Republic of El 
Salvador, stated: 

“In signing this agreement on be- 
half of my government I feel con- 
siderable pride in the belief that it 
will act as a door through which a 
closer intimate relationship between 
my people and those of the United 
States will move. 

“The postmaster general of these 
United States has stated that there 
are several million stamp collectors 
in the vast expanse between New 
York and San Francisco. These many 
devotees of a single hobby which is 
likewise popular in my country will, 
I hope, find increased interest in their 
chosen avocation as a result of the 
new facilities to be placed at their 
disposal under the arrangement this 
day entered into with the Pan Amer- 
ican Union.

put during the past ten years having 
been considerably less than that of the 
United States. But, like the United 
States, El Salvador has been exceed- 
ingly thoughtful in the selection of 
the subject matter depicted on its 
postal issues. 

“T have two sons, both of whom are 
stamp collectors, and I might say that 
after having looked over their al- 
bums on numerous occasions, I am 
truthfully proud of the postal prod- 
ucts of my country. They have long 
been miniature specimens of artistry 
covering many subjects including the 
portraits of some of our most illus- 
trious native sons, historic buildings 
and national industries. 

“I believe that their further study 
—to be made more convenient to the 
public of the United States under 
the arrangement this day entered 
into with the Pan American Union— 
will do much toward more closely 
cementing the very cordial relations 
which have so long existed between 
the people of El Salvador and the 
United States.” 

Within the past month negotiations 
between the Republic of Colombia 
and the Pan American Union were 
concluded providing for shipments of 
stamps to the Union for the benefit of 
stamp collecting enthusiasts under 
terms identical with those entered in- 
to with El Salvador. Similar arrange- 
ments. are anticipated with other 
Latin American countries,

TIBETAN COLLECTION 
THAT GREW BY 
EXCHANGES 


One of the many unfortunate things 
about world conflicts is the inter- 
ruption of correspondence with friends 
in far corners of the world. For in- 
stance, a St. Louis, Missouri, business 
man and a Tibetan official, have had 
their friendly. interchange of letters 
interrupted because communication 
between the two countries has been 
practically stopped since the war. 

The friendship really started in 
1926 when the St. Louis man, William 
Engelsmann, addressed a letter to the 
Tibetan consul, about obtaining some 
postage stamps, and in response heard 
from Tsarong Shape, Tibetan official 
and army officer. 

Mr. Shape was not able to send 
any stamps for Tibet had no postage 
stamps to send but he did send in- 
teresting works of Tibetan art and 
requested such things in return as 
flower seeds, rubber wheeled vehicles 
for his children, tricycles, scooters 
and wagons. 

Both men were happy in their ex- 
changes, the one getting interesting 
examples of art and the other modern 
Americana. The St. Louis man, as a 
result, has a fine start on his hobby 
of Tibetan art.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


FOREIGN TYPE SETS 


TNEALERS REPORT an increasing 

demand for foreign coins. This is 
not surprising; the once, far distant 
nations are now next door neighbors. 
Collectors know that to form any- 
thing like a complete set of the world, 
including the rarities, would require 
the backing of the Ft. Knox gold 
hoard, and a life-time endeavor to 
form a complete set of even one of 
the century old countries would be 
a herculean task. To answer the many 
letters of inquiry as to how to start 
a foreign collection, some of the many 
type sets that may be easily and 
cheaply formed are listed, as fol- 
lows: 

One coin (any denomination) from 
each country. 

One coin (all of one size) from 
each. 

One coin (same denomination). 

Coins of same metal (copper, silver, 
etc.) 

A set of all current coins, like 
penny, nickel, dime, etc. 

A century set, coins of each cen- 
tury. 

A set of crowned heads (kings). 

A set of crowned heads (women). 

A set of famous men or women 
(not rulers). 

Zoo set, coins picturing animals, 
birds, etc. 

A flower garden, coins with floral 
designs. 

Musical, coins with musical instru- 
ments. 

Religious, coins pertaining to re- 
ligion. 

Special religious coins, such as the 
Maundy money, Papal coins, and 
those of the Crusades. 

As proof that a foreign type set is 
easy to form, a Wichita, Kas., woman, 
five years ago, merely as a diversion, 
started a world penny set; she now 
has more than 300 of them. 


THE RETORT “COURTEOUS” 


Derisively gibed by a proof coin 
(born with a superior complex and 
for show purposes only) about its 
mutilated condition, the Colonial 
coin, issued by one of the States just 
prior to the Revolution, speaking in 
the first person for all of the old 
serviced-worn Colonial coins that 
helped win the war, retorted:— 
“Down and out, eh; you ask where I 
got those service bars which you mis- 
call my ugly scars; I’ll tell you. I 
got those scratches at Lexington, 
those nicks at Bunker Hill, I lost my 
“shine” at Brandywine, got those 
blemishes at Peekskill. My battered 
look is from what I took scouting hill 
and gorge, and my clipped rim, I 
got that “trim” while wintering at 
Valley Forge. That hole you see, it 
came to me from a bullet of the foe, 
and that ragged dent from a bayonet 
—it stopped a heavy blow. On that 
Christmas eve I, too, was there when 
Washington crossed the Delaware 
and captured the Hessians in their 
lair. I was with the boys at Saratoga, 
also at ‘iconderoga; I was with 
Green on his march South, saw serv- 
ice also at’Monmouth. 


Another tale I'll now regale—a 
very pardonable brag—lI was part of 
the purse that bought the cloth for 
Betsy Ross’s flag. I was in the fray 
all of the way from Concord to York- 
town, I was there when the patriots 
took up arms, I was there when they 
laid them down. And, as I am not 
even down of course I can’t be out, 
and my condition is the proof that I 
have been about. What have you, with 
your lustre, done for the cluster of 
states of the U. S. A.? Don’t you 
think Mr. Proof you should drop your 
aloof before aiming your gibes my 
way. Yes, I am tattered and torn and 
battered and worn, yet you can read- 
ily see but for old veterans like me 





Uncle Sam might have never been 
born. 


WAR'S IMPRINTS 


Wars furnish coin collectors excit- 
ing intermissions between the prosaic 
peace time periods of routine coinage. 
The collectors of silver coins pre- 
dominate, and being interested in 
silver they well may ponder over the 
following news item, although prob- 
ably far-fetched, and try to figure 
out what effect the present War may 
have on silver coins:—“Canada may 
be eating from silver cans before the 
war is over. Experfments are under 
way for substituting the precious 
metal for tin containers for canned 
fruits and vegetables; experiments 
for its use in tin cans long have been 
making headway in the United 
States.” 

A Fulda contribution crown was 
struck from church plate during the 
French Revolution. 


Hesse-Cassel “Blood Money Thaler” 
was so named because it was used 
to pay the Hessian soldiers hired by 
the British in the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Our Peace Dollar was issued to 
commemorate the Allies’ victory in 
the other World War. 

Harry Newman, Kansas City Jour- 
nal, has this timely editorial on the 
American dollar anent to this pres- 
ent War: “That’s an eagle on our 
dollar, not an ostrich. We might just 
as well get used to it; that dollar is 
going to have to do more gymnastics 
from now on for awhile than it ever 
had to do before. Pieces of our dollar 
are going on many unscheduled trips. 
There are brand new values to 
money.” 

FREAKS 

A freak collector is not a freak 
himself, far from it, but his collection 
is. In the past, freak (mis-struck) 
coins were only considered oddities, 
and carried no premium value; col- 
lectors as a rule ignored them en- 
tirely. It was seldom they were 
placed on exhibit at club meetings or 
conventions. Their nearest approach 
to recognition was to become pocket- 
pieces. Likes and dislikes change and 
freak coins are becoming popular, and

Outside of its commemorativeness, 
this coin has many innovations to 
inveigle the numismatist. They were 
minted in 1899, but bear the date of 
1900. They do not carry the de- 
nomination of the coin, one dollar, 
but read Lafayette dollar. It is one 
of the rare instances of a horse ap- 
pearing on an American coin, that of 
the equestrian statute of Lafayette. 
The word Paris precedes the date 
1900. It is the first United States coin 
with the likeness of a former Presi- 
dent, that of Washington. These 
words, referring to the monument, 


. appear on the coin:—“Erected by the 


youth of the United States in honor 
of General Lafayette.” The first coin 
off the press was presented to the 
President of France. A coin collector 
offered our government $5,000 for the 
first Lafayette dollar, but it was 
turned down. 


START A DOLLAR SET 


The big heavy cart-wheels, our 
silver dollars, are favorites with all 
collectors, consequently always in de- 
mand to fill in sets. There were mil- 
lions of them coined, that is true— 
but—millions of them have been 
marred through the friction of cir- 
culation, millions of them were re- 
bullioned about the time of the First 
World War, leaving only a limited 
number, considering the demand for 
them, in fine condition. As they are 
so unwieldly in the purse they are 
very rarely carried, and it is possi- 
ble that their mintage in time will be 
discontinued, thus making those ex- 
istent all the more desirable. It 
would be a good idea to have a $20 
bill changed at the bank into 20 silver 
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dollars; lay aside all those in fine 
condition. Then change the poor con- 
ditioned ones back into bills and re- 
peat the process until you have 20 
fine conditioned dollars, all secured 
at par. It would be a good idea to 
retain all duplicates in fine condition 
for trading purposes. So elated will 
you be with your dollar collection that 
you will not need to be urged to start 
the second $20 series. A set of 20 fine 
conditioned dollars, all of different 
dates and mint marks, will make a 
set one may well be proud of, and a 
set of 40 will be something to boast 
about. 

A news item of September 24 is 
of interest in this connection. The 
Denver mint has 18 million old silver 
dollars which are to be re-melted for 
future coinage; the old dollars have 
been accumulating for more than 50 
years, and some rare coins that would 
delight a collector are going into the 
melting pot. Regulations forbid their 
sale.

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Recollections of an Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


A COIN SALE FANTASY 


| ba SEPTEMBER, a large and im- 

portant coin sale was held in the 
east. There were a few rare foreign 
as well and a splendid collection of 
U.S. coins, in copper, silver and gold. 
In the gross amount realized, this 
sale ranks second only to the 
Lawrence sale, which I held in June, 
1929, before the big crash. 

The catalog, illustrated the prin- 
cipal rarities, and there were 1,852 
lots, which brought a total of $30,- 
224.80, quite a respectable sum, giv- 
ing evidence of the present trend to- 
wards inflation. This sale, although 
well attended, differed from old-time 
sales in that a couple of rich col- 
lectors bid up so many of the U.S. 
coins that the other visitors sat silent 
after certain figures were reached in 
the lots, and they watched the two 
angels compete with each other for 
the big rarities. The cataloger had 
the bidders or else he could not have 
sold the lots. 

Many of the lots in the sale in 
which the two angels did not seem 
to be particularly interested sold for 
moderate prices. Some of the prices 
obtained, which follow, will probably 
cause many collectors to stare with 
pleasure as they behold how their own 
. rarities have appreciated in rarity in 

the last year or so: 

A three-cent nickel coin, a proof, 
sold for $27. 

A five-cent nickel of 1877, for $45, 
surely a world’s record. 

The 1885 five-cent coin, $16.50. It 
once sold for $1.50. 

The 1864 three-cent silver, $35, 
also, I believe, a world’s record. 

The 1802 half dime, very fine, sold 
for $625, which however is _ not 
the world’s record. I made it at the 
Wilson sale in 1908 at $715. 

The 1860 half dime, no stars, sold 
for $65, a swell price, and a world’s 
record. 

Some nice records were made for 
dimes. 1796 sold for $80, I think, a 
world’s record. 1797 sixteen stars, 
extra fine, sold for $90. Some price! 
1798 over 1797, uncirculated, with 
lustre, $50. Not a big price for such 
a coin. The 1804, rarest P. mint dime, 
very fine, brought a big price, $1380. 

The 1804 quarter dollar, mint 
lustre, probably the best known, 
brought the remarkable price of $200, 
surely another world’s record. 


Trade dollar proofs sold from $6 
to $14 each. 

Two 1796 halves sold for $210 and 
$170, respectively; the very fine 1797 
sold for only $115, a low price. 

1794 dollar, very good, sold for 
$175, a moderate figure. 

1802, a brilliant proof dollar, made 
another world’s record, $250. Some 
price! 

1836 with Gobrecht’s name in field, 
$270. 

1836 Gobrecht with name on base, 
$95, a price which will cause eye- 
winkers to upturn, a big world’s 
record, the nearest thing to it recently 
about $57. 

1838 dollar, proof, with milled edge, 
$330. Not a world’s record. I sold one 
for $410 in 1910. 

1839, $140, not a world’s record, but 
near to it. 

1851, $120, not nearly the record, 
cheap enough. 

1852, $140, in proof condition. 

1858, $105. This is, I believe, the 
world’s record. 

This coin has gone up in price in 
the last year and is very rare. 

The gold dollar section of the 
sale obtained, for the most part, some 
new, high records, and, the bidding 
was good on nearly all dates. Here 
are some of the prices obtained. 

1860, uncirculated, $8. 

1863, extremely fine, only, $95. 

1864, Uncirculated, about $35, and 
well worth it for this rare date. 

1865, a proof, brought the high 
price of $150, 50% over catalog price. 
This surely is a world’s record for 
any kind of an 1865. 

1867, a rubbed proof, sold for the 
phenomenal price of $65. 

1870, only uncirculated, brought 
$40, a high price. 

The sale contained an 1875 in cop- 
per, not in gold; it brought $55. 

The 1877 and 1878, each, sold for 
$21, big price. 

Even a late date like 1886, rated 
as not very rare, sold for $12.50. 

The 1850 Charlotte, fine, brought 
$95, an entirely new record. 

The 1850 D. mint dollar sold for 
$90, a fine price. 

1857 D. sold for $100. 

The 1860 D. mint, well boosted, 
brought $200, a world’s record, of 
course. 

1793 cent, chain, Crosby’s 3-c, very 
fine, sold for $170, a good figure.

$190. The sale did not contain any 
of the rare dates in the 30’s, 40’s and 
50’s. 

The 1878 two-cent sold for $35, a 
high price. 

Some small cents sold for ex- 
tremely high records. 


The 1877, a proof, brought $37.50. 
It seems to be getting up into the 
1856 cent atmosphere aiready. The 
1856, a proof, by the way, sold for 
$110, a high price, to make present 
owners of the coin smile. The cele- 
brated, though not very rare 1864 
with an L. sold for $25. It was un- 
circulated. 1871 proof, $17; 1872, 
proof $19. Need I say more on small 
cents. 

The appreciation lagged for colon- 
ials, and fine Massachusetts Pine and 
Oak Tree shillings sold, very fine, 
$24 to $40, apiece. 

The fine Carllina Elephant half- 
penny sold for only $61, as against 
$171 I secured for one in the 
Gschwend sale in 1908, when some 
big Colonial collectors were present. 

Confederate. coins brought good 
prices; the restrike half dollar, $35. 
Confederate cents, made by Lovett of 
Philadelphia,. sold for $35 to $60, 
each. The 1875 three dollar gold proof 
sold for only $340, but alas it was in 
copper, a pattern. The 1876, a geen 
sold for. $340, a good price.. A few 
private *gold coins were fairly good. 
The sale contained patterns which 
sold for nice prices, some of them up 
to fifty dollars apiece. Commemo- 
rative gold did very well. The 1904 
Lewis & Clark brought $23, a new 
record. 

U.S. half eagles from 1795 to 1813 
sold well, from $24 to $70, apiece. 
The 1828, uncirculated, brought $170, 
a respectable price. From the fore- 
going prices it will be seen this was 
a fine sale. 


A MINT-MARKED U. S. COIN RECORD 


The high water mark was reached 
a few weeks ago, according to word 
I have just received from the man 
who made the cash offer. The price 
was $1,100 which he offered for the 
unique silver dollar dated 1870, 
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struck at the San Francisco mint, 
and bearing a tiny S, hardly visible 
to the naked eye, under the eagle on 
the reverse. The writer had the coin 
in his hands in July. However, the 
coin remains unsold because the man 
who owns it asks $1,250 for it. The 
coin will probably be sold at the 
original price asked, viz, $1,250. Lit- 
tle did those minters in San Fran- 
cisco ever dream, as they struck off 
those mint marked coins, dated 1870- 
1-2 and 3, that one of them should 
turn out to be so precious. But “the 
world does move.” I once held in my 
possession an 1804 dollar which 
later went to James H. Manning for 
$1,100. Little did I dream the price 
would be equalled for a late mint 
marked dollar of the San Francisco 
Mint. 


ODD LOTS 


Today as I was going over a small 
box containing about 100 large cents, 
which had lain packed away in a 
small spot in the vault for a year, I 
uncovered several fine coins of dates 
like 1832, 1836, and 1839. Unex- 
pectedly I came across an 1839 of 
peculiar interest. It turned out to be 
the very rare 1839 over 1836, which 
I place next to the 1799 in rarity. It 
is the first one I have run across in 
several years. The coin is very diffi- 
cult to find in fine state as the whole 
output seems to have gone into cir- 
culation. This one is uncirculated and 
worth from $7 to $8. I also dug out 
several 1794’s, an 1805, in good con- 
dition, and an 1808, together with 
four varieties of 1839, large and 
small dates of 1842, and some other 
coins before 1800. Small experiences 
of this kind stimulate the imagina- 
tion of a coin collector. 


RARITIES IN AMERICAN TOKENS 


Men like Low and Raymond have 
contributed to token interest with 
standard catalogs. There was a time 
in this country, also in England, 
when private firms issued tokens the 
size of the old, large cent, Some of 
these tokens came close to imitating 
standard U. S. coins, and, as in the 
days of private gold coins, the offi-

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cials were patient and tolerant with 
the imitators. 

Still another class, which often 
bore no reference to private firms, 
contributed to the political campaigns 
from 1824 to 1840. These bear the 
effigies of donkeys, hogs, ships, Lib- 
erty heads, phoenixes, turtles, and 
other designs, some of which had ref- 
erence to the exciting campaigns of 
Jackson, Van Buren and Harrison. 

Some of these tokens are very rare 
items, and they were even rare in 
the day of Joe Levick, noted token 
collector, who sold his: main collec- 
tions in 1858 and 1859. I knew Levick 
well as an old man. He was a mem-

ment. 

Tokens were in much greater favor 
between 1858 and 1870, and also be- 
tween 1900 and 1910, than they seem 
to be today. But the future of tokens 
is bright. A few of the rare specimens 
include the Feuchtwanger issues, par- 
ticularly the three-cent coins of a 
nickel composition. The one listed as 
Low 118, with a defiant eagle on a 
rock and the value, Three Cents, on 
reverse, sold for $50 25 years ago. 
Its price has slumped, however, for 
no good reason, for the oldest catalogs 
always proclaimed it as being “of 
the greatest rarity.” Another one is 
called Low 61 with a wrecked ship, 
with curved deck, with one end of 
the deck pointing to the letter E in 
the word Current. That token has a 
record of almost $50, in the best state. 
There was the Loomis store card of 
Cleveland, Ohio, the size of the old 
cent, which has an auction record of 
more than $200. There are two 
varieties of the same. There are some 
other big rarities in these tokens in- 
cluding the R. E. Russel one in nickel, 
dated 1837 and the W. Gibbs token 
of Belleville, N. J., which has the 
figure of a steer and a bouquet such 
as that on the Canadian sous. The 
latter token is worth $25. Some of the 
Troy tokens issued by ftirms in 
northern New York, including Bout- 
well & Company, are also very rare. 
There are many others slightly older, 
running from 1825 to 1840 which are 
just as rare and desirable but which 
were not included m the list of 
Lyman H. Low, hence they did not 
come into as great favor with col- 
lectors, but these deserve far more 
notice than they have gotten from 
collectors. 

If the present craze for small U.S. 
coins should, by any chance, diminish 
it is felt these tokens will come into 
greater favor. 

The later Civil War tekens of the 
size of the small cent have become 
more popular and in more demand, 
and there are no longer any large 
lots hanging over the market, as 
formerly, when a cache of 1,000 was 
not unusual. As collectors increase in 
number—and we well know they are 
increasing fast—such items will be in 
more demand than before and the 
whole bulk of coilecting items will 
be uplifted and their collecting ac- 
centuated.

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COLLECTING TOWN HISTORIES 


By JASON ALMUS RUSSELL 


OLLECTING TOWN and regional 
histories is a lot of fun; they hold 
a treasury of long-forgotten informa- 
tion. Set aside a special shelf in your 
hobby room for such volumes. It will 
fill up much sooner than you imagine. 

About 1825, rural folks here in the 
East reasoned that generations to 
come would be curious about what 
happened in the early years. With 
that thought in mind, some of the 
more resourceful citizens railroaded 
appropriations through local town 
meetings with which to pay some edu- 
cated person to write a history and 
publish it on a subscription basis. In 
that way the town treasury would 
get some of its money back. 

Folks subscribed for one or more 
copies at $8 or $10 or even $15 apiece 
with the stipulation that their pic- 
tures should appear in the volume 
just as they appeared when they 
went out buggy-riding with their best 
girl or vice versa, if you get my 
meaning. 

Additional subscriptions called for 
an elaborate life history to be placed 
beneath the picture so that the great 
grandchildren might wonder at it. 
Sometimes a photograph of the home, 
replete with the family members, 
bicyeles, and surries all drawn up 
by the front porch, occupied a promi- 
nent page. 

‘These histories usually begin with 
a map of the township and villages 
included in the locality. This, is fol- 
lowed by sketches of pioneer life of 
the region in which Indian lore was 
always popular, as well as family 
legends and traditions of scalping, 
captivity, or torture as the case might 
be. First adventures in regional 
literary history, these might be 
called. 

Often sketches of early lot lines, 
methods of land measure, and 
natural or artificial landmarks all 
came in for their share of attention. 

Many are the disputes which arise 
today from indefinite or little known 
property lines which are supposed to 


bound summer resident property. One 
friend of the author acquired a pie- 
triangle shaped piece of land with 
the point knocked off which had a 
deed like this: 

“Bounded on the north by the high- 
way, on the south by the highway, 
and on the east by land formerly 
owned by Stanton and Reed.” 

After a considerable search, our 
local town history identified Stanton 
and Reed so definitely that the true 
bounds were located and recorded in 
a new deed. 

Again, histories preserve an invalu- 
able record of forgotten town and 
home industries which in turn deter- 
mines the origin, age and quality of 
treasures brought home from many 
a country auction. 

For instance, japanned tinware 
may be identified as having been 
produced at the Old Scripture fac- 
tory; wooden measures came from the 
Davisville woodworking mill; and a 
set of cleverly stencilled chairs were 
products of the furniture factory at 
Wilder Village more than a century 
ago. 

When the History of Sullivan 
(N.H.) was undertaken, the author 
was a young man, called by some “an 
eddicated fool” because of his imprac- 
tical nature. When he died at a ripe 
old age, the still incomplete history 
was annotated, edited and published 
by other hands at the prohibitive 
price of $20 for two volumes—both 
now collector’s items. Incidentally, 
the second volume dealt almost en- 
tirely with the genealogies of every 
family that ever lived in that town- 
ship. 

The preservation of family records 
always makes these histories bring a 
good price. 

The part played by local patriots 
in the Wars of the Republic is al- 
ways good for a chapter or two: ex- 
ploits at Bunker’s Hill, eye-witness 
accounts of the Battle of Gettysburg, 
or adventures with Teddy Roosevelt 
at San Juan Hill, all feature local 
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boys playing heroic roles. Conse- 
quently histories preserve records 
necessary for membership in organi- 
zations such as Daughters of the 
Revolution, Sons of 1812, and Colonial 
Dames. 

With recurring frequency, town 
and family scandals crop up. In one 
town, for example, Tom Brown’s 
body was found floating in the cistern 
but no clew was ever had to the mur- 
derer. Folks whispered that Deacon 
Brown’s fortune was inherited by a 
good-for-nothing nephew who lived in 
the West. Last summer he visited his 
uncle. Of course folks talked... . 

In another place we find that great 
grandfather was excommunicated 
from the local Baptist Church because 
he called his wife a hussy right out 
in meeting. Thereupon it was re- 
solved “that hereafter he be con- 
sidered as a publican and a sinner.” 
Later he bought his way back into 
grace by contributing liberally to the 
new church building fund but that 
didn’t mend matters much with his 
family. Perhaps the minister who 
preached for 64 years in that parish 
had something to do with the matter. 

Anyhow this matter is recorded for 
all eternity in the history bought 
from the Wickwire auction. “Only 
paid a dollar-thirty-five for it and

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worth every cent of $9, but I ain’t 
a-goin to sell it. It’s for my hobby 
collection, you know.” 

Town disasters and epidemics were 
always newsworthy: “Mind you the 
black diphtheria plague which swept 
through the town a couple of genera- 
tions ago? Mrs. Epps went in and 
took care of all the Searles’ family— 
and there was a slew of ’em. All but 
the old folks of the Searles’ passed 
away and most of the Epps as well 
in the course of a month. Antitoxin 
wasn’t heard of in those days.” 

Earthquakes, real or imagined, 
happened more often than now. One 
quake shook all the dishes out of the 
kitchen cupboard. Another split the 
great rock in two which rests on top 
of Huckleberry Hill and made the 
cave where the children play. 

Town centennials, grange fairs, and 
family reunions all figured in a large 
way in horse and buggy days when 
the hill towns were distant by com- 
munication from the coastal villages 
and city and country were equally 
remote from one another. 

In many a quaintly written 
chronicle occur descriptions like that 
of neighbor Nutting’s eightieth birth- 
day. The house was too small for the 
guests. Hence several dining-tables 
were “set-up” with the best linen, 
china, and silver of the neighbor- 
hood under the maple trees. The his- 
torian recounts rather vividly how 
the visitors dined on baked beans, 
baked Indian pudding, and deep apple 
pies, rich with maple sugar and bits 
of crisped salt pork. 

In a local history the account of 
the Centennial of 1868 is given 
special mention. The governor of the 
State attended, a caterer from Lowell 
(Mass.), provided the dinner, an old 
lady born 100 years before ascended 
the speakers platfoxm and told stor- 
ies of the early founding days, and a 
local quartet sang sentimental songs. 
Now the 200th anniversary is not too 
far away yet this history was only 
completed up to 1868. 

How many interesting anecdotes 
are stored away in these town his- 
tories which open up a vista not only 
of local settlements but also the West- 
ward Movement by little-known men 
who became famous on “Californy’s 
golden shore.” 

So, when you reserve a deep wide 
shelf for a history collection, esteem 
all of the homely qualities which these 
uniquely written volumes reveal—his- 
tory, literature, economic, geography, 
sociology, and the chronicles of every 
day events which contributed so 
greatly to the lives of our ancestors 
—when folks needed but little to meet 
and solve the worries of every day 
existence—

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BROWSING THROUGH CATALOGS

JF YOU are a reader or a collector 

of miscellaneous books, not neces- 
sarily rare, but just second-hand, you 
no doubt receive catalogs from deal- 
ers who purvey these educational] and 
entertaining discards from the li- 
braries of men who were more in- 
clined to literature than their fickle 
heirs. Editing a catalog is an art and 
a catalog can be as entertaining as 
the books it advertises. One Boston 
dealer has a monthly magazine on his 
finds and a broadside sheet that are 
collected by persons interested in old 
books who believe these items are 
worthy of preservation. If you are 
not a collector but yet have a casual 
interest in the odd and curious, do not 
file that stray catalog of books in 
your waste basket. Keep it for a 
leisure hour and go through its pages. 
It will be a sort of 1.Q. test and you 
will be either pleased or furious on 
the results to. your ego, for it will 
show you how well you stand on mis- 
cellaneous information or how badly 
your general education has been 
neglected. 

Picking a catalog at random from 
a pile of recent accumulation, we find 
that it lists only Americana. It is 
classified by subheads and States. As 
we are not particularly interested in 
Alabama or Alaska, nor Arizona or 
Arkansas, we go on to B and Biog- 
raphy, but find nothing that attracts 
our interest in that realm at this 
time. Our interest is mainly naval 
history and we find an item under 
the heading “Civil War.” Here we 
mark an item that we shall purchase 
if nothing more promising turns up 
between now and pay day. This item 
is a “History of The Navy during 
the Rebellion,” by Charles B. Boyn- 
ton, New York, 1870. We have Por- 
ter’s history but he actually served 
and he might have had prejudices 
resulting from association with the 
chief characters in that phase of our 
history. 


Under the same head we find that 


name “Copperhead” recently revived 
for our isolationists of this war. It 
was applied to Lindbergh just before 
our entry into the second World War. 
Perhaps our prominent aviator would 
be consoled to find that S. F. B. 
Morse who gave us the telegraph was 
painted as a “Copperhead” in his 
days of disagreement with the party 
in power. Our catalog advertises a 
16-page pamphlet with the title “Con- 
stitution” or “Addresses of S. F. B. 
Morse, George Ticknor Curtis, and 






S. J. Tilden.” All of these died hon- 
ored and respected. This pamphlet 
was published by the Society for the 
Diffusion of Political Knowledge and 
is listed as No. 1. A comment on this 
tract tells us “Morse, former Know- 
nothing, finds the Union cause 
analogous to the French Revolution, 
attacks the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence but (with some surface strange- 
ness) applauds its most revolution- 
ary clause, attempting to make it 
part of the basis of counter-revoiu- 
tion. A letter from ilden (so soundly 
beaten as the confident campaign 
manager of Seward at Chicago, 1860) 
recurs to the theme of the Union cause 
as Revolutionary, and makes vitriolic 
attack on Lincoln as a petty local 
politician.” Tilden gave New York 
its public library and Seward nego- 
tiated the acquisition of Alaska, yet 
these men were considered radicals 
in Lincoln’s day. 

So much for the Copperheads of 
New York in 1863. Other Copper- 
heads were busy kibitzing on Govern- 
ment policies in the then Northwest. 
We find in our catalog an 8-page 
pamphlet entitled: “Copperhead Con- 
spiracy in the North-west. An expose 
of the treasonable order of “The Sons 
of Liberty, Vallandigham, Supreme 
Commander.” This tract was issued 
by the Union Congressional Com- 
mittee in 1864. Our cataloger gives 
this item the heading “Oath-bound 
Traitors.” This item is said to con- 
tain General Carrington’s report to 
the Governor of Indiana. He says 
that they had four major generals in 
that State, that Dr. Gatling (associ- 
ated with the Gatling gun) was a 
member, that a meeting of their Grand 


Council was to be held in Chicago — 


on July 1 preliminary to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention on July 
4, Arms from New York for the pur- 
pose of keeping the Union men from 
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By Raoul M. Graumont and jJonn J. Hensel 
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the polls had been seized. “Vallandig- 
ham wrote the Democratic Platform, 
moved the nomination of McClellan.” 


To continue browsing we find this 
item under “Crime.” The title 
“Notable Libel Case: The Criminal 
Prosecution of Theodore Lyman, Jr., 
by Daniel Webster in the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts, No- 
vember, term 1828, etc.” This case 
was resurrected by Josiah H. Benton, 
Jr., and published at Boston in 1904. 
Lyman charged Webster with having 
conspired with other leading Federal- 
ists in 1807-8 to break up the Union 
and re-annex New England to Eng- 
land.” So even the great Daniel had 
his enemies. 

A century ago in New Jersey and 
the tri-state area near Port Jervis 
there were still old people who had 
yarns to tell of Tom Quick, the great 
Indian slayer. Like Paul Bunyan, 
Johnny Appleseed and other charac- 
ters of our early history the yarns 
of the adventures of Tom Quick lost 
none of their excitment in the retell- 
ing. Like Hank Bonnell, the great 
bounty-jumper of the Civil War, he 
was a character still known in the 
folk-lore of the Jackson Whites of 
the Ramapo mountain region of 
northern New Jersey and southern 
New York as late as 1880’s. The book 
that recalls this forgotten lore is 
“Legend of the Delaware: An His- 
torical Sketch of Tom Quick,” by 
William Bross, Chicago, 1887. 

But this is too much of a treat 
for one time, let us try another 
catalog. A Boston broadside will serve 
for at least one item. Under the catch 
line “The Philosopher’s Stone,” we 
find an item that is right up our al- 
ley. Having been born under a cer- 
tain zodiacal sign we are addicted 
to superstition but our studies in this 
realm have shown us that any taboo 
that effects us can be removed by the 
application of some charm or other, 
so that we can enjoy a normal exist- 
ence in spite of the handicap of the 
planets conspiring at our birth. The 
item in the catalog is a curiosity for 
it is “The Way to Bliss in Three 
Books,” London, 1658, and it is the 
work of Elias Ashmole, and in the 
same volume is bound a separate 
work: “Five Treatises of the Philos- 
ophers’ Stone,” London, 1652. These 
treatises are by various authors who, 
as Ashmole, were interested in 
alchemy and the elixir of life. Ash- 
mole once wrote in his diary that 
the secret of the philosopher’s stone 
had been bequeathed to him by the 
Rosicrucian, William Backhouse. Ash- 
mole was an astrologist, alchemist, 
and antiquarian, who gave twelve 
wagon-loads of curios to Oxford and 
cured the ague by wearing spiders 
around his neck. 

But let’s return to our browsing 


with another catalog of Americana. 
Let’s turn to the “Crime and Trials” 
section for that is always a good 
source of secret history and we may 
be able to put a few other saints on 
the pan. A ha! we spot a heading: 
“The Whiskey Ring,” and find a title: 
“Secrets of the Great Whiskey Ring, 
containing a complete exposure of 
the Illicit Whiskey Frauds culminat- 
ing in 1875 and the connection of 
Grant, Babcock, Douglass, Chester H. 
Krum and other Administration offi- 
cers. To which is added the missing 
links in the chain of evidence of Jas. 
A. Garfield’s Implication with the 
District of Columbia ring and Credit 
Mobilier bribery,” by John McDonald, 
Chicago, 1880. 

Under the heading “Delaware” we 
meet an item that should interest the 
meteor hunter. The name of the. au- 
thor attracted us: “Bowditch, Na- 
thaniel. One the meteor which passed 
over Wilmington, Del., Nov. 21, 1819.” 
18 pp., Cambridge, 1829. This is a 
separate mathematical paper from 
the second part of the fourth volume 
of the Memoirs of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. 


Under “Sea and Voyages” we find 
one of the first cases of appeasement 
in our relations with Japan. It is the 
“Narrative of the Expedition of an 
American Squadron to the China Seas 
and Japan, 1852-54, under the Com- 
mand of Commodore M. C. Perry,” by 
Francis L. Hawks, Maps and Plates, 
3 vols., Washington, 1856. This is 
the original edition with tinted plates 
including the one suppressed at the 
request of the Japanese Government. 
The cataloger won’t tell us what this 
picture is but it is probably an ar- 
tist’s sketch of the Mikado, which is 
forbidden on the ground that he is a 
sacred personage, while behind the 
whole business is the old voodoo idea 
that anyone having a person’s picture 
can concentrate thought waves on 
the person represented and then give 
him the “works.” Try it on Hitler, 
Mussolini is already playing with tin 
soldiers. 

Some more secret history: The 
Blount Conspiracy. “Some Account of 
the Life and Services of William 
Blount, with a full account of his 
Impeachment and Trial, and his Ex- 
pulsion from the U. S. Senate,” by 
Gen. Marcus J. Wright. Washington, 
1884. Blount was prominent in North 
Carolina and then in Tennessee. He 
was Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
1790-6. His conspiracy was connected 
with the Yazoo Land Frauds, and its 
main purpose seems to have been to 
raise the value of western lands by 
driving the Spaniards out of Louisi- 
ana and West Florida. There is some 
reason to believe that Burr’s later 
conspiracy was connected with that of 
Blount. Part of the conspiracy was 
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to have Greek and Cherokee Indians 
and a force of frontiersmen, work- 
ing with a British fleet, to seize the 
territory. 

After examining many catalogs we 
believe that the catalogers are brows- 
ers who first list their books in a 
classified way and then from memory 
or reference books write the curious 
notes that appeal to the reader of 
their catalogs. One cataloger has lit- 
tle comments at the head of each page 
such as: “The saddest words of 
tongue or pen are these—I should 
have bought it then.” Others are “Re- 
juvenation through books is not quite 
a dream.” Or a quotation is used: 
“Happily, one is not obliged to read 
all that is published.”—Voltaire. 
“A scholar is one who studies.” And 
again a toast: “Here’s to the collec- 
tor may he live to reread all his 
books.” “Books are as human as you 
let them be.” “The right book at the 
right time may mean more in a per- 
son’s life than anything else.” But 
now we will say or rather end like 
Pepy’s—and so to bed.

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THE WHITNEYVILLE WALKER 


By CHARLES W. FERGUSON 


OST EARLY COLTS are inter- 

esting either because of the stor- 
ies that are known in connection with 
them or the stories that the pistols 
themselves suggest but cannot make 
audible. 

When this Whitneyville Walker 
came into the writer’s possession it 
had been asleep for some time in a 
bureau drawer a few hundred yards 
from the Rio Grande on the Texas 
side and within a mile or so from Ft. 
Brown where General Zachary Tay- 
lor headquartered part of the time 
prior to and during the Mexican War. 
It was, of course, in this war that 
Captain Walker met death. 


While no part ‘of the pistol evi- 
dences abuse, its great use is noted 
by the fact that rifles are consider- 
ably worn as is also the original 


sight. Yet it shows great durability. 


That only one thousand Walkers 
are said to have been manufactured 
at Whitneyville in 1847 is not the 
most interesting thought in connec- 
tion with the model in the opinion of 
some collectors. Rather it is the fact 
that this famous sire, more than any 
other, is the “grandpappy” of all 
later percussion pistols. Even the fa- 
mous Colt single action revolver that 
enjoys such enviable popularity es- 
pecially in the West and Southwest 
today, derives much of its design and 
mechanical efficiency from _ the 
Walker. 

A Walker’s weight of four pounds, 
seven and one half ounces, its nine 
inch barrel and over-all length of 
15% inches would do anything but 
encourage its use. 

While no other converted Walkers 
are known to exist according to any 
of the collectors who have viewed 
this weapon, the surprising thing is 
that even one such arm was ever con- 


verted. It seems most likely that only 
under conditions where dependable 
short arms were very scarce and need 
for them inordinately great would 
such a conversion have ever been un- 
dertaken. 

The converted caliber is .44 cen- 
tral fire. Barrel length is unaltered. 
Barrel, frame, trigger guard and 
backstrap are marked “A Company 
No. 187.” Inside of grip is stamped 
“A 187.” Top of barrel markings are 
clear. “U. S. 1847” above wedge is 
discernable. No original finish or 
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cylinder finish or cylinder markings 
remain. 


The kind and the quality of gun- 
smithing that the conversion em- 
braces are of more than ordinary in- 
terest because such eminent authori- 
ties as Dr. Joseph R. Mayer and Mr. 
Albert Foster, Jr., are both of the 
opinion that the work is from an out- 
side source rather than a Colt Fac- 
tory job. The description of the gun- 
smithing that follows indicates the 
unsuspected excellence of craftsman- 
ship possessed by some country gun- 
smiths around the three-quarter mark 
of the last century. 


The loading gate and rod type 
hand ejector have been added. Open- 
ing in barrel lug for accommodating 
lever has been filled by a sweating 
and dressing process that is remark- 
ably neat. Mill work and other work

is equally neat. As photographs show, 
original lever and rammer have been 
removed. A round hammer nose that 
serves as firing pin has been added. 
Hammer nose makes contact with 
cartridge through a hole in breech 
plate that has been inserted at rear 
of cut-off cylinder. 

The oddness of the rarest of all 
Colt pistols being found as a conver- 
sion in shooting condition lends cred- 
ence to the often repeated statement 
that there is no end to the happy 
surprises occasionally enjoyed by per- 
sistent Colt collectors.

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ously had, in the main, been by horse- 
back, turned to the more comfort- 
able coach. Travel accordingly in- 
creased and so did the number of 
highwaymen who preyed on these 
travelers. The long barreled pistol, 
carried by the horseman, was an un- 
wieldy weapon to carry in a coach; 
the constabulary of that day was not 
adequate for the protection of the 
traveler and the highway gentry per- 
sisted in preying on the unwary, s0 
self protection was necessary. To 
meet this need, the Great Coat pistol 
was produced, a short barreled, of 
rather large caliber, deadly at the 
short range used, and one that could 
be carried as its name implied, in the 
coat pocket or sash. 

The large number produced is at- 
tested by the fact that the name of 
practically every gun maker of that 
day is found on these little guns. 
There is little difference in their de- 
sign—in fact, the makers of many 
would not be known in many cases 
were it not for the name engraved 
upon the lock plate. Some are elab- 
orately engraved, some have safety 
catches, a few have a small dagger 
attached, but in the main there is 


but little difference. They remain, 
however, as mementoes of a time when 
history was in the making—a nation 
was building roads and men went 
armed that they might protect them- 
selves and carry on their life in as 
orderly a manner as possible. 

Armed men again travel the roads 
of England, carrying the modern 
weapons of today, but the romance 
of this little Great Coat pistol re- 
mains. 

It takes little imagination to build 
a charming story of high adventure 
in which any of these small guns may 
have played an important role in 
maintaining the confidence and safety 
of its owner or perhaps to rescue 
some less fortunate comrade in dis- 
tress. 

It might have been in Oxfordshire 
during the reign of Queen Anne or 
that of George the First that the re- 
doubtable Duke of Chandas himself 
may have owned this sturdy and still 
usable little gun. 

These little reminders of the past 
will always recall a romantic, transi- 
tional period, not only in the history 
of firearms but also in that of their 
birth place, England.

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BIRD STONE CEREMONIAL 
FOUND ON SKULL

M* FRIEND, Joseph Ringeisen, Jr., 
well known Milwaukee archaeol- 
ogist, made me a visit a few months 
ago, and while we were going over 
my collection of prehistoric relics, our 
talk turned to bird stones, a class of 
artifacts in which he has specialized. 
During our conversation I told him 
about a find which had been made 
in my own county, in which, in a 
gravel-pit burial, the skeleton of an 
Indian was unearthed, placed in a 
sitting position with a bird stone 
resting on the top of the skull. He 
was greatly interested, because of the 
long. controversy among archaeol- 
ogists as to just how the bird stone 
ceremonial, that specimen so highly 
prized by all Indian relic collectors, 
and one of the most curious and high- 
ly finished specimens of Indian hand- 
icraft in stone to be found in this 
part of America, was used by the In- 
dians before the white man came. 
Upon being told that I had seen a 
photograph of the find several years 
ago which I might be able to borrow 
to show it to him, Mr. Ringeisen be- 
came enthusiastic, and asked me to 
set down the data in writing. 

Upon driving out to the finder’s 
farm home, I discovered that he had 
died several years ago. However, his 
wife survived, and she knew all about 
the find. She located the photograph 
I sought, loaned it to me and gave 
me considerable additional informa- 
tion about it. She also told me where 
to find the collector who had pur- 
chased the relics:.found. with the 
skeleton. So I drove on.to his home 
and prevailed upon him to let me take 
the relics, four in number, to be 
photographed. 

Here are the details of the discov- 
ery. On *June 22, 1910, Orlin M. 
Harrison, while working on his fa- 
ther’s farm in Wakeshma Township, 
Kalamazoo County, Michigan, dug in- 
to sa. gravel pit and came upon an 
Indian skeleton. It was buried in a 


sitting position, and a bird stone of 
banded slate was resting on top of 
the skull. Moreover, there were three 
shell gorgets scattered amongst the 
bones. These were all the relics 
found with the’ burial, and the ab- 
sence of anything showing white 
man’s influence would indicate that 
the burial was prehistoric. A photo- 
graph was taken at the.time of the 
discovery, and the burial, exactly as 
found although not in situ, is illus- 
trated in the accompanying plate. 
The bird stone and gorgets are easily 
perceived. 

In connection with this subject, it 
may be interesting to enumerate some 
of the theories of leading archaeol- 
ogists, past and present, as to the 
probable use of the bird stone cere- 
monial. They are as follows: 

1. Worn on the head by the Indian 
women, but only after marriage. 

2. Worn by Indian wives to de- 
note pregnancy (brooding bird). 

8. Worn by Indian maidens.to in- 
dicate the fact that they were ready 
to marry. 

4. Worn by Indian medicine men 
over one ear as a badge of office. 

5. Worn as an ornament, charm 
stone, or insignia. 

6. Used as totems of tribes or 
clans of Indians. 

7. Used as talismans in some way 
connected with the hunt for water 
fowl. 

8. Used as prow ornaments on 
canoes. 

9. Attached to holed tablets which 
were worn on the head-dress. 

10. Bound to the top of the long, 
flat stem of the Calumet pipe. 

11. Mounted on a staff similar to 
the supposed manner of mounting a 
banner stone. 

12. Bound to the top of a flute 
which was used on_ ceremonial 
occasions. 

It might also be well to mention 
briefly the distribution of the bird 
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stone ceremonial. My friend, Dr. 
W. B. Hinsdale, Custodian of ‘Mich- 
igan Archaeology, University of 
Michigan Museum, states in his book: 
Primitive Man in Michigan, that bird 
stones “. .. are probably more com- 
mon in this than in any other state.” 
Other authorities have estimated that 
over a thousand bird stones have 
been found in Michigan. 

A. B. Cassell, a Minnesota collector 
who specializes in bird stones, made 
a survey (from 1938 to 1941) of lead- 
ing collections, both private and pub- 
lic, in the areas where. bird’ stones 
are found,, Out of some -1500 speci- 
mens examined in this ;survey the 
largest number, -according to his re- 
port, was found in Michigan; the 
second largest number, in Ohio; and 
the third largest, in Indiana. Then, 
in that order came Ontario, New 
York, Wisconsin, and Illinois. Finally, 
there were a scattering from eastern 
and southern states. But he says 
that the first three states named here 
are the only ones that lie entirely in 
the bird stone area. (See HOBBIES, 
August, 1943.) 

The writer has in his private col- 
lection, including not only perfect 
specimens but also unfinished ones 
and those which have been somewhat 
damaged by the plow, over 250 bird 
stones, and while the majority of 
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Re-assembled burial with bird stone 
resting on skull

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them are made of banded slate, some 
are made of such other materials as 
granite, porphyry, quartz, hematite, 
and even copper. The number given 
above does not include bird-shaped 
gorgets, saddle- or bar-shaped amu- 
lets, or bird head types. Some have 
the so-called “pop eyes” projecting 
on slender stems with button ends as 
much as one inch in diameter. Prob- 
ably around 80 per cent of the bird 
stones in the writer’s collection are 
from Michigan. 

This is the only record, to my 
knowledge, of a bird stone ceremonial 
having been found in this position, 
and this find would indicate that bird 
stones were worn on the head, as 
many authorities have concluded. But 
the fact that the skeleton was re- 
buried soon after the find was made 
precludes any investigation as to 
either the sex or probable age of the 
wearer. It would appear reasonable, 
however, to suppose that they were 
not employed everywhere in the same 
manner.

him a student of archaeology and 
fossils. 

“T had never studied these things 
up to about ten years ago,” he told 
me, as he picked up some of his 
curios and laid them before me for 
examination. “My wife and I were 
on our way back home from a trip 
to California. We stopped off in 
Santa Fe, N. Mex., and visited a 
curio shop. I was much intrigued 
with the black Ildefonso pottery 
pieces they had for sale, but they 
were all so large and expensive. The 
owher of the shop, Mrs. Ortiz, took 
us to an Indian village for a smaller 
piece and we were introduced to an 
Indian couple, Juan and Ramona.” 

He pointed at a large framed pic- 
ture which hung on the wall and 
said, “I wouldn’t part with that pic- 
ture for anything.” 

It was a picture of Juan and Ra- 
mona, sitting on the floor of a clean 
room, of their Indian pueblo, in 
front of a fireplace, with their pot- 
tery and weaving. 

He went on to say, “They are now 
dead. They were fine Indian people. 
I took to them and they took to me.” 

Each year after that first visit to 
Santa Fe, Mr. Endner returned to 
visit Juan and Ramona and to 
search for fossils, urrowheads, pot- 
tery, and all kinds of Indian articles. 

“I’ve collected more than 200 
pieces of pre-historic pottery alone, 
and have at least 15,000 arrow- 
heads. Most of my collection is at the 
Museum of the Western State Col- 
lege, in Gunnison.” 

“T have learned about the Indians, 
their habits, religion, and the mean- 
ing of the markings, or sign langu- 
age which they weave into their rugs, 
serapes, baskets or paint on their pot- 
tery and water jars.” 

He stretched out one of his Indian 
rugs for me to see and explained all 
about the rainbow gods that were 
woven into the rugs. He showed me 
the markings, indicating rain clouds 
which mean prospects for a good 
harvest. He pointed out those that 
represented lightning, arrows for 
swiftness, the sun rays denoting con- 
stancy, the raindrops and the circles 
with perpendicular mnes indicating 
plentiful crops. 

Picking up a black smooth stone 
about as large as a grapefruit, he 
said, “This is an interesting piece, 
it is a floor polisher. I found it in one 
of the old deserted pueblos. They 
used to pound blood into clay with 
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stones like this, for a dark, smooth 
floor.” Continuing, he said: 

“I have a pipe found in Northern 
Colorado which was made by the 
Alaskan Indians long ago. 

“My most interesting pieces are 
these two little stone Gods, which I 
found in an old pueblo south of Santa 
Fe. They were buried in the walls of 
the pueblo and had dropped from an 
apartment above to the floor on which 
I found them. Perhaps they had been 
buried with their Chief or Medicine 
Man.” : 

One of these little squat stone fig- 
ures appeared as ff it might be a 
God of the mountains, with its stair 
steps, while the other could be the 
“tribal” medicine of some Indian 
tribe of long ago, as they are very, 
very old. 

I asked Mr. Endner how he could 
tell they were old and he told me of 
one indication of age. Said he, “These 
are pre-historic because they are un- 
glazed, and the unglazed period dates 
back before the coming of the 
Spaniards who occupied that part of 
the country during the latter part of 
the 16th century.” 

The Indians believe in good gods 
and bad gods. Gods and spirits of 
the plains, rivers and mountains, al- 
so play a role in their faith. Each 
tribe, as well as each Indian, has 
a particular medicine. Wrapped in a 
number of complicated coverings, 
medicine was carried in war, or on 
important expeditions by the Chief 
or Medicine Man. 

Mr. Endner has made friends 
with the Hopi, Zuni, Navajo and 
Pueblo Indians. He has found great 
happiness in his hobby, which started 
with the purchase of a small piece of 
Ildefonso pottery. It has created an 
interest in archaeology and fossils as 
well as supplying a museum for a 
college. 


A Collector 
for 60 Years 


HOBBY THAT satisfies a per- 
son for 60 years doesn’t need 
much of a recommendation. This is 
probably the reasoning that Charles 
H. Williams of Wisconsin would 
give you if you asked him about his 
hobby. Mr. Williams has collected 
Indian relics for 60 years and is just 
as keen about the hobby as the day 
he started. This hobby, like many 
others, however, started quite acci- 
dentally. When he was digging po- 
tatoes on his farm he found his first 
arrowheads and spears. From then 
on the search was on, and the. boy . 
found far greater joy in uncovering 
Indian relics than he did in unearth- 
ing potatoes. 
One cannot cover a long era of 




















rh 
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collecting in a brief magazine ar- 
ticle, nor could probably a book tell 
all that is to be told. But Williams 
will probably emphasize those days 
just before the war as being most 
happy when his son, Payson, and 
old friend, Taylor Hall, went search- 
ing for Indian made tools almost 
every Saturday and Sunday. The 
son is in the army now and too far 
away to join his father and Hall on 
their weekend trips. 

Indian relics are harder to find 
than they were when Williams dug 
them up 60 years ago in his father’s 
potato patch, but the two friends, still 
sneak away from the arduous tasks 
of the present and go, as Williams ex- 
plains, “where no one else would 
think of going.” 

The most prized item in the Wil- 
liams’ collection is a Macmac Indian 
pipe. It was made by a tribe of In- 
dians in Nova Scotia, but Williams 
found it in a little Wisconsin town. 
He says there is only one other like 
it in the United States, so far as he 
knows. 

Just a tiny red part of the pipe 
was sticking out of the ground when 
he spotted it. About 30 feet from it 
he found another pipe, the bowl of 
which was fashioned in the shape 
of a bear’s head. 

The great majority of Williams’ 
specimens were found close to his 
home in Green Bay, but he has been 
all over the state searching camp 
sites and burial mounds, and the 
quests have been fruitful.

E NOTE the statement made that 
“thousands of years ago, the In- 
dians believed salt turned hair gray.”

Many of the early travelers along 
the upper Missouri speak of the In- 
dian farms. Most of these farms were 
of about two or three acres, but, as 
the cultivating tools were antler horn 
rakes, bone hoes and the like, they 
could not be large. Besides corn, 
wheat, beans, pumpkins, squashes and 
melons the Indians grew a kind of 
tobacco spoken of as wild tobacco.

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NATURAL HISTORY 
In Model Form 


By W. H. SOUTHWICK 


ess years ago I joined the 
staff of The American Museum 
of Natural History as scientific artist 
and colorist in the department where 
all undersea life is made in model 
form to increase the understanding 
of the student and to develop the in- 
terest of the non-scientific observer. 
Herman O. Mueller was on the staff 
as glass modeler; and, as I watched 
him blow small, intricate bits of glass 
for all sorts of undersea life, J con- 
ceived the idea of a miniature model 
of my apartment of rooms and its 
collection from all parts of the world. 


After a year we built the entire 
collection in miniature form; then 
followed the glass Christmas tree, 
complete with realistic branches and 
four hundred decorations, the tree 
being eight inches high. Following 
this we built a fresh-water group in 
glass, consisting of corals, plants, and 
tropical fish. Then a tropical fresh- 
water fish group developed and many 
other natural history miniature 
groups three by three inches, includ- 
ing birds and animals. 

As the collection grew, we added 
plant and sponge groups. The corals 
measure one-half to one inch; the fish, 
one-quarter to one-nalf inch. This 
ground covered the starfish family, 
sea horses, sea plumes, soft corals, 
and sponges. They are all assembled 


.in relation to life under sea. The 


base and glass cover of the foregoing

measured three by five inches in all. 
The collection has grown by adding 
miniature dog models. In fact, all 
branches of natural history are rep- 
resented, modeled and colored entire- 
ly by hand. We are now working on 
African life in miniature, which shows 
knives, pottery, war clubs, bead work, 
head dresses, and other native dec- 
orative articles. It will take about 
eight months to complete this group. 

What is the advantage of a col- 
lection of miniatures? The answer is 
that one can exhibit a large quantity 
in a small space, such as a large 
China closet. Anyone with talent for 
drawing or modeling can visit the 
museum in his city or town, make 
sketches and color notes of subjects 
which interest him, and start a de- 
lightful hobby of his own in minia- 
ture life. 

Credit is due Dr. George H. Childs 
and Herman O. Mueller, both mem- 
bers of the staff of The American 
Museum of Natural History, for 
helping me in the construction of all 
my models.

From Views in a French Album

ITUATED IN the great forest of baster, connecting with the cornice, 


Fontainebleau, 37 miles southeast 
of Paris, Fontainebleau Palace holds 
much of ancient and historical inter- 
est. First erected by Francis I, addi- 
tions were made by successive kings 
and it became the favorite residence 
of royal families of France. Many his- 
toric treaties were signed here. The 
rooms and galleries are rich and or- 
nate and are worthy of description. 

Francis I, who was Francis of Lor- 
raine, was married to Maria Theresa 
of Vienna in 1736. They became the 
parents of Marie Antoinette and 
Joseph II. At the death of Francis I 
in 1765, Joseph became emperor of 
France. 

In the apartment of Francis I, 
the salon has a parquetry ceiling in 
an intricate, beautiful, design, and 
beams and cornices are richly deco- 
rated. The walls are hung with large 
framed tapestries and decorated in 
heraldric designs. ‘Above a marble 
fireplace are carved figures in ala-

A large 
round table of mahogany has a cen- 
ter pedestal with four braces near 
the floor, and on thé end of each 
brace rests a beautifully carved 
swan. The apartment of the Emperor 
has plain panelled walls, painted 
white, with ceiling to match, and par- 
quetry floor in large square pattern. 
In this room stands a tall grand- 
father clock with an all-glass case. 
The center dial is surrounded by eight 
smaller dials. A round table with 
marble top, richly decorated with 
gold overlay, stands in the center of 
the room, and on it is a large and 
beautifully carved marble urn. The 
walls are hung with numerous paint- 
ings, and very large and beautiful 
prismed chandeliers hang from the 
ceiling. 

Marie Antoinette, born in Vienna 
in 1755, married the Duc de Berri, 
who, in 1770, became Louis XVI of 
France. She was unpopular with the 
people of France because she op- 
posed reforms, and, because of her 
love for Austria, was suspected of 
being an Austrian spy. In August, 
1792, she was imprisoned with the 
king in the Temple and after his exe- 
cution, was tried by the revolution- 
ary tribunal, convicted, and guillo- 
tined, October 16, 1793. 


The boudoir of her apartment has 
a mahogany floor and the walls are 
decorated in relief. The furniture is 
upholstered in gold brocade. On the 
mantle of the fireplace is an ormolu 
clock, flanked by tall candelabra, and 
carved figures in groups occupy 
niches above the doors.:In the bed- 
chamber the walls are papered in 
large scenic pattern, the furniture 
is Renaissance style, and the bed, 
with high tapestry canopy, is en- 
closed in a low carved railing. In the 
center of the room stands a round 





table of marble and mosaic. 
Francoise D’Aubigne, Marquise De 
Maintenon, born in 1635, was mar- 
ried at the age of 16 to Scarron, the 
famous wit and man of letters, and 
she soon became the center of attrac- 
tion in his literary salon. After his 
death, she was engaged as a gover- 
ness in the royal household, and, in 
1685, was secretly married to Louis 
XIV, and exercised a beneficient in- 
fluence on the king’s private life. The 
salon of her apartment has plain 
panelled walls, parquetry floor, and 
plain tapestried furniture. A beauti-

The bedchamber of this 
suite has panelled walls, decorated in 
conventional designs. There is a very 
large mahogany dresser with marble 
top and extra high mirror, which 
connects with the cornice, and the 
bed, beautifully canopied, is placed 
lengthwise in a small alcove. Back 
of the bed the wall is hung with 
plaited draperies. The chairs are 
upholstered with plain tapestry, or- 
namented with heavy fringe, and the 
tables are mahogany. 

Pope Pius VII was held a captive 
in the palace from June 20, 1812, to 
January 21, 1814. One sees here a 
very fine picture of the Pope. He 
wears a velvet robe, trimmed with 
ermine, which buttons to the waist- 
line. Over this, is a beautifully em- 
broidered surplice, held together with 
a silken cord. He also wears a smail 
ermine skull cap and a large jeweled 
ring on his right hand, in which he 
holds a scroll in Roman script. In 
the apartment of the Pope the bed- 
chamber is hung with large tapes- 
tries, the furniture in inlaid, with 
marble tops, and the mantle above 
the fireplace is adorned with figures 
in alabaster, and a gold clock under 
a glass dome. The antechamber has 
an ornately carved and decorated 
ceiling, parquetry floor in herring- 
bone pattern, walls hung with various 
paintings, and the chairs are leather 
upholstered, and high backed. A mar- 
ble and mosaic table also stands in 
this room. In the Cabinet salon the 
walls are panelled, and hung with 
paintings in each panel, and on the 
center of one wall hangs a large 
painted portrait of the Pope, from 
which the post card picture was made. 
The chairs and settees of the Cabinet 
room are upholstered in scenic tapes- 
tries in panel effect and the very or- 
nate fireplace occupies one corner. 
Clocks are seen in every room and 
all of them are very ornate and deco- 
rative. 

In the salon of music is a clock 
of exceptional beauty and workman- 
ship. This is of white marble, deco- 
rated with gold filigree, and at the 
side of the clock, the figure of a 
woman in marble, is holding a lyre. 
The clock is flanked at each side by 
large Sevres vases. 

Napoleon I, Emperor of France, 
was born in Ajaccio, Corsica, of 
Italian parentage. He was married to 
Josephine Beauharnais, March 9, 
1796, and a week later left to assume 
command of the Italian army. Some 
years later he divorced Josephine and 
married the Archduchess Marie 
Louisa of Austria and a son was porn 
of this marriage to whom was given 
the title of King of Rome. 


The album shows a post card of a 
portrait of Marie Louisa. She wears 
a low-necked gown with puff sleeves, 
necklace and eardrops of pearls and 
pendant jewels, and her hair is 
dressed high, with curls and a band 
of flowers. 

The apartment of Napoleon I is 
very elaborate and heavity araped. 
The furniture is upholstered in bro- 
cade and the bed is high, requiring 
the use of a two-step stool, upnol- 
stered in the same brocade, which 
stands before the bed. Here, also, is 
the cradle of the King of Rome. This 
is of mahogany, richly ornamented 
with gold overlay and lined with 
tufted blue satin. A hood is placed 
at one end of the cradle and a gold 
figure of an angel, poised on a round 
globe, ornaments the hood. The cra- 
dle rests on a stretcher base and ap- 
parently was rocked with a spring 
motion. Two folding screens, which 
were possibly used as protection from 
drafts, stand nearby. 

A room of exceptional interest is 
the ancient bedchamber of Anne of 
Austria. The ceiling of this room is 
heavily beamed and elaborately deco- 
rated. The walls are composed of two 
rows of Roman figures carved in high 
relief, and a third row above these 
is decorated with chariots drawn by 
four horses. This third row connects 
with the ceiling. There is a wainscot 
richly decorated with Roman scenes 
in panels. The furniture is uphol- 
stered with scenic tapestries in panel 
effect. 

The galleries are numerous with 
high vaulted ceilings. These include 
the Gallery of Henry II, the Diana 
Gallery, notable for its great collec- 
tion of books, which line the walls 
on both sides, the Gallery of the As- 
siettes, the Gallery of Francis I, and 
the vestibule of Honour, this latter 
having three sets of magnificent 
carved bronze doors. 


An unusual card in this group is 
a lithograph depicting the illumina- 
tion of the palace on the night of 
June 14, 1863. Gondolas and canoes 
floated serenely on the lake, and men 
in frocktail coats and tall hats, ladies 


-in_ hoop-skirit gowns, bonnets, and 


shawls, added to the brilliance of this 
notable event. 

The post card album of Fontaine- 
bleau palace casts. sidelights on 
French history that one can get in 
no other way, and there it is con- 
cretely portrayed for us by the mere 
turning of the pages. 


Singer’s Hobby 
Miss Jean Tennyson, concert singer 
and operatic soprano, a protege of 
the celebrated Mary Garden, is one 
of the foremost collectors of data 
pertaining to the opera. Strange as it 
seems, Miss Tennyson’s favorite hob- 
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by of collecting operatic clippings and 
data, is a factor in her rapid rise as 
a concert and opera star. 

When Jean arrives for a recital 
she brings with her a unique scrap 
book that invariably accompanies her 
on her round-the-world concert and 
opera tours. However, there is not 
a word about its owner in this im- 
posing volume, but only the records 
of the performances by the artists 
who created the opera roles she sings, 

Motivated by her desire to stand 
by the original intentions of the com- 
poser, the collection represents a ten- 
year search through music libraries 
over the world. Among the roles 
covered are Nedda in “Pagliacc',” 
first sung by Adelina Stehle in 1892, 
“Tosca” created by Mme. Darclee at 
Rome in 1900, and Marie Heilbronn’s 
“Manon” which was first heard in 
1884. 

One entire book in her collection 
is devoted to photostatic comments on 
all performances by Mme. Carvalho 
as Marguerite in “Faust”, in its first 
presentation in 1859, and afterwards. 
There are copious records of a num- 
ber of other artists, including Mile. 
Chapuy who created Micaela in “Car- 
men” at the Opera Comique in 1875, 
and Adelina Stehle. 

While following her concert itin- 
erary on boats, trains, and planes, 
Jean Tennyson often turns to these 
notices, which are an ever fruitful 
source of new ideas for the proper 
interpretation of her roles. 

This close study of her roles makes 
it possible for Miss Tennyson to step 
into a part, as she often has, on the 
scantest notice. 

Like all outstanding artists Mias 
Tennyson has collected many trinkets 
and articles of intrinsic values on her 
world tours. After singing “Tosca” 
in Vienna, she received from the bari- 
tone Antonio Scotti, who had attended 
the performance, and who was then 
the most famous of all interpreters 
of the role of Scarpia in that opera, 
a tiara, It had been worn by the 
incomparable Melba when she had 
sung “Tosca” and preserved as a 
keepsake by Scotti, who wrote in a 
note to Miss Tennyson, “I am sure 
that if Nellie had been able to hear 
you, she would want you to have 
this.” 

Miss Tennyson started her coilec- 
tion when she made her debut at his- 
toric Teatro Venice in Venice as Mimi 
in “La Boheme,” and continued dur- 
ing subsequent engagements in Rome, 
Naples, Modena, Milan, and other 
European opera centers. In America 
Jean has played many prominent op- 
eratic roles,

Abernathy and Wyatt Coats-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


This very attractive bookplate pic- 
turing the Coats-of-Arms of the 
Abernathy family and that of Sir 
Henry Wyatt, was graciously loaned 
to me for this issue, by my good 
friend, Mrs. Austin Abernathy of 
Evanston. She has also given me the 
English history which I have woven 
into the story. 

First let us understand the Coats- 
of-Arms. The blazon of the Aber- 
nathy is: Or a lion rampant gules 
surmounted of a ribbon sable. Crest— 
A parrot feeding upon a bunch of 
cherries, all proper. In familiar 
terms: A gold (or) shield on which 
is charged a red (gules) lion in 
rampant attitude—standing on one 
foot and pawing the air; he is 
crossed with a black (sable) ribbon. 
The motto, “Salus per Christum,” 
is translated “Salvation through 
Christ.” ; 

The Wyatt Coat is quartered and 
has two crests. The blazon: Quarterly 
1 and 4, gules on a fesse or between 
8 boars’ heads couped ermine a lion 


‘passant enclosed by two pheons 


azure; 2 and 3, azure a chevron or 
surmounted by another couped sable 
between three wood pigeons proper 
each charged on the breast with a 
pellet. Crests—i1st—a demi lion 





















erased azure charged on the shoulder 
with a pheon or and holding in the 
dexter paw an arrow proper headed 
with a pheon argent; 2nd, out of park 
pales alternately argent and sable 
charged with escallops in fesse or a 
pine tree fructed proper. Motto— 
Duriora veritas. , 
In familiar terms: A shield divided 
into 4 parts (quarterly). In reading 
a shield, read it as though holding 
it away from you; then the right of 
the shield is at your right. The Ist 
and 4th quarters, upper right and 
lower left are alike; 2nd and 38rd, 
upper left and lower right, are alike. 
The ist, 4th are red (gules) charged 
with a gold (or) horizontal band one- 
third of the width of the shield, across 
the center (fesse), placed between 3 
boars’ heads cut straight off from the 
body (couped), and painted as of er- 
mine. (With a glass you can see the 
tiny ermine tails.) One the fesse is 
a blue (azure) lion standing with 
right paw raised (passant), between 
2 blue (azure) spear heads (pheons). 
2nd and 8rd quarters: a blue (azure) 
shield charged with a gold (or) 
chevron surmounted by a_ black 
(sable) chevron which does not touch 
the edge of the gold chevron 
(couped). The gold chevron is be- 
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tween three wood pigeons of natural 
color (proper) each charged with a 
black disc or pellet, on its breast. 


The first crest is a blue (azure) 
demi lion charged on the shoulder 
with a gold (or) preon (spearhead), 
holding in its right (dexter) paw, an 
arrow of natural color (proper) 
headed with a silver (argent) spear 
head. The second crest is a pine tree 
bearing cones (fructed) of~- natural 
color. It stands back of a patmg— 
or structive similar to a picket fence 
only larger. The pales are alternately 
silver and black (argent and sable), 
and the black ones charged with a 
gold (or) escallop shell arranged in 
a horizontal line (in fesse). The gold 
shells cannot be placed on the silver 
pales, as metal cannot be charged 
on metal, nor color on color. The 
motto: “Duriora veritas” is trans- 
lated “Virtue, harder things.” 


The interpretations of the symbols 
and colors: lion, service to his coun- 
try and deathless courage; ribbon, a 
tournament “gage d’amour” or token 
of love; parrot, no heraldic meaning 
—undoubtedly an individual story ac- 
companying the grant; fesse, military 
girdle of honor; boars’ heads, hospi- 
tality; pheons, dexterity and nimble- 
ness of wit; chevron, protecting the 
defenceless; wood pigeons, messengers 
of peace; pellets, cannonballs. (These 
latter do not conflict—a messenger of 
peace could bring home a token of 
war; neither are the proportionate 
sizes ridiculous, as the symbols are all 
figurative.) Fir tree, hope in eternal 
life; pales, defending a city; escallop 
shells, service along the Sea of Gali- 
lee; gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind; silver, sincerity and peace; red, 
courage and magnaminity; blue, loy- 
alty and truth; sable and ermine,— 
fur linings of royal robes,—nobility, 
also constancy for sable, and purity 
for ermine. 

Color code: dotted surface, gold; 
plain, silver; vertical lines, red; 
horizontal, blue; crossed, black; black 
ermine tails on white for ermine; 
proper or natural color, shaded natur- 
ally. 


ABERNETHY FAMILY 


Abernethy means the ford of the 
Nethy river, and when surnames were 


_ given, one of the families living at 


the ford received this name. In Amer- 
ica it -has been spelled Abernathy. 


This family has been prominent in 
Scotland for over 1300 years. It is 
thought it was of Pictish extraction. 
There were many peers of this realm 
who bore the name Abernethy until 
1669, when Lord Abernethy . of 
Saltown died without issue, and the 
title went to his cousin and heir, 
Alexander Frager, whose mother was 
an Abernethy. 

The Abernethys came to Virginia 
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during Colonial days, settling in 
Virginia and the Carolinas. Robert in 
Prince George Co., and David in Din- 
widdie, were among the first to have 
grants of land. Col. Buckner Aber- 
nethy was a soldier in the Revolu- 
tionary War, enlisting from Warren 
County, N. C. 


WYATT FAMILY 

Guy Guyot of Norman French 
descent, who headed a fleet of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, and is said to 
have married the latter’s daughter, 
is the ancestor of all the Wyatts. The 
name is spelled various ways, “i” be- 
ing interchanged with “y,” and “o” 
with “a,” sometimes one “t,” some- 
times a final “e.” 

Sir Henry Wyatt, whose Coat-of- 
Arms appears on the bookplate, was 
influential, according to manuscripts 
in the British Museum, in placing the 
Duke of Richmond on the throne as 
Henry VII. He therefore stood in 
good favor with the king, and was 
appointed keeper of the mint and 
crown jewels, and appointed a mem- 
ber of the privy council. 

During this time Sir Henry ac- 
quired Allington Castle, near Maid- 
stone, county, Kent; those were Al- 
lington’s most glorious years. It was 
here that Sir Thos. Wyatt, poet, 
statesman and courtier was _ born. 
Holbein the younger painted portraits 
of Sir Henry, his son and daughter, 
Sir Thomas and Margaret, Lady Lee, 
which were placed respectively in the 
Louvre, Windsor Castle, and Metro- 
politan Museum, New York City. 

Two grandsons of Sir Henry—Sir 
Francis and Rev. Hawte Wyatt, came 
to Virginia, and were governor and 
minister of Jamestown Colony 1621- 
1639. They both returned to England 
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and were buried near the castle with 
many others of the Wyatt families. 

The sons of Rev. Hawte,—Edward, 
George, and John, after his death, 
came to Virginia and settled in Vir- 
ginia, marrying among the Peytons, 
Bates, Dandindges, Ishams, Todds, 
and Newtons. The branches of the 
family moved westward settling 
mainly in Kentucky, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Georgia, and finally to the 
far west. 

Other Wyatt families entered New 
England and their descendants have 
intermingled with the Hawte Wyatt 
descendants. 

To turn again to the Coat-of- 
Arms: Sir Henry had two grants of 
entirely different symbolisms; the 
first one by Henry VII, the pattern 
of which he had woven into his car- 
pets at Allington Castle, pieces of it 
still in possession of a Wyatt; the 
second, the one heading this article, 
granted by Henry VIII the day he 
was crowned King of England.

Daily Advertiser,” which was founded 
in 1814. The editor and publisher 
was Nathan Hale, LL.D., who was 
born at Westhampton, Mass., in 1784. 
Hale graduated at Williams College 
in 1804 and was admitted to the 
Massachusetts bar in 1810. From 
1811 to 1814 he was the editor of the 
“Boston Weekly Messenger.” Later 
in life he took up periodical publish- 
ing as a sideline to his Boston daily 
and edited the “Monthly Chronicle” 
from 1840 to 1842.

nection with his “Map of New Eng- 
land,” a standard geographical au- 
thority in its day. It was first pub- 
lished in 1825 and was. reprinted 
from time to time with the neces- 
sary revisions. 

In 1816 Hale married Sarah Pres- 
ton Everett, the daughter of Judge 
Oliver Everett of Dorchester, Mass., 
and sister of Edward Everett, the 
distinguished American orator, schol- 
ar, and statesman. His three sons 
also became well known in journalis- 
tic circles. Nathan Hale, Jr., born in 
1818, graduated at Harvard in 1838, 
was admitted to practice law at Bos- 
ton in 1841, and edited the “Boston 
Miscellany of Literature” in 1842. He 
was co-editor with his father of the 
“Boston Daily Advertiser” from 1842 
to 1853.

Edward Everett Hale, born in 1822, 
graduated at Harvard in 1839 and 
became the pastor of the Church of 
the Unity at Worcester, Mass., in 
1846. In 1856 he became pastor of 
the South Church (Unitarian) at 
Boston. On December 15, 19038, he was 
elected chaplain of the United States 
Senate to date from January 1, 1904. 
Among his works the best known is. 
“The Man Without A Country.” 
Others are “The Rosary,” Boston, 
1848; “Margaret Percival In Amer- 
ica,” 1850; and “Sketches of Christ- 
ian History,” 1850. He was the 
editor of the “Christian Examiner” 
and a contributor to many of the 
leading reviews. 

Charles Hale, born in 1881, gradu- 
ated at Harvard in 1850, was the 
author of several pamphlets and con- 
tributed to the “North American Re- 
view” and the “American Almanac.” 
In 1852 he established and edited “To- 
Day,” a Boston literary journal, 
which was published for one year. 
He then became junior editor of his 
father’s paper, the “Boston Daily 
Advertiser.” 

Nathan Hale, the father of this 
literary trio, in addition to his news- 
paper editorship, was a contributor 
to many of the early numbers of the 
“North American Review.” In the 
“Advertiser” he published many val- 
uable articles on questions of politics, 
political economy, internal improve- 
ments, etc. He recognized the im- 
portance of railroads at an early date 
and urged their introduction into 
Massachusetts. He was acting presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Board of 
Internal Improvement, and was in 
charge of the first surveys made for 
a system of railroads in that State. 
He was the first president of the Bos-

Library Acquires 
Old Newspaper File 


The Cornell University Library, 
Ithaca, N. Y., has acquired a file of 
94 volumes of Freedom’s Champion, 
issued in Atchison, Kas., in the 19th 
century. The paper was founded in 
1858 in support of the movement to 
make Kansas free. 

The Kansas territory was in a 
‘state of turmoil at that time. It 
seems that the Buchanan administra- 
tion was using all of its influence 
and power to force slavery on the 
residents, and Northerners who were 
flocking to the state in great numbers 
were determined to keep it free. 

John Martin, editor of Freedom’s 
Champion, was a leading Republican, 
twice governor of the state and a 
leading prohibitionist. Because of the 
leading position which the editor took 
in the affairs of the state, and be- 
cause Atchison was a strategic Mis- 
souri River town, the old newspapers 
have considerable historical value. 

The Cornell Library file, runs from 
1865 to 1817, in a weekly edition.

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SHORT SNORTER BILLS 


By MAUD O’BRYAN RONSTROM 


A GREAT NEW hobby has encir- 

cled the globe at faster speed 
than any hobby in the history of the 
world. It combines the fascination of 
five other hobbies: numismaties, au- 
tographs, travel souvenir collecting, 
historic interest, and aviation in- 
terest. 

It is the hobby of collecting Short 
Snorter bills. 

Most international airplane pilots 
collect yards of Short Snorter bills 
in their travels. Each time they board 
a plane, they get all their passengers 
and crew to autograph a bill of cur- 
rency from the country they are just 
leaving. As these signed bills from 
different nations accumulate, they are 
stuck together end to end with trans- 
parent tape, usually in the same or- 
der in which the countries are visited. 

Although you have to fly the oceans 
to become a Short Snorter yourself 
(a member of the Short Snorter 
Club), you can sit at home in Pike- 
ville and collect Short Snorter bills— 
if you have friends or relatives who 
are fliers or air travelers. Coin and 
other hobby dealers probably are al- 
ready handling Short Snorter bills 
as collectors’ items in some cities of 
the world; eventually the bills may 
be sent out on approval just as but- 
tons and stamps are. 

“You can’t become a memper of 
the Short Snorter Club unless you 
have flown an ocean in an airplane,” 
explains Connie Tullier, Jr., of New 
Orleans, who has flown to a dozen 
distant countries, from Newfound- 
land to India, with the U. S. Army 
Engineers. Mr. Tullier’ss Short 
Snorter bill contains wildly auto- 
graphed currency from some of the 
nations he has visited: Morocco, 
Egypt, Palestine, Iran, Ethiopia, 
Abyssinia, India, Prazil. 

“The minute a clipper gets out 


‘over the ocean, all the Short Snort- 


ers jump up and begin questioning 
everybody on board,” says Mr. Tul- 
lier. “If you say you are a Short 
Snorter but can’t produce your signed 
Short Snorter bill, you have to treat 
the crowd (short snorts, as it were). 
If you say you are not a Short 
Snorter, you have to give your ques- 
tioner a dollar as initiation fee and 
then put up another dollar bill to be 
autographed by everybody, and to be 
carried by yourself to prove in fu- 
ture that you have been initiated.” 

Once he becomes a Short Snorter, 
@ man or woman must carry his 
signed Short Snorter bill with him at 
all times. If he runs into another 


member on land, in the air, on or 
under the sea without it, he is in 
the same boat as the lad who says 
“Christmas gift!” last on Christmas 
morning. In other words, the fellow 
without his bill on his person must 
pay the other fellows a forfeit. Par- 
don me. I mean a short snort. 

A man who is with the Army En- 
gineers in Brazil, one Tex McCord 
of Texas, sent the writer of this ar- 
ticle a part of his Short Snorter bill, 
retaining enough of it himself to 
keep from buying short snorts all 
over creation when he flies to the 
Far East in the near future. I will 
here describe the part sent to me, 
which contains bills from 15 coun- 
tries, Scotch-taped together and 
measuring six feet, six inches. 

The first bill is a United States 
dollar, endorsed at one end: “Tex Mc- 
Cord, April 26, 1943, on board plane 
en route to South America.” The first 
signature of many on it is that of 
Eddie Rickenbacker. 

This familiar greenback is attached 
to a five-krone bill in Scandinavian, 
from the Landsbanki Islands, which 
I take to include Iceland. 


“Republica Dos Estados Unidos Do 
Brasil” appears on the next bill, for 
20 milreis. Then follows a one-dollar 
bill on the Banque du Canada, con- 
taining a number. of R. A. F. signa- 
tures. Next a dollar from British 
Guiana. Then four shillings from the 
Bahamas. Next one rupee from India, 
signed by Gilbert Roland, the movie 
actor, among others. Then, 10 piastres 
from Egypt, attached to 10 shillings 
from the Bank of England, in turn 
attached to Cinque Francs from Ban- 
que de L’Afrique Occidentale. Then 
follow notes for Vingt Francs on 
Banque de L’Algerie, and Un Peso 
from Republica Oriental del Uru- 
guay. Next, Een Halve Gulden from 
Suriname, Cinq Francs from Banque 
de L’Algerie, and one dollar from 
the Government of Trinidad and To- 
bago. 

General Claire Chenault’s signa- 
ture is on one of these bills of this 
Short Snorter, but I haven’t located 
it among the hundreds of hard-to- 
read autographs. 

Knowing the writer of this article 
to be a button collector, Tex McCord 
also sent uniform buttons and insig- 
nia picked up in his travels. Included 
are buttons of the Brazilian Navy, 
Royal Air Force, Royal Canadian Air 
Force, U. S. Army Transport Com-

Gem stones are broadly divided into 
two classes, “cabochon” and “facet- 
ed.” The cabochon cut stone is by 
far the most common, and most easily 
polished by the amateur. The ca- 
bochon is usually a stone of a non- 
transparent character, such as agate, 
jasper, etc., which has been shaped 
with a flat base and a rounded top; 
the top only is fully polished and 
displayed. The faceted gem requires 
a transparent material, such as the 
diamond, amethyst, etc. The top and 
bottom of faceted gems are fully 
polished, and the flat surfaces 
(facets) are so placed as to transmit 
and reflect light to the best advan- 
tage, giving the sparkle so much de- 
sired in this class of gems. Great 
skill and knowledge are required to 
place such facets properly. 


The change of policy in including 
both cabochon and faceted gems in 
the 1944 Eleven has resulted in many 
interesting alterations in the -list. 
Because the Mexican opal can be cut 
both cabochon and faceted style it re- 


- tains first place in the Eleven. 


As cabochon collectors and cutters 
are still in the majority, it is only 
natural that Wyoming jade should 
retain second place. Jade is still the 
magic name among gems, and this 
fine material is worthy of its increas- 
ing popularity. 


The faceting group has made its 


presence felt by the elevation of its 
favorite gem—the Montana sapphire 
to third place. Next to the diamond 
in hardness it has a brilliance and 
range of color that compels admira- 
tion. Because of the industrial de- 
mand for corundum the mining of 
sapphire has been increased to the 
limit, and as in diamond mining, the 
finding of the rare perfect crystal, 
which can be sold at a high price, 
lowers the cost of the imperfect stone 
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which is just as suitable for industry. 

The perennial favorite, the Mich- 
igan chlorastrolite, falls to fourth 
place. The only location in the world 
where gem quality of this stone is 
found, is now a National Park, and 
so unrestricted collecting of it is gone 
forever. The gem is increasing in 
value very rapidly. 

Fifth place is taken by a new- 
comer, the North Carolina smoky 
quartz. This, most beautiful of the 
smoky quartz family, can be cut both 
cabochon and faceted which perhaps 
accounts for its selection. It is the

Chilean lapis lazuli has long been 
in the second eleven. With the new 
group favoring more expensive rough, 
coupled with a great interest in all 
Latin American material, this color- 
ful blue gem takes sixth place. 

As usual the Nevada turquoise 
makes the first team and takes the 
lucky seventh place. Because of the 
great commercial jewelry demand 
for this gem, the finer rough is pass- 
ing out of amateur hands. 

Another item fast disappearing 
from the amateur market because it 
is often passed as turquoise, is the 
Utah variscite, which qualifies for 
eighth position. Look well to your 
stock of this fine stone. 

One more new stone takes ninth 
place—the Montana scenic agate. 
We have often wondered why this in- 
teresting gem did not make first team, 
but it seems we do not fully appre- 
ciate a stone until it becomes scarce. 


Tenth place is taken by the Lake

Seven cabochons, Arizona 
chrysocolla, California breccia, jasper, 
flowering obsidian and _ iridescent 
obsidian, Arizona wood, Virginia 
amazonite and Sweet Water agate 
complete the second list.

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ANCIENT EGYPTIAN MINIATURES 


By J. F. IVORY 


ODAY, WHEN miniature collect- 

ing is so popular, we must realize 
that man has been making miniatures 
(and not as toys either) for thou- 
sands of years. The Ancient Egyp- 
tians have made some of the most 
beautiful and exquisite miniatures 
that we know of. While hard to find, 
and when found, prohibitively expen- 
sive, these pieces add glamour to the 
modern collection, 

Among these superb miniatures are 
the four tiny mummy cases found in 
the jars in the tompd of Tutankamon. 
They are of gold, with colored inlays, 
and are tiny models of the second 
of the three coffins containing the 
King’s mummy. Also, in. this tomb 
was found a beautiful miniature set 
of coffins, one inside of the other, 
which, when opened revealed a lock 
of hair belonging to the grandmother 
of his Queen. There were other beau- 
tiful miniatures in the tomb, mostly 
statuettes. 

Probably what is the oldest minia- 
ture replica of Egyptian period fur- 
niture in wood, is a little bed and 
chair, both with animal feet. They

were in the cabin of a tiny boat. 
These pieces date from about 2500 
B. C., and were found in the tomb 
of the noble Mehenkwere along with 
many other beautiful miniatures, 
among which was a diminutive pal- 
ace and its garden, all of wood, even 
the leaves of the trees being of this 
material. In this group were ships, 
carpenter shops, and their tiny tools, 
butcher shops, and whole herds of 
cattle and their herdsmen. 


About the best known Egyptian 
miniatures are the Ubashati stat- 
uettes. They are in the form of tiny 
mummies with inscriptions, and were 
made of clay and wood, or more ex- 
pensive material such as gold or 
bronze, and were placed in great 
numbers in the tomb to “answer” the 
soul of the deceased. 

These miniatures are not only ar- 
tistic, but tend to show us the daily 
life of these ancient people as well 
as their belief in the hereafter.

mand, a bellhop’s button from a 
South American hotel, a U. S. 
colonel’s lapel insignia. Mr. McCord 
regretted that he did not know about 
my button hobby when he was in Ice- 
land last year, as he could have got- 
ten Free French, Free Norwegian 
and Free Pole buttons there. (Hint 
for some collector.) Mr. McCord also 
sent an “African Invasion” dollar bill. 
It is exactly the same as the regular 
United States one dollar bill except 
that it has a gold circle in place of 
a blue one in the space to the right 
of George Washington’s face. Mr. Mc- 
Cord believes the bill to be very rare 
in the United States and says it will 
probably become a real collector’s 
item. It represents a special issue of 
money printed to pay off the troops 
who made the now historic invasion 
of North Africa. 


Nobody seems to know who really 
started the idea of the Short Snorter 
bill. Some people connect it with Wen- 
dell Willkie and his globe-girdling 
tour (after which he wrote “One 
World”), while others say that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s flight to 
Casablanca for the conference, on 
which trip he autographed bills for 
co-passengers, began the hobby. Still 
others say there were Short Snorters 
in existence long before either of 
these historic flights. 


Even babies are members of the 
Short Snorter Club. One of the 
youngest Short Snorters living is 
Paul Clemenceau, three - year-old 
grandson of the late Georges Clemen- 
ceau, France’s famous World War I 
premier, known as “The Tiger.” Paul, 
whose resemblance to “The Tiger” is 
uncanny, has crossed the Atlantic 
twice by plane in his three years. 
Two years ago he flew to the United 
States by Clipper with his mother, 
returning to Dakar by boat. ‘This 
September the Clemenceaux left 
Dakar on a Sunday in a Liberator 
bomber and arrived in Washington, 
D. C., that Tuesday. 

Short Snorter members are not as 
rare as you would suppose. Flying 
the ocean is no longer the feat it was 
in Lindbergh’s day. Every city nas 
its quota of Short Snorters. In New 
Orleans, several Short Snorter bills 
have been lost and found through 
classified ads. You may have Short 
Snorter bills from exotic places 
flashed in your face by people who 
never even saw the ocean but who 
already are avid collectors of Short 
Snorters. 

Naturally, there are many conflict- 
ing ideas prevalent about the conduct 
of members of the Short Snorter 
Club. Some travelers assert that it 
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takes four Short Snorters in good 
standing to initiate a new one; other 
airmen say they never heard of such 
a thing. Some day pernaps there will 
be an_ international constitution 
drawn up with by-laws, and there 
will be officers, annual dues, meetings 
and conventions, club bulletins and 
whatnot—all according to some Hoyle 
of the Short Snorters. Until that day, 
fliers go merrily along, signing each 
others’ dollar bills, buying treats for 
each other, and collecting souvenirs 
that some day may be of great his- 
toric interest. 


SHORT-SNORTER ELEANOR 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt is reported 
to have signed thousands of auto- 
graphs, and in particular to have 
signed dozens of Short Snorter bills 
on her recent 23,000-mile trip to Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and other Paci- 
fic battle stations. This is easy to be- 
lieve, as practically all her jaunts 
were made by airplane, and what 
plane traveler wouxtn’t whip out his 
Short Snorter bill when Eleanor 
Roosevelt approached?

‘FROST SNORTERS’ 


From Alaska comes word of the 
organization of a club*of Short Road- 
ers in the Far Northwest. The Short 
Roaders are composed of those who 
have ridden, crawled or hiked more 
than 500 miles over the Alaska Mili- 
tary Highway. The club’s member- 
ship certificate is a Canadian dollar 
bill, inscribed and signed in the Short 
Snorter manner.

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por now there is quite a discussion 

in Congress about appropriating 30 
million dollars a year to be:given to 
the country press for advertising 
bond sales. This is an attempt to buy 
up the press by subsidy. From that 
angle it will fail because the country 
press has very little influence on its 
readers. There are very few great 
editors among them. Most of them are 
in it as a business to eke out a living 
and they get more of a living from 
doing a job printing business than 
they do from the little paper. Usually 
the most unpopular man in the com- 
munity is the country editor. But 
that is not to his discredit. It is 
what he doesn’t print more than 
what he does print. The average 
reader of a small town paper 
takes a metropolitan paper and has 
his parlor radio. From strictly a bus- 
iness standpoint it will be a waste of 
money, yet the press itself is divided. 
Some country newspaper publishers 
are down there urging the appropri- 
ation. They want to dip their fingers 
into the easy money. Others testified 
in deep resentment against any 
scheme to subsidize or buy up the 
press directly or indirectly. Of course, 
a certain percentage of the press will 
sell out and a certain percentage, to 
put it more politely, will be influenced 
by favors. 

Before the war we witnessed a 
group of some of the biggest publish- 
ers in the country taking a trip to 
England at the expense of the Brit- 
ish government. They were wined and 
dined and introduced to royalty. 
Every one of them came back whoop- 
ing it up for war. They sold out cheap 
and it was such a plain sell-out to 
their readers. We hold nothing a- 
gainst any honest publisher who saw 
things that way. That was his right 
in this country. If he thought con- 
scientiously that we should help Eng- 
land, we would be the last person 
to deny him such a right or to get 
mad at him because he thought so, 
but to accept a free trip and then 
start to bally was the depths of deg- 
radation for an editor, big or little. 

If the country newspapers can’t 
make a living without government 
subsidy, there is no reason for them 
to exist. Thousands of them have 
gone out of business in recent years. 
It used to be that every little town 


a 


had to support a Democratic and a 
Republican paper. Both editors 
starved to death. Higher costs have 
more or less eliminated that system. 
Today the country editor, while he 
may have his personal politics, keeps 
away from taking sides. He has made 
it a commercial enterprise and like 
any other commercial enterprise, it 
ought to be able to exist because of 
the demand for its services, and noth- 
ing else. Some editors claim that the 
government pays everybody but them. 
Whatever commodity the government 
buys, from a shoestring up, they pay 
for, but they chiset space from the 
publisher which is his bread and 
butter. 

Well, call it what you will, we 
would rather donate here and there 
for government bond-selling cam- 
paigns, or any other legitimate pur- 
pose, than to take money from the 
government. Under no circumstances, 
nor at any time, would we take 
money from the government. We de- 
mand our right of free speech and 
free press without any hammer over 
our heads, financially or otherwise., 
If they. once start buying space, it is 
only a question of time until some 
bureaucrat will hold the money ham- 
mer over the head of the editor a- 
bout what he printed or did not print. 
We contend that the free press is 
greater and more powerful than any 
temporary political administration. 
Politicians come and go, but the free 
press should remain forever. 


—o— 

All publishers are worrying about 
their paper supply, but some are 
quite desperate. Yet the Navy de- 
partment alone has 1600 cars stored. 
This is only one of many government 
departments. Paper men tell that, at 
the start of the war, the government 
bought up four years’ supply at 
prices prevailing at that time. That 
act cost the rest of us plenty of 
money. 

As we face these difficult times with 
our capital investment and years of 
work jeopardized, it is astonishing 
how many small house organs and 
other magazines are permitted to 
start up. It is true they are small but 
all together they amount to consider- 
able. Just because people have money 


now, they get a notion they want to O 


start a magazine, always duplicating 
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what is already being done. It would 
seem that after the war is plenty of 
time for all the free competition we 
need, but at this time we would call 
it nothing short of unpatriotic to be 
using labor and material for such 
utterly unnecessary ettorts. 

Even when the production of 
school books has been curtailed al- 
most to the point of suspension the 
Button Society had to use precious 
material and labor to issue a year 
book. Well, that was necessary to 
the war because it satisfied an idle 
old gentleman’s whim and a lady’s 
pernicius penchant for publicity. The 
mimeograph bulletins used in former 
years, using a kind of paper still 
fairly plentiful, would have sufficed 
during the emergency. 

Government bureaucrats have 
taken control of raw material for 
making paper and are in position to 
favor their friends and harass their 
enemies. It is a good chance to make 
the boys of the press play ball or at 
least keep their mouths closed dur- 
ing the coming presidential election. 
It is one way to control the rights 
of a Free Press.

They have a 
research section with regional research, 
case research, linguistic and _ historical 
source material, etc. One can hardly be- 
lieve that anyone, even a New Dealer 
when we are at war, would set up a Com- 
mission taking 110 people whether to pro- 
nounce our city Ana-mo-sa or Ana-ma- 
sa.

And 
this man has charge of gasoline ration- 
ing and the production of oil and coal.”

You New Dealers can sit back 
and laugh while we burn up the Re- 
publicans. —0—

tunes from foreign lands. It is said 
that Phillips Brooks received his in- 
spiration for the words in 1866 when 
in Palestine on Christmas eve. From 
a hill at early dusk, he saw the lit- 
tle village of Bethlehem sparkling 
with lights in the valley below. The 
perfect peace of this homely scene 
in the clear atmosphere so impressed 
him that he wrote, in 1868, for the 
children of his Sunday School, at 
Holy Trinity, Philadelphia, this poem, 
“O Little Town of Bethlehem.” There 
were originally five stanzas; the fifth, 
which we now omit, reads: 
“Where children pure and happy 
Pray to the blessed Child, 
Where misery cries out to Thee, 
Son of the Mother mild; 
Where charity stands watching, 
And Faith holds wide the door, 
The dark night wakes, the glory 
breaks, 
And Christmas comes once more.” 
The melody came to the composer, 
Lewis Redner, in the middle of the 
night. He arose from his sleep and 
jotted down the music which 
was presented next day, Christmas, 
wedded to the lovely words. Truly 
a carol with every Christmas inspira- 
tion and environment. 


There is a vit or numor in the ac- 
cepted usage of the old English carol 
which Charles Dickens used in his 
famous Christmas story. Remember 
how Scrooge seizes the ruler so en- 
ergetically that the threatened singer 
of the carol runs away? The singer 
(as many do today) punctuated the 
song’s opening line: “God rest you, 
merry gentlemen”! Scrooge did not 
believe in any such humbug. We won- 
der if he might have been more 
pleased, or at least less angry had 
the song been sung properly: “God 
rest you Merry, Gentlemen”! What 
a difference a little comma can make. 

In closing, we quote an old Eng- 
lish proverb used by Julian in illus- 
trating the early meaning of the 
word carol. It reads: “The French 
sing (or pipe), the English carol, the 
Spaniards wail, the Germans ‘howl,’ 
and the Italians caper!” At this 
Christmas tide we hope that the 
“howl” is true. However, in the true 
spirit of Christmas we should always 
(as Florence Hoare) : 

“Sing Noel, sing Noel, 

For even as then, 

To each Christmas greeting 
The stars sing Amen.”

second row, indicates his interest and 
talent as expressed through his cap- 
able pen. Both these cards show the 
enthusiasm of their makers. 

The middle card on the bottom row 
should be carefully observed, in that 
it pictures the first American auto- 
mobile, a Duryea made by Charles 
Duryea in 1892—the first workable 
gasoline vehicle in America. The son 
of the inventor designed this card 
and again the automobiliana theme 
proved a definite inspiration in mak- 
ing an original Christmas card, em- 
bodying a personal greeting. 

All other cards illustrated are the 
result’ of an artist with an idea. 
They are unusual and different—and 
convey in a unique manner the best 
of holiday greetings from one fellow 
hobbyist to another.

sented, is to be found in the cata- 
comb of St. Priscilla at Rome. It is 
said, with confidence, that the picture 
was painted some time in the period 
from the year 125 to 150 A.D. The 
picture is called “Our Lady of the 
Catacombs” because of the fact that 
it was frescoed upon the wall of 
the catacomb of St. Priscilla where 
it can still be seen. 

A number of madonna pictures are 
attributed to St. Luke the Evangelist, 
but it is probable tnat they are copies 
of pictures of the early centuries. 


In the ages following, down to the 
present time madonna pictures have 
been the outlet of artists who strived 
to create something sublime—some- 
thing holy— something inspiring— 
namely the glorifying of motherhood. 
This was achieved by Raphael, per- 
haps, more than by any artist, as 
his madonnas are the treasures of 
the art world. While only 37 years 
old when he died, Raphael had 
painted over 40 madonna pictures 
which won for him immortal fame. 

As the theme of glorifying mother- 
hood was the ideal of all artists of 
all ages, perhaps this explains why 
a picture or a statue of a madonna 
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lends itself so beautifully to any 
decorative scheme, be it ever so hum- 
ble, be it ever so grand or preten- 
tious, be it antique or modern; and 
all this applies to the out of doors 
as well as to any room in a home.

credited with protection against in- 
fection, openly and unashamedly on 

her dual purpose chatelaine. 

What has all of this to do with 
antique jewelry? The chatelaine 
served a definite ornamental as well 
as utilitarian purpose and was often 
a dazzling example of the jewelry 
craftsman’s handiwork. The stout 
leather girdle of earlier times gave 
way, especially for formal wear, to a 
flat chain of gold or silver plated 
bronze decorated with enamels, in- 
lays, and jewels and fitted with 
handsome metal clasps. The various 
trinkets and utensils were often en- 
cased in elaborate silver containers, 
set with gems and richly engraved 
and embossed. Dainty fans, miniature 
books and portraits, and small clocks 
and watches, in the later versions, 
increased the material value as well 
as the beauty of this unique speci- 
men of the jeweler’s art. 

The tinkling chatelaine possesses 
the salient characteristic of all jew- 
elry, the capacity for arousing ro- 
mantic associations. Constituting in 
itself practically -a complete bridal 
shower, a well-appointed chatelaine 
became the favorite gift for the bride. 
Continuing the tradition of romance, 
the chatelaine has been featured fre- 
quently in novels and plays.

FIRE AND FIRE-FIGHTING 
PRINTS

of specific fires, crude as they often 
are, have more historical importance. 
There are many of these, the six 
“View(s) of the Great Conflagration 
at New York,” issued by Nathaniel 
Currier in 1835 especially interest- 
ing to collectors of Currier prints. 
These are among his earliest and his 
enterprise in having them drawn, 
printed and on sale within a few days 
after the advent, while the ruins were 
still smoking and the fire was still 
“spot news” resulted in a volume of 
sales whose profit was the foundation 
of the house’s long-lived prosperity. 

Later Currier fire scenes include 
the “Great Conflagration at Pitts- 
burgh, Penna., April 10th, 1845,” one 
of the “Best Fifty” small folios, and 
“great Fire(s)” at St. Louis, Mo., in 
1849, Boston in 1872 and St. John, 
N. B., in 1877. The famous Chicago 
fire is shown five times, one in a 
scarce large folio is dated 1871. There 
are also “Burning(s)” of Richmond, 
the New York City Hall in 1845, the 





great Crystal Palace at New York in 
1850, and many showing the destruc- 
tion by fire of early steamboats—a 
common fate. 

The contemporaries and competi- 
tors of the Currier house turned out 
their share of fire prints, including 
many not shown by Currier or Cur- 
rier & Ives, probably because they 
were events of only local importance. 
Thus the California lithographers 
commemorated a number of early 
fires, the “Conflagration of Marys- 
ville,” August 30, 1851, by Quirot & 
Co., small folio, a “Great Conflagra- 
tion in San Francisco” in 1851 by 
Justh, Quiret & Co., who also issued 
a “View” of it and a large “Great 
Fire in San Francisco, March 11, 
1856” on thin gray paper published 
by W. B. Cooke & Co. of that city. 
New York’s fire of 1835 was shown 
in a large lithograph by A. Hoffy, 
published by H. R. Robinson, and 
there are several other fires there, 
particularly the “Burning of Bar- 
num’s Museum, July 3, 1865, a small 
folio with no publisher’s imprint. The 
Pittsburgh fire appears in two fine 
and rare large views by W. G. Wall, 
lithographed by Wagner & McGuig- 
nan of Philadelphia, that at Boston in 
a series of ten small prints by Has- 
kell & Allen, and the Chicago fire, of 
course, in a number, the Kellogg & 
Bulkley, “Cause of the Great Chicago 
Fire,” showing the legendary cow, 
being particularly worth mention. 

The advanced fire “buff” will find 
prints showing early fire-engines and 
apparatus of especial importance, 
and there are not a great number 
of these. Currier & Ives showed only 
one, the “Fire Engine Pacific, No. 14 
Pierpont Street, Brooklyn, N. Y.” 
Heerbrand & Co. of New York pub- 
lished a series of “Picture Sheets,” 
showing more New York City fire- 
fighting apparatus, Kellogg & Com- 
stock a “Protector Engine No. 13,” 
and there is also a spirited and well- 
drawn fire scene, large folio, printed 
in oil, from Armstrong, McClellan & 
Green’s Lithography of Boston, ad- 
vertising “3rd Size Fire Engine Built 
by the Silsbee Manufacturing Com- 
pany.” 

A last addition to these fire prints 
would be those showing the fire com- 
panies at ease, which are not common. 
The “Firemen’s Muster, Manchester, 
N. H.,” by Endicott & Co., 1861, extra 
large folio, is full of fine figure de- 
tail, and is described by Harry T. 
Peters as “an astonishing crowd 
scene,” and the large “Weccaco En- 
gine Company’s House and United 
Fire Company of Baltimore’s Recep- 
tion, June 12, 1866,” by P. S. Duval, 
is very attractive. It is not possible to 
list all our American fire and fire- 
fighting prints, nor to mention more 
than a few of the quite respectable 
total, some fairly common, some rare. 
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But several large collections already 
exist, and more and more collectors 
are finding the field attractive.
